The list is steadily growing—Read this warning and aid 
us in curbing a dangerous swindler 

For the last four years you have been a willing contributor 
to various campaigns in the interests of humanity and you are 
still ready to continue to do so. For a like number of years 
and more there have been many unwilling contributions made 
by some of you toward swelling the funds of a clever forger 
and thief. 

On the opposite page we are reproducing an enlarged 
photograph of a raised check, which very plainly shows the 
class of work performed by this penman, and even to an “Out- 
sider” it can readily be seen that we have a dangerous proposi- 
tion to deal with. In looking around for a method to bring 
this operator before the banking fraternity in such a manner 
that it would leave an impression, we finally hit upon the idea 
as shown on the preceding page. 

This man has been brought to your attention on numerous 
occasions, but apparently our warning was not heeded as he 
continues to increase his income, which, by the way, we are 
afraid is free from taxation. He is getting bolder following 
each operation, and it has finally come to the point where it is 
necessary to ask your hearty co-operation. 

If the following facts are remembered some one of you will 
have the satisfaction of knowing that you have aided in 
ridding society of a menace. The facts are: A letter contain- 
ing a check is mailed to some address in the manufacturing 
district of New York—it is stolen from a hall letter box—it is 
not protectographed or on safety paper—it is washed clean 
by acid—it is raised to a substantial amount—it is made 
payable to BEARER—it is then presented to you with the 
maker’s signature traced on the back for identification pur- 
poses—it is paid—strange. 

Watch for this man; he attacks banks both in and out of 
New York. 


A man using the name J. W. ALCORN defrauded a mem- 
ber bank at Norman, Okla., by means of a forged check. Al- 
corn is described as being about 40 years of age, 6 feet tall, 
170 pounds, rather slender build, reddish hair, wears mustache. 


CECIL E. ALLEN has succeeded in defrauding a member 
bank at Barron, Wis., by means of a forged deed on which he 


secured a mortgage. It later developed that the owner of the 
land had not sold same, and the matter was then turned over 
to our detective representatives for investigation, who are now 
giving the matter their attention. Allen is described as fol- 
lows: 65 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches tall, 140 pounds, iron 
gray hair, full mustache, iron gray. 


DANGEROUS HOLD-UP MEN AT LARGE 


Tall and short man enter Brooklyn bank and kill em- 
ployees 

On Friday, the 13th, New York City and surrounding 

country was startled with the information relative to the 

bold hold-up of the East Brooklyn Savings Bank, Brooklyn, 

N. Y., and the cold-blooded murder of Teller DeWitt C. Peal 

and Assistant Treasurer Henry W. Coons. At 2.20 on the

afternoon in question a tall and a short man entered the 
Brooklyn bank and held up the various employees and cus- 
tomers then on the premises and from them secured approxi- 
mately $13,000 in currency. Following this bold hold-up they 
left the vicinity, and after a very exhaustive investigation 
made by the local police department, the photograph of Roy 
Tyler, which is reproduced over this article, was identified as 
the tall man, whose murderous gun was responsible for the 
death of the two employees of this bank. This individual is 
well known to our detective agents, who have for some time 
past been endeavoring to cause his apprehension for his part 
in the hold-up of the Garfield Savings Bank of Cleveland, Ohio, 
which hold-up was spectacular but not as disastrous as the 
Brooklyn transaction. The identity of Tyler’s companion has 
not as yet been determined. A reward of $5,000 has been 
offered for the arrest and conviction of the two gun men, and 
it is hoped that before we go to press the next time that we 
will be able to report their capture. Tyler is described as: 
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29 years of age, 5 feet 9 inches tall, 150 pounds, slender build, 
dark complexion, chestnut eyes and. hair, smooth shaven, very 
smooth skin. 


PAUL R. BACON representing himself to be district man- 
ager of the Economy Fuse & Mfg. Co. of Chicago, Ill., has 
put a member bank to loss in Buffalo, N. Y., by means of a 
bogus check purporting to have been issued by this company. 
He gained the confidence of a prominent citizen of this city, 
who introduced him to the bank. Bacon is described as fol- 
lows: 35 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches tall, 160 pounds, florid 
complexion, light brown hair almost bald, light blue eyes, 
wears heavy gold-rimmed glasses with very thick lenses, rather 
prominent nose, has a clumsy walk, husky voice as if from 
habitual use of liquor. 


E. A. CLINTON. While engaged as a bookkeeper for a 
fruit concern located in Toledo, Ohio, this individual forged 
the signature of his employer to a check and was successful 
in securing funds on same from a Toledo member bank. The 
matter has been reported to our detective agents and they 
are now engaged in making an investigation. Clinton is de- 
scribed as: 28 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches tall, 160 pounds, 
stocky build, dark complexion, blue eyes, dark brown hair, has 
cast in left eye, which makes him squint. 

G. W. CHAFFIN. By securing funds on two payroll 
vouchers issued by the Southern Pacific Terminal Co., which 
bore the forged indorsement of G. W. Chaffin, an individual 
representing himself to be the payee, has caused a member 
bank of Galveston, Texas, to sustain a loss due to their paying 
upon these stolen vouchers. Due to the fact that the bank did 
not suspect anything wrong at the time the transaction took 
place, they are unable to give an intelligent description of the 
operator. 


JAMES CONNOL is the name given by a man who passed 
bogus checks in Cleveland, Ohio, drawn on the Dime Savings 
Bank & Trust Company, a non-existing institution, which 
checks purported to be issued by the Standard Construction & 
Wrecking Co., signed by H. N. Murry, and countersigned T. N. 
Harris, Treas. This firm is not known. No member has so 
far sustained a loss, but they are warned and should cause 
the arrest of the operator should he present such a check as 
described above. 

DR. NEAL H. EVANS, wearing a captain’s uniform of the 
U. 8. Army, recently entered a methber bank in Kansas City, 
Mo., and cashed a worthless check drawn on a bank in Chicago. 
Before coming to Kansas City he operated in Denver, Colo., in 
the same manner and later in St. Louis, Mo. This bogus 
officer is described as being from 40 to 50 years of age, 5 feet 
10 inches tall, good build, inclined to be stout, ruddy com- 
plexion, full face. 
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D. S. HAYES is the name used by a swindler who recently 
defrauded a member bank in Kansas City, Mo., by means of 
a forged check in the sum of $40. No description of Hayes 
is available. 


R. G. HINER defrauded a member bank of Cabin Creek, 
W. Va., upon a forged check. He was formerly employed as a 
pay clerk at Cabin Creek Junction, W. Va. He left Cabin 
Creek after the forgery was committed, having defrauded sev- 
eral other persons in that locality. A search is now being made 
for him by our detective agents. Hiner is described as: 27 
years of age, 5 feet 8 inches tall, 155 pounds, good build, dark 
complexion, dark hair, blue eyes and smooth shaven. 


J. H. HUDNELL succeeded in defrauding a member bank 
at Rice Lake, Wis., by means of a worthless check, purported 
to be drawn by the National Hardware Co., St. Paul, Minn. 
There is no company by that name in St. Paul. Our detective 
representatives are now investigating. 


R. H. LEE has operated on a very extensive scale in 
Eustis, Fla., with checks of the Citizens Bank of that city. 
While in the employ of a local manufacturing concern, Lee 
carried a small account with this institution, and before leav- 
ing the vicinity succeeded in securing funds on a check drawn 
on an out-of-town bank which was later returned as a forgery. 
Since his disappearance numerous checks have been presented 
for payment by various merchants, but all have been returned 
unpaid, inasmuch as his account has been long overdrawn. He 
is described as: 42 years of age, 5 feet 9 inches tall, 140 
pounds, blue eyes, dark spot in right, light reddish hair, poses 
as grand-nephew of General Robert E. Lee. 


M. J, MADIC, a Syrian, deposited a worthless check drawn 
upon a bank at Stithton, Ky., also $100 in cash with a mem- 
ber bank of Pittsburgh, Pa. He later withdrew a certain sum, 
causing the member bank to sustain a small loss. He is now 
being sought by our detective agents. Madic is described as: 
25 years of age, 5 feet tall, 125 pounds, medium build, dark 
complexion, dark eyes and smooth shaven. 


BILLY MITCHELL. Posing as the son of a wealthy cattle 
owner of Texas, Mitchell was introduced to a member bank of 
Newton, Conn., by a local resident. Following this introduc- 
tion he presented to them a check drawn on the New London 
City National Bank, which check was later returned as worth- 
less. Mitchell is described as: 21 years of age, 6 feet 1 inch 
tall, 175 pounds, smooth face, blond hair, blue eyes. 


JOHN WILLIAM MOOK, alias William Henderson, alias 
Ralph Battin. By forging the signature of his employer, Mook 
has caused a member bank of New London, Conn., to sustain 
a loss, due to their paying upon this check. .Previous to Mook’s 
fraudulent transaction in this city he was a sergeant in the 
Marine Corps, and after deserting from that branch of the 
service he proceeded to New London, Conn., and there secured 
a position with a resident of that city. Upon being paid for 
services performed, he seized upon the opportunity and fol- 
lowed this means of securing funds. After securing the funds 
in question he left the vicinity, next to appear in Waterbury, 
Conn., where he defrauded a member bank and married a local 
girl. At the present time our detective agents are searching 
for him in conjunction with the Federal authorities, who are

very desirous of causing his apprehension, on a charge of de- 
sertion. He is described as: 23 years of age, 6 feet 44 inch, 
175 to 180 pounds, fair build, light hair and complexion. 


CHAS. E. McDONALD 


The above is a good likeness of a man using the name of 
CHAS. E. McDONALD and Harry S. Thompson, who recently 
went to Liberty, Mo., and delivered a cap and medal to a 
family at that place whose son was killed at the battle of 
Chateau Thierry, saying the articles belonged to their son, 
who was killed at his side in France, and he himself was 


wounded twice in the same battle. In this city he used the 
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name Thompson and was entertained in a becoming manner 


there. On November 21 he presented a check at a member 
bank in Liberty, drawn on a member bank in Piqua, Ohio. 
After leaving Liberty he went to Parsons, Kan., where under 
the name of Chas. E. McDonald he passed some worthless 
checks drawn on the member bank at Liberty, Mo., whom he 
had defrauded. McDonald, alias Thompson, etc., is described 
as being about 30 years of age, 155 pounds, light complexion, 
wore soldier’s uniform and talked with a Scotch accent. 

J. D. McFADDEN has successfully operated against a 
member bank of Nashville, Tenn., using a check in his fraudu- 
lent transactions that bore the forged signature of their cus- 
tomer. McFadden is described as: 30 years of age, 5 feet 9 
inches, 140 pounds, slender build, medium complexion, light 
brown hair, a bricklayer by occupation. 


CHECK RAISER AGAIN ACTIVE 


M. PLOTKIN. In articles appearing in the JounNaL Sup- 
plements for August and October, 1917, and June and July, 
1918, we published a photograph of Harry Gross and gave 
details relative to this man’s transactions. Our attention is 
again called to the fact that he is at the present time renewing 
his operations, he having quite recently defrauded member 
banks of Springfield, Mo., and Bridgeport, Conn. Our readers 
would do well in reading these articles and paying attention to 
the warning in them, as this man is a very dangerous check 
raiser. In most instances he used the name of M. Plotkins, 
claiming to be a painter, and usually gave his address in a 
Jewish neighborhood. Should your attention be called to the 
name of M. Plotkin immediately notify this Department and 
our detective agents will come to your assistance. 


JOSEPH H. PRITCHARD bought a piano in Seattle, 
Wash., on the instalment plan, then advertised same for sale, 
securing a customer, to whom he sold the piano for a price 
less than its initial cost, receiving two checks in payment. 
While in his customers’ office he stole blank checks with the 
imprint of the company’s rubber stamp signature, one of which 
he filled out identical with the genunine check in his posses- 
sion. In the meantime Pritchard had cashed the genuine check 
and had opened an account with a member bank of Sexttle, 
making the initial deposit with cash and had reduced the 
account to a small balance. The next day he presented the 
forged check to be cashed. The paying teller telephoned the 
maker, asking if he had given such a check to Pritchard, and 
upon being advised that he had the forged check was paid 
without further question, thus the bank has been defrauded. 
A warrant has been issued for Pritchard charging forgery. 
The Washington Bankers Association is prorating the expense 
of this investigation with the American Bankers Association. 
Pritchard is described as follows: 36 years of age, 5 feet 11 
inches tall, 126 pounds, slender build, dark complexion, dark 
hair, hazel eyes, thin features and nose, wears nose glasses 
with shell rim. 


W. L. RICHARDS recently secured a genuine check made 
out by a livestock commission company in Oklahoma City. 
The name of the commission company, which had been placed 
on the check with a rubber stamp, was erased and the name 
W. L. Richards written in its stead. The check was then 
presented to a member bank in Oklahoma City and cashed. 
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Richards is described as being about 40 years of age, 6 feet 
tall, 165 pounds, medium build, smooth shaven, dark eyes, dark

HARRY SAPHIRE is drawing drafts on the Third Na- 
tional Bank, Atlanta, Ga. A member bank of Jessup honored 
one of these drafts before returns were received from same and 
consequently sustained a loss, due to the fact that the draft 
was returned unpaid. Saphire claims that he is a detective 
working for the revenue officers, endeavoring to locate whiskey 
runners. He is described as: 30 years of age, 5 feet 8 inches 
tall, 130 pounds, black hair, black eyes. 

ORLANDO B. SMITH is the name used by a swindler, 
who recently opened an account at a member bank in Kansas 
City, Mo., by depositing a sum in currency. A few days later 
he deposited a worthless check and through an oversight was 
allowed to check on the account. This man claimed to have 
been connected with the Nyal’Drug Co., but this firm is unable 
to locate him as being in their employ. The only description 
to be secured is that he was a rather tall young fellow with 
dark complexion.

W. H. TRAPP. Following an introduction to an official 
of a member bank of Picher, Okla., Trapp taking advantage of 
the situation was able to secure funds on a check, which was 
drawn on the Bank of Commerce, Commerce, Okla., and which 
purported to be issued by the Black Eagle Mining Co. of Miami, 
Okla., which bore the countersignature of F, M. Owens. This 
check was later returned to the bank with the notation that 
same was a forgery. Inasmuch as the check had been stolen 
from the mail and bore the forged signature of the proper 
payee, the bank sustained a small loss. Trapp is described as: 
35 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 140 pounds, slender build. 

MRS. JOHN WINKLER was the name given by a young 
lady who presented a forged check to a member bank of 
Wooster, Ohio. Our detective agent’s Cleveland representa- 
tives are now egnaged in making an investigation. 


GENERAL 


Bogus American Surgical Society checks now in circulation 


For some time past member banks of New York City have 
been annoyed by receiving through the clea’ ings, vouchers’ 
checks purporting to be issued by the American Surgical So- 
ciety of 52 West 42d Street, New York, which checks are 
drawn on the Herald Square National Bank, New York City, 
a non-existing concern. Our detective agents are unable to 
find the American Surgical Society listed. They advise that 
the operator in securing his victims usually presents the check, 
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which is supposed to be in payment for the translating of 
various medical documents. He calls upon various merchants 
and after making a small purchase presents the check, which 
is always certified with a bogus certification, and secures the 
difference in change. He is described as: 35 years of age, 
5 feet 9 inches tall, 160 pounds, well built, dark complexion, 
very dark hair. Foreigner, believed to be a Greek. 


JOHN ANDREW, a Greek, opened an account with cash 
at a member bank of Seattle in September, then later de- 
posited a worthless check for a small sum. Following this he 
closed his account before returns had been received on the 
check, thereby causing the bank to lose the amount of the 
last check. The Seattle office of our detective agents have 
taken up an investigation. The Washington Bankers Associa- 
tion is co-operating with the American Bankers Association in 
the expense. John Andrew’s true name is John Ptarkoulos. 
He also uses the name of “Kosmos,” which in Greek means 
“Chinaman,” he having that appearance. He is described as: 
about 35 years of age, medium height, dark complexion, black 
hair, smooth shaven. 


M. 8. CRAYTON. By coming into possession of a Govern- 
ment pay check, an individual using this name has forged the 
indorsement to same and secured funds from a member bank 
situated at Charleston, S. C. This man, after stealing the 
check in question, gave same to a small boy, who entered the 
bank and secured the funds. At the present time our Special 
Representative at Atlanta is engaged in making an investiga- 
tion. 


A. D. DAVIDSON. A man using this name was arrested 
by the Cincinnati police upon a charge of having defrauded 
a local member bank by means of'a bogus check. Following 
his arrest his friends came to his gid and all matters against 
him were settled, whereupon he effected his release. 


C. H. DAWSON succeeded in defrauding a customer of a 
member bank at Marinette, Wis., by means of a forged check. 
Dawson was a bookkeeper in a bank at Ishpeming, Mich., and 


' disappeared after cashing the check. No member banks have 


as yet suffered a loss through this individual’s transactions. 
He is described as: 35 to 38 years of age, 160 pounds, dark 
eyes and hair, a little thin at crown, clear complexion, legs 
slightly bowed. 


TONY FARENA, alias Tony Fara. A non-member of this 
Association, but a member of the California Bankers Associa- 
tion sustained a small loss by paying upon a check which 
bore the forged signature of one of their customers. Fol- 
lowing an investigation it was learned that Farena, who can- 
not write, secured the services of a local telephone girl, who 
unsuspectingly filled out the check at his request. Upon re- 
ceiving the money Farena started to leave the city, but was 
apprehended by the local authorities. He immediately con- 
fessed and implicated the telephone girl. However, she was 
able to clear her name for the reason stated above. 


DAVID GRAHAM. While visiting in Fort Collins, Colo., 
renewing old acquaintances, he having been employed in that 
city at one time as a railroad employee, Graham seized upon 
the opportunity and upon the strength of his former acquaint- 
ance with a local member bank he was able to secure funds on 
a draft drawn on an out-of-town bank, which was shortly 
afterwards returned as worthless. 


JOSEPH GRASSEL.. Having worked in the vicinity of 
East Grand Forks, Minn., for a period of two years, Grassel 
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naturally became acquainted with the various people in that 
city. Using this acquaintance and a check taken from his 
employer’s book, Grassel was successful in securing funds 
from a local member bank, who did not hesitate in honoring 
same. Grassel is described as: 20 years of age, 5 feet 9 inches 
tall, 145 pounds, dark complexion, dark hair. 

J. B. GORDON. While working as a sub-contractor on a 
government building at Rogers, Ark., Gordon carried an ac- 
count with a Kirksville, Mo., member and nearing the com- 
pletion of his contract flooded the vicinity with worthless 
checks drawn on the Kirksville Trust Co., which were all re- 
turned on account of insufficient funds. No description has 
been supplied of this operator. 

H. S. HOMES, alias J. H. Johnson, alias F. R. Blake, etc. 
We are advised by the Kansas Bankers Association that this 
individual is traveling throughout their state issuing checks 
drawn on the First National Bank, Chanute, Kan. His 
checks are usually in the amount of $35. and drawn to one of 
the names listed above. He is described as: 5 feet 8 inches 
tall, dark complexion, smooth shaven. 


FRANK KELLEY opened an account with a member bank 
of Nashville, Tenn., depositing a check drawn on the First 


National Bank, Joliet, Ill. Following the opening of this 
account he endeavored to draw against this item before same 
was collected, but the bank refused to honor his check. He 
has not been seen since. He is described as: 35 years of age, 
140 to 150 pounds, medium build, dark complexion, dark brown 
hair. 


FRANK KING has been successful in securing funds on a 
check drawn on an account held with a member bank of Fort 
Collins, Colo. This check was negotiated through another 
local bank by the operator in question and same bore the forged 
signature of the interested bank’s customer. 


JACK C. KITCHELL is wanted by the police of St. Louis, 
Mo., for attempting to defraud a’ local member bank by a 
swindle. He having the confidence of a customer of this bank, 
endeavored to withdraw funds which were held in their insti- 
tution for him, and while he was successful in securing the 
funds, the bank, however, was able to protect their interests, 
consequently the loss must fall upon their customer, inasmuch 
as the funds were withdrawn from the bank with the sanction 
of the customer to be placed on deposit with another institu- 
tion, which Kitchell failed to do. He is described as: 24 
years of age, 5 feet 6% inches, 160 pounds, light complexion, 
light hair, brown eyes. 


JOHN LARCONI, alias E. V. Walker, alias Roy E. Mat- 
son, is under arrest at Baltimore, Md., charged with issuing 
checks drawn on the Old Town National Bank, Mercantile 
Trust & Deposit Co. and the National Union Bank of Balti- 
more. From information secured it seems that Larconi claimed 
to be the president of the York Construction Co. and deposited 
with a local bank a draft for $20,000 drawn on the Seaboard 
National Bank of New York. When he made this deposit he 
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advised the official that he did not care to draw any money 
at that time. He was given a pass book and a check book, and 
after securing these he immediately left the bank and began 
flooding the city with checks drawn on the local bank, which, 
of course, were all returned as worthless. 


E. W. LE GRAND. Information has been received from 
the Baltimore Police Department that LeGrand is operating 
in their city with bogus checks drawn on the National Ex- 
change Bank of Baltimore, at which institution he does not 
carry an account. He is described as: 36 years of age, 5 feet 
8 inches tall, 145 pounds, medium build, dark complexion, eyes 
and hair. 


ERNEST CLARK MILLER. Our detective agents have 
been informed that this individual was arrested at Albany, 
Ala., charged with issuing forged checks, he having defrauded 
a local bank at that point. He is at the present time being 
held awaiting trial. 


OLIVER A. MILLER, true name, F. W. French. A mem- 
ber bank of Annapolis, Md., has sustained a small loss through 
honoring checks presented to them by French, who was a 
bonded employee of a well-known construction company. 
French opened an account with this member institution and 
deposited a check drawn on the Union Trust Co., Rochester, 
N. Y. Inasmuch as the interested bank was acquainted with 
French and deemed him reliable, they did not question him 
nor his transaction, and upon being presented with a check 
calling for part of the funds represented by the Rochester 
check they did not hesitate in honoring same. Shortly after- 
wards the check was returned as worthless, consequently the 
Annapolis bank suffered a loss. At the present time our de- 
tective agents at Baltimore are engaged upon an investigation. 


G. L. NELLIST is drawing checks on the First National 
Bank, Hayward, Cal., at which point he does not carry an 
account. He is unknown to the bank officials. To date we 
have been unsuccessful in securing a description of him, 


NED PATTY successfully operated against a Lenoire City, 
Tenn., member bank by means of forging the signature of a 
local firm to a note, which the bank discounted. He is de- 
scribed as: 26 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches tall, 150 pounds, 
dark complexion, blue eyes, dark hair. 


JOHN R. PLATT. Quite recently a member bank of 
Rochester, Minn., sustained a loss through paying upon a 
forged check, which was presented to them by John R. Platt. 
They did not discover this forgery until after Platt had been 
arrested and convicted on another charge by the state authori- 
ties. They have since advised our detective agents of their 
loss and arrangements have been made by them to have a 
detainer warrant lodged so that same may be served upon 
Platt at the completion of his present sentence, at which time 
they intend to push the case against him. 


FRED B. POPPER. Several member banks of New York 
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City have reported to our detective agents that they have sus- 
tained small losses through’ paying upon checks which bore 
the forged signatures of their various customers. At the 
time this matter was reported to our detective agents they 
learned, before taking up the investigation, that Popper was 
under arrest and was being held at the Tombs awaiting trial. 
Since this matter was reported to our detective agents Popper 
has been sentenced and is now serving an indeterminate term 
in the Blackwell’s Island Penitentiary. 

W. H. POST has obtained possession of a check book on 
the First National Bank, Napa, Cal., and is negotiating bogus 
checks in New Orleans and vicinity. During his transactions 
he represents himself to be an accredited representative of 
A. B. Spreckles, which representation is unauthorized. We 
have not been supplied with a description of this operator. 

S. W. SAYLOR, alias F. B. Moore. While masquerading 
in the uniform of a U. 8. Army officer, this individual passed 
numerous checks drawn on the Vancouver National Bank, Van- 
couver, Wash., which were later returned as bogus. While 
negotiating for the purchase of a Packard automobile, the 
salesman became suspicious and» the authorities of Seattle, 
‘Wash., were notified of his presence in their salesroom. Upon 
questioning him they secured a complete confession from him. 
‘They also learned that he was a deserter from the U. S. Army. 
He has since been turned over to them for court martial. 

CARL SLUDER, alias Chas. Sides, alias Charles Anders, 
alias Sam Sanders. While in the employ of a rancher in the 
vicinity of Nampa, Idaho, Sluder received in payment for his 
work a check. Later several checks payable to this same man 
under various aliases were received by a local member bank 
and honored before they discovered that they were forgeries. 
The bank in reporting this matter failed to supply us with a 
description of the operator. 


JESSIE STEWART. While employed as a domestic for 
a customer of a member bank of Fort Collins, Colo., this 
woman became familiar with her employer’s signature, and 
after leaving her employment she proceeded to Denver, Colo., 
at which point she is now engaged in defrauding local indi- 
viduals with checks drawn on the Poudre Valley National 
Bank, Fort Collins, Colo., which are being returned inasmuch 
as the signatures on same are incorrect and claimed to be 
forgeries. 

ARTHUR TRONSEN is under arrest at Chicago, charged 
with stealing mail from hall letter boxes. 

M. B. WALTER. A member bank of Kane, Pa., has sus- 
tained a small loss through accommodating a stranger, who 
appeared at their bank and was permitted to secure funds on 
a check drawn on the Akron National Bank, Akron, Ohio, 
‘which check was returned as worthless. This operator claimed 
that he was en route East with several head of horses and 
that due to considerable shifting around by the railroad com- 
pany he had run short of funds. The bank in reporting 
this matter failed to supply us with a description. 

C. ELMER WEBER, a clubman and sportsman of Cleve- 
Jand, Ohio, was arrested by our detective agents on a charge 
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of defrauding an innkeeper on whom he passed worthless 
checks drawn on a member bank of Charlotte, N. C. Weber 
furnished bail, and while awaiting trial passed worthless 
checks on two other Cleveland hotels, also defrauded a mem- 
ber bank of Cleveland, upon whom he passed checks to which 
he forged the name of his employers. On December 2 he was 
arrested in Chicago, IIl., and returned to Cleveland to stand 
trial on an indictment of forgery. Weber is described as: 35 
years of age, 5 feet 10 inches tall, 170 pounds. 


E. LINN WILSON. In an article appearing in the 
November issue of the JouRNAL Supplement we gave a few 
details relative to the fact that this individual was wanted. 
Since the publication of that article we have received informa- 
tion that Wilson was apprehended at Waterloo, Iowa, and has 
since been returned to Colconda, IIl., for trial. 


HOWARD WILLIAMS is operating with checks purporting 
to be issued by the Emery Bird & Thayer Co. of Kansas City, 
Mo. These checks are drawn on the Gate City National Bank, 
Kansas City, Mo., which checks have been stolen from the 
firm in question and bear the forged signature of their officials. 


J.B. WILLIAMS. Posing as a captain of the Engineering 
Corps of the U. S. Army, Williams is securing funds on his 
bogus checks, which are drawn on the Alamo National Bank, 
San Antonio, Tex.

ARRESTED 
WHOLESALE ARRESTS 


Our agents in very short order cause the arrest of five 
worthless check operators 


On the morning of December 9 a member bank of Miami, 
Okla., reported to our detective agents that they had sus- 
tained a small loss through paying upon checks which bore 
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the forged signatures of their various customers. This matter 
was placed under investigation, and before the day was over 
CHARLES BRADLEY, alias Elmer Dodson, was located and 
arrested with the co-operation of the local authorities. Fol- 
lowing his arrest he implicated WILLIAM J. KING and W. B. 
SHANNON. They in turn, following their arrest, implicated 
HUGH HALL and ROY SMITH, and in company with the local 
authorities the last two men were also arrested by our agents. 
Having these five men in custody, and hearing their stories, 
our agents are fully convinced that they have rounded up a 
very dangerous band of bogus check operators. 


ARGO BANK HOLD-UP 


On September 20, 1918, between 9.30 and 9.54 a. m., a. 
member bank at Argo, IIl., was held up by five bandits, who 
succeeded in obtaining about $20,000 in currency and $50,000 
in Liberty bonds and other securities. They made their escape 
in an automobile. Three of these bandits have since been 
taken in custody by the Chicago police and are being held for 
trial. They are LOUIS CAMPAGNA, alias New York, GUST. 
SAUNDERS and JOHN FREDERICKS. The last named is 
suffering from a bullet wound sustained while resisting ar- 
rest. The other two banflits, James Richards, alias Best, alias 
Bo Peep, and Biel Davera, have not as yet been apprehended. 
Some cash and bonds have been recovered. Most of the loot 
was found buried near Morgan Park, IIl. 


JERRY COLLINS. Using his acquaintance with a doctor 
attached to the City Dispensary of St. Louis, Mo., Collins was 
successful in securing funds from a local bank on a check which 
bore the forged signature of this customer. Following his 
operation he proceeded to Chicago, where he was arrested by 
the local authorities on another charge. At the time of his 
arrest he confessed to the Chicago authorities that he was 
wanted in St. Louis on the charge in question. Inasmuch as 
the complaint against him at that point was of such a nature 
that it would be impossible for a conviction, the St. Louis 
authorities were notified of the arrest and through the en- 
deavors of our detective agents arrangements were made 
whereby the expenses necessary in returning him to that city 
would be taken care of, consequently he is now awaiting the 
arrival of the St. Louis authorities. He is described as: 28 
to 30 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches tall, 200 pounds, stout build, 
light complexion and hair. 

0. K. CROSSNO, alias Joe Jones. By forging the signa- 
ture of his brother to various checks and securing funds on 
these from a member bank of Bells, Tenn., Crossno has caused 
that member to sustain a loss. This matter was reported to 
our detective agents, and their Memphis representatives placed 
the case under investigation, and shortly afterwards caused 
the arrest of this individual. Following his arrest a confes- 
sion was secured from him. At the present time he is being 
held at Bells awaiting trial. 

W. W. CUTRELL. Several months ago a member bank 
of Nashville, Tenn., sustained a loss through the operations 
of Cutrell. This individual was well known to the interested 
bank, due to the fact that he was engaged in their vicinity 
buying and selling bankrupt stock, and on numerous occasions 
the bank in question had carried Cutrell’s notes and he always 
met his obligations. Therefore, when he requested another 
loan they feadily accommodated him. On this occasion Cutrell 
had become heavily involved in some financial dealings, which

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the bank was not aware of, and in order to finance himself 
he resorted to unscrupulous means. In making the loan the 
bank honored notes, which purported to bear the signatures of 
various prominent citizens of their city. A short while after 
the loan had been made the bank became suspicious, through 
some questionable dealings that Cutrell had, and consequently 
they took steps to investigate the indorsers of their notes, 
whereupon they immediately learned that all the indorsements 
in question were forgeries. This matter was reported to our 
detective agents, who made a lengthy investigation, but due 
to the conditions surrounding the neighborhood to which 
Cutrell fled they were unable to make any reasonable headway, 
as the natives of that vicinity immediately knew when a 
stranger appeared in their midst. After several months had 
elapsed the officials of the bank, through information received 
from an unknown source, were finally successful in causing the 
apprehension of this man unaided by our agents, and at the 
present time he is out under heavy bond. 

R. K. DANIEL. During the last Elks’ convention, which 
was held in Atlantic City, R. K. Daniel was one of the visitors 
and at that time succeeded in defrauding several hotels and a 
member bank of Atlantic City by means of worthless checks 
drawn on two banks in the southern states. Upon reporting 
this matter to our detective agents they were successful in 
locating Daniel residing at Logan, W. Va. Through their 
efforts his arrest was effected and at the present time he is 
being held awaiting extradition to the state of New Jersey. 

~SAM GORE, alias H. L. Sturm (Clyde. Garrett, true 
name). A member bank of Walter, Okla., sustained a loss 
through paying upon a check which purported to bear the 
signature of H. L. Sturm, a local oil well drilling contractor. 


This check was presented to the bank by a local party and due 
to his being well known ‘at the bank he did not experience any 


difficulty in securing the funds. Following the paying of the 
check the interested bank learned that same was a forgery. 
This matter was reported to our detective agent’s representa- 
tive at Oklahoma City, who immediately took up the investi- 
gation and learned that Garrett had also operated at Wichita 
Falls, Texas. Upon arriving at that city he ascertained that 
two automobile men there had become victims of this man and 
that they had reported the matter to the local sheriff’s office, 
who were investigating. Following a short investigation at 
this point our detective agents’ investigator learned that Gar- 
rett was then en route to Dallas and that the two sheriffs 
were following close behind him. Before our agent could reach 
Dallas he received word that the sheriffs had come up with 
Garrett and effected his arrest. He is described as: 26 years 
of age, 5 feet 9 inches, 160 pounds, well built, dark com- 
plexion, dark gray eyes, heavy black eyebrows, heavy brown 
hair, combed back from forehead. 

CHAS. M. GRIMMETT. By using the name of R. L. 
Jones, Grimmett attempted to defraud a local member bank 
of The Dalles, Ore., having forged the name of one of the cus- 
tomers of this bank. Following the attempt, one of the officials 
of the interested institution, co-operating with the local au- 
thorities, caused this man’s arrest just as he was preparing 
to leave the city. At the present time he is being held in the 
City Jail awaiting trial. At the request of the interested 
bank, a representative from our detective agents’ Portland 
office called at the City Jail and there investigated the matter 
very thoroughly and secured a *omplete confession from the 
operator. He is described as: 19 years of age, 5 feet 9 inches 
tall, 160 to 170 pounds, sallow complexion, full face, chestnut 
hair and brown eyes. The Oregon Bankers Association is pro- 
rating the expense of this investigation with this Association. 
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J. W. HARMON. By causing a member bank of Cyril, 
Okla., to sustain a loss, through disposing of property on which 
they held a chattel mortgage, Harmon became a fugitive from 
justice. This matter was placed in the hands of our detective 
agents, and after a short investigation he was located in Des 
Moines, Iowa. Our agents’ special representative at that point, 
co-operating with the local authorities, caused this man’s ar- 
rest, and he has since been returned to Anadarko for trial. 

ALICE HOMER. For some time past member banks and 
local individuals in Fredonia, Pa.,, have been bothered with 
checks which bore the forged signatures of the residents in 
that city. In honoring one of these checks a local member 
bank sustained a small loss. This matter was placed under 
investigation by our detective agents and after a very thor- 
ough investigation, the arrest of Mrs. John Hoovler and Bill 
Hoovler was effected by our detective agents, who co-operated 
with the local authorities. Following the arrest of Mrs. 
Hoovler she confessed and implicated her brother-in-law. It 
seems that he, being familiar with banking transactions, talked 
his sister-in-law into aiding him in securing money by this 
means. At the present time they are being held at Grove City, 
Pa., awaiting trial. Mrs. Hoovler is described as: 19 years 
of age, 5 feet 5 inches tall, 110 pounds, slender build, light 
brown hair, dark brown eyes, sallow complexion, full face. 


B. H. HOPKINS, who succeeded in defrauding a member 
bank of Monrovia, Cal., has been arrested through the efforts 
of our detective agents’ representatives of Los Angeles. Fol- 
lowing his arrest it developed that he had defrauded a number 
of other member banks and private individuals in Los Angeles 
and vicinify. Endeavors are being made by some of his friends 
to have the warrants against him dismissed, but steps have 
also been made by the interested parties to have him stand 
trial for his offenses. The California Bankers Association is 
prorating the expenses of this investigation. 


E,. M. HOWARD, alias C. D. White. In the November 
issue of the JouRNAL Supplement we published the details rela- 
tive to the fraudulent methods followed by Howard in securing 
a loan from a member bank of Atlanta, Ga. Following his 
fraudulent transactions he left the city. Our special repre- 
sentative stationed at Atlanta was assigned to this matter, 
and after an extended investigation he was finally successful 
in locating and causing the apprehension of Howard, who was 
returned to Atlanta and is now awaiting trial. Howard is 
described as: 36 years of age, 5 feet 10 inches tall, 150 pounds, ° 
light hair, brown eyes. 


JIM’ KATSAMADY, alias John Pestoles, alias James 
Kaseman, alias Jim Mitchell, alias J. Katselaimalis. By 
forging the signatures of various Greek customers of a local 
bank at Delta, Colo., this individual has not only defrauded 
that institution, but also several merchants. Following his 
operations he left the vicinity. Our detective agents took up 
the investigation and after warning the various sheriffs in the 
surrounding counties they finally secured information that 
this individual could be found at Leadville, Colo. This matter 
was taken up with the sheriff’s office at that point, and later 
our agents received information that Katsamady had been 
arrested. He has since been tried and convicted, and the out- 
come of his trial may be found in another column of this issue. 
He is described as 21 years of age, 5 feet 4 inches tall, 135 to 
140 pounds, slender build, dark complexion, light brown eyes, 
black hair. 


IRVIN KISH. By securing funds from a member bank of 
Detroit, Mich., who paid out upon an uncollected item, Kish 
has successfully operated against that institution. Upon 
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placing this matter under investigation the Detroit representa- 
tives of our detective agents were finally successful in locating 
him and causing his arrest at the time he was preparing to 
leave the city. He is described as: 22 years of age, 5 feet 7 
inches tall, 150 pounds, medium build, sandy hair. 


DAN LILLIE. In articles appearing in the January and 
November, 1917, issues of the JouRNAL Supplement we pub- 
lished the facts surrounding the operations of this individual. 
Since that time our detective agents have been engaged in 
making an investigation in the endeavors of effecting the arrest 
of Lillie, but were not successful in obtaining a trace of him. 
In the meanwhile Sheriff Owens of Mitchell, S. D., secured 
information as to the whereabouts of this operator and 
through his endeavors effected his arrest in North Dakota, 
near Bismarck, and he was returned to Mitchell, where he 
pleaded guilty to the charges against him. The outcome of 
his trial may be found in another part of this issue. 


T. A. MANWARRING. Through the operations of this 
individual a member bank of Estancia, N. M., has sustained a 
loss of considerable size, due to the fact that Manwarring, in 
securing a loan from them, gave as security stock which he 
claimed was running on an open range. Following the grant- 
ing of this loan, the bank for some reason or other became 
suspicious and found that the livestock in question was not 
owned by Manwarring. Upon making this discovery they re- 
ported the matter to our detective agents, who secured in- 
formation that Manwarring had fled to Santa Cruz, Cal. This 
information was supplied to the authorities at that point, and 
also to our agents’ San Francisco representative, who co- 
operating with the sheriff at Santa Cruz, arranged with that 
official to handle that end. Following this arrangement word 
was received from the Santa Cruz authorities that Manwarring, 
upon his appearance in that city, was placed under arrest, and 
he is now being held awaiting the arrival of the New Mexico 
authorities. He is described as: 55 years of age, 6 feet tall, 
155 pounds, slender build, dark complexion, gray eyes and hair. 
Very erect carriage. 


I, R. MORGAN. In November, 1916, Morgan, while in the 
employ of a Birmingham, Ala., hotel, forged the proprietor’s 
signature to several checks and secured funds on them from 
a local member bank. He also embezzled considerable of the 
funds of the hotel and immediately left the vicinity. A very 
extensive investigation was made by our detective agents, with 
the result that all trace of Morgan was finally lost, until late 
in June, 1918, when our agents learned that Morgan, under the 
elias of John R. Jackson, had been arrested by the Shelby- 
ville, Mo., authorities and held on a murder charge. It seems 
that after Morgan left Birmingham and dropped from sight he 
proceeded to Denver, Colo., and later to Kansas City, Mo., 
where he secured employment. During this period Morgan’s 
wife was in close touch with him; in fact, joined him. Fol- 
lowing his arrest he advised the police authorities that while 
he and his wife were en route to her home in Vienna, IIl., they 
quarreled over her actions and he in his rage murdered her 
and threw her body through the Pullman window. He then left 
the train at the next stop and returned to his position in 
Kansas City, where he was finally arrested.- Our detectives, 
upon learning of the arrest of this individual, took immediate 
steps toward making an identification, and were finally suc- 
cessful in doing so. Following the trial for murder Morgan 
was convicted and the outcome of his trial may be found else- 
where in this issue. 


ROBERT MULKERN. A member bank of: Boston, Mass., 
has sustained a loss through the operations of Mulkern, who 
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secured funds on a check which bore the forged signature of 
this bank’s customer. Inasmuch as the check presented by 
the operator bore what purported to be an identification sig- 
nature of the customer, the bank did not hesitate in honoring 
the check. Upon sending this check to their customer in his 
canceled vouchers the forgery was discovered and reported to 
our detective agents. Their Boston representatives placed this 
matter under investigation, and while engaged with the inves- 
tigation Mulkern appeared at the bank and endeavored to 
obtain further funds, but was recognized by an official and 
his arrest was effected. He denied all knowledge of the trans- 
actions, but following a lengthy questioning by our representa- 
tive he made a full confession. He is described as: 19 years 
of age, 5 feet 5% inches, 120 pounds, slim build, dark com- 
plexion. 


PARK RIDGE HOLD-UP 


Quite recently a lone bandit entered a member bank at 
Park Ridge, Ill., and held up the cashier, securing $1,600 in 
currency. Upon leaving the building he was observed by sev- 
eral school boys, who gave chase and eventually brought about 
his arrest. The bandit proved to be CONRAD NOELLE, a 
resident of Chicago and an.employee of a Chicago street paving 
company. Following the arrest most of the money was re- 
covered. 


MAJOR R. PATTY, alias G. W. West, was arrested by a . 
deputy sheriff, accompanied by a representative of the Los 
Angeles office of our detective agents, for attempting to de- 
fraud a member bank of Los Angeles. His mode of operation 
was to go to a nearby small town, vatch the telegraph operator 
out of the office, place under the door a telegram signing a 
bank’s name and addressing same to a bank at Los Angeles, 
asking them to pay him a certain sum of money waiving 
identification. The Los Angeles office was advised of this and 
a representative, accompanied by a deputy sheriff, waited at 
a local bank until the operator arrived, when he was placed 
under arrest. Upon further investigation it was later learned 
that he had defrauded another member bank of Los Angeles by 
the same method, they paying the operator. Patty, alias 
West, is now being held in the County Jail of Los Angeles, . 
awaiting his preliminary hearing. The California Bankers 
Association is pro-rating in the expense of this investigation.

ED. PHILLIPS. Late in October a member bank of Prior, 
Okla., loaned to Ed. Phillips, a certain sum and in turn he 
gave to them a chattel mortgage on live stock, which covered 
fifteen head of cattle and four mules, which he represented as 
being free of indebtedness. Phillips actually owned the cattle, 
but the mules had already been mortgaged in connection with 
another loan. Phillips was not satisfied with this loan, but 
proceeded to secure similar loans from various local banks and 
individuals, and in each instance gave the same property as

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security. In continuing to do this he naturally became heavily 
involved and left the vicinity. The Kansas City representative 
of our detective agents was assigned to this matter, and after 
a short investigation Phillips’ whereabouts were determined to 
be in the vicinity of Leavensworth, Kan. Upon making an 
investigation at that point his family was found and informa- 
tion was secured to the effect that Phillips was in the vicinity 
of St. Louis. While our agents were arranging to take up 
this angle they were advised by the interested bank that 
Phillips had returned to Prior and had been taken into cus- 
tody. He is described as: 44 years of age, 5 feet 10 inches 
tall, 150 pounds, dark complexion, eyes and hair. 


IRA POLANSKI. By referring to the November issue of 
the JouRNAL Supplement there will be found an article deal- 
ing with the operations of this individual, and also a repro- 
duction of his photograph. After a very extensive investiga- 
tion made by our detective agents they were finally successful 
in causing the apprehension of Polanski at New York City. 
Following his arrest he was held awaiting the arrival of the 
officer from Winston-Salem, N.C. During this interval Polanski 
was very talkative and advised our detective agents that his 
predicament was the outcome of his dealings with George 
Graham Rice and Dr. J. Grant Lyman, two well-known con- 
fidence men, both now being under arrest for fraudulent deal- 
ings in stocks. 


D. B. POTTS. While residing in Anaheim, Cal., Potts 
secured possession of several blank vouchers of his employer, 
and after proceeding to Louisiana forged his former employer’s 
signature to these vouchers and secured the funds from them. 
Our detective agents were notified of this fact, and after a 
short investigation learned the exact whereabouts of Potts and 
through the co-operation of the local New Orleans police 
authorities caused his arrest. Potts is described as: 40 years 
of age, 185 pounds, dark complexion, dark bushy hair, near- 
sighted and walks rather stooped. Wears blue suit and dark 
hat. The California Bankers Association are prorating the cost 
of this investigation with this Association. 


MRS. ETHEL M. SCOTT, alias E. E. Morrow, some time 
ago defrauded a member bank of Salt Lake City, Utah, by 
means of securing funds on a check which bore the forged in- 
dorsemerit of one of their customers. Mrs. Scott was in the 
habit of securing employment as a stenographer through a 
large typewriting concern. After securing this employment 
and working for a day or two she would very cleverly forge the 
signature of her employer to one or more checks and after 
securing the funds on them leave the vicinity. Information 


has just been received by our detective agents that this woman ° 


was arrested at Redlands, Cal., by the local authorities and 
has since been returned to Eugene, Ore., where she is badly 
wanted on a charge of defrauding a local member. She is 
described as: 26 years of age, 5 feet 5 inches tall, 130 pounds, 
artificial blonde. At the time of her arrest she was accom- 
panied by her ten-year-old son. 


JOSEPH SEIDA. Quite recently a member bank of 
Rochester, Minn., sustained a loss by being swindled through 
lending money on live stock to Seida, who after securing these 
funds disposed of his stock at Chicago and left the vicinity. 
Our detective agents in investigating the case ascertained that 
Seida had fled to Avonlea, Saskatchewan, Canada. Upon ascer- 
taining this steps were taken toward arranging for extradi- 
tion. Upon being advised that these steps had been satisfac- 
torily settled a representative from the Minneapolis office of 
our detective agents proceeded to that point and there, with 
the aid of the local authorities, located Seida and placed 
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him under arrest. Following his arrest he took steps toward 
fighting extradition and at this time he is being held pending 
the settlement of that controversy. He is described as: 50 
to 60 years of age, 5 feet 9 inches tall, 160 pounds, medium 
build, dark complexion, dark brown hair, dark mustache, full 
face, prominent nose, one finger missing on second joint, speaks 
broken English, walks in a stooped position and shuffles his 
feet. 

JOHN STEWART recently swindled a member bank in 
Kansas City, Mo., by depositing a worthless check for a large 
amount, on which he was permitted to check against. The 
matter was reported to our detective agents and two days later 
Stewart was arrested in St. Joseph by the Police Department 
on the information furnished by our detective agents, who 
learned that he was there and endeavoring to negotiate some 
of his checks. 

ROSCOE STRAIN. By forging the signature of a member 


bank of Milan, Tenn., and securing funds on three checks, 
Strain has caused that member to sustain a small loss. This 


_ matter was placed in the hands of our detective agents’ repre- 


sentative at Memphis and he, investigating the case, placed the 
suspicion upon Strain. During this investigation Strain was 


encountered in the city by a representative of the local police 
force and consequently was detained until our representative 
After a short questioning a complete 
At the present time 


could reach the scene. 
confession was secured from Strain. 
he is being held awaiting trial. 


JOSEPH E, WALLACE, alias Arthur J. Wallace. By 
referring to an article which appears in the December issue of 
the JourNat Supplement, an account will be found relative to 
the operations of this individual. After. a very extensive in- 
vestigation our detective agents’ Des Moines representatives 
secured information to the effect that this operator was regis- 
tered at the Des Moines Y. M. C. A. With the co-operation 
of the local authorities, our representatives proeeeded to the 
point in question and were successful in finding the operator 
in his room. Following his arrest it was developed that his 
true name was Thomas Humphrey and that he was a paroled 
convict from the State Reformatory. Humphrey is now await- 
ing trial and following conviction will no doubt have to com- 
plete his sentence in the State Reformatory before taking up 
his new sentence. The Iowa Bankers Association are prorat- 
ing the expense of the investigation with this Association. 


ARTHUR WILLIAMS, alias Helen Baughman. This is° 
a case where a check operator endeavored to follow in the foot- 
steps of Stephen A. Wick; in fact, has rivaled him when it 
came to marrying different unsuspecting women. At the 
time of his arrest, which was caused through the efforts of a 
representative from the San Francisco office of our detective 
agents, Williams was claimed by four women and was also 
planning to marry another girl. Following each marriage Wil- 
liams would run through the small savings of his new wife 
and. would also take advantage of her acquaintance in the 
vicinity in passing his bogus checks. After a lengthy investi- 
gation, in which the Oregon Bankers Association prorated the 
expenses with this Association, trace of Williams was finally 
obtained in Sacramento, Cal. The representatives of our de- 
tective agents proceeded to that point and eventually located 
Williams following his trade as shoe repairer. Following his 
arrest there was some controversy as to just what charge he 
was to be tried upon. Some were in favor of a bigamy charge, 
while others wanted to prosecute him on the worthless check 
charges. At this time he is being held awaiting trial on both 
charges. He is described as: 29 years of age, 5 feet 11 inches 
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tall, 140 pounds, brown hair, brown eyes and fair complexion. 
Indian. The Oregon Bankers Association are prorating the 
expense of the investigation with this Association. 

BERNARD WILSON, alias A. E. Eubanks. A member 
bank of Atlanta, Ga., and several local individuals for some 
time past were being caused considerable annoyance through 
the operations of a worthless check operator, who has secured 
numerous victims. This matter was referred to our special 
representative at that point, who after making a short investi- 
gation placed the responsibility upon Bernard Wilson. At 
the time he advised the interested parties of his suspicion, 
they knowing the reputation of this man were doubtful as 
to the correctness of his information, therefore steps were 
taken toward identification, and his victims upon viewing Wil- 
son immediately identified him, which necessitated his arrest. 
Following his arrest and after considerable questioning he 
finally confessed to the operations, and also to being a paroled 
convict. He is described as: 22 years of age, 5 feet 8 inches 
tall, 140 pounds, black hair, dark eyes and complexion. Auto- 
mobile mechanic by profession. 


REMOVED 


ED. ADAMS, alias Big Gus Zeidler. On December 15 Ed. 
Adams was sentenced by Judge Gillham in the Madison County 
Circuit Court to serve an indeterminate sentence in the 
Southern Illinois State Penitentiary at Chester, Ill. 

F. M. BECHOLD. After having been held awaiting trial 
for quite a while, it was finally decided by the prosecuting 
attorney to permit Bechold to enlist in the army, but before 
doing so he was instructed to reimburse his victims in the 
amount they had lost and also pay the expenses incurred in 
connection with his arrest and trial. Upon being advised that 
these steps had been taken Bechold was released from custody 
and he has since joined the army. 

GUS EASTERBROOK was, on November 19, convicted 
upon the charge of forgery and on the following day was 
sentenced to serve a term of not less than 2 years nor more 
than 5 years in the State Penitentiary at Baton Rouge, La. 

CLARENCE HECKENS. While awaiting the arrival of 
an official from Great Bend, Kan., Heckens, at the time he was 
serving a short sentence in the workhouse at Jackson, Tenn., 
effected his escape. He is now being listed as a fugitive from 
justice. 

ALEXANDER HAMILTON. Due to unusual pressure 
brought to bear in favor of this man, he was permitted to 
enlist in the army. Following his enlistment the charges 
against him, for being implicated in the hold-up of the Yoko- 
hama Specie Bank, San Francisco, Cal., were dismissed. 


GEORGE ERNEST IFFRIGE was, on November 18, sen- 
tenced to an indeterminate term of 6 months to 3 years in the 
New York Penitentiary at Blackwell’s Island, N. Y. At the 
time the sentence was imposed, the judge made Iffrige sub- 
ject to deportation and negotiations were made at that time 
to turn him over into the custody of representatives of the 
Department of Labor. Due to certain points of law, it was 
impossible for these representatives to take Iffrige into custody 
until he had served a prison sentence, consequently the prison 
sentence was given him. After he has been there over a certain 
period required by law he will be returned to Switzerland, 
where his parents reside. 


JIM KATSAMADY, alias John Pestoles. Following this 
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individual’s arrest at the hands of Sheriff Murray of Leadville, 
Colo., he was convicted upon the charge of forgery and re- 
ceived an indeterminate sentence in the State Reformatory at 
Buena Vista, Colo. 

IRVIN KISH. Following the arrest of Kish, he imme- 
diately advised the bank that some error had been made, and 
upon getting in touch with the bank on which he had drawn 
his check it Was ascertained that the bank in question had 
returned the check due to insufficient funds and that Kish at 
the time had a few dollars less in his account than he thought. 
Upon learning this the bank advised that they would not 
prosecute him and he was released from their charge, but was 
immediately rearrested and fined $5 for disorderly conduct at 
the time of his arrest. 

Following his arrest charged with de- 
frauding several banks in South Dakota, Lillie entered a plea 
of guilty and was sentenced to a term of 6 years in the State 
Penitentiary at Sioux Falls, S. D.

County Circuit Court to serve an indeterminate sentence in 
the Southern Illinois State Penitentiary at Chester, Ill.

We have records of his having secured funds on 
these checks in New York City, Newark, N. J., Buffalo, N. Y., 
Chicago, Ill., Pittsburgh, Pa., Baltimore, Md., New Orleans, 
La., Galveston, Tex., Kansas City, Mo., Omaha, Neb., and 
it is hard to surmise where he will operate next. In most 
of the cities named he has secured funds on between ten and 
twenty checks. The reproduction does not show that the 
check is in the form of a voucher check, which in fact, it is, 
and each check has written on the reverse side a statement

Wilson’s mode of operation is to enter a store, make a 
small purchase, then state he is employed as a translator by 
the American Surgical Society, present the check, obtain the 
article and change, then go to another store in the vicinity 
and work the same game. By the time returns are received 
on the checks, Wilson has “jumped” to some other city, and 
is “collecting” a little more easy money. Up to this date, 
to the best of our knowledge, no member bank has been de- 
frauded. William Wilson’s description is as follows: 35 
years of age, 5 feet 10 inches, 165 pounds, good build, dark 
complexion, dark eyes, dark brown hair. 


DANGEROUS OPERATOR ESCAPES 


Roy Churchill is expected to resume his bogus check 
transactions immediately 


Following this individual’s arrest at Reno, Nev., he was 
turned over to the Sacramento, Cal., authorities, and later to 
the military authorities at the Presidio in San Francisco. Sub- 
sequently, in acecordance with instructions from Headquarters 
of the Western Department, he was sent to Fort Bliss, Texas, 
to be tried on a charge of desertion. On January 28, 1919, he 
effected his escape from the military prison at Fort Bliss. 
Judging from this man’s activities in the past, he will un- 
doubtedly resume operations immediately, and we would sug- 
gest that member banks refer to the article published on page 
75 of the November, 1918, JourNAL Supplement, which gives 
the details of his operations. At the present time he is wanted 
by the Federal authorities as a fugitive from justice, and there 
are also several bank charges pending against him. His 
photograph is reproduced herewith, and his description is as 
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ROY CHURCHILL 


follows: Apparently 45 years of age, 5 feet 114% inches, 172 
pounds, medium build, medium complexion, blue eyes, hair 
originally dark, now mostly iron gray; has small scar near 
center of left cheek; slight pimple pits on each cheek. 


BERT BAURIE, alias Bert Baudrie, succeeded in de- 
frauding a member bank at Gettysburg, S. Dak., by means of 
forgery. Baurie had been working on a ranch and forged 
his employer’s name. He is about 23 years of age. It is 
thought that his mother lives in Sioux Falls, 8S. Dak., and 
that he also has relatives in Maryville, Mo. 

WILLIAM J. CARROLL is issuing bogus checks, drawn 
on the Northwestern National Bank, Minneapolis, Minn. 
Quite recently, he entered a member bank of Walpole, Mass., 
and after being permitted to open an account with that insti- 
tution, he was successful in securing several advances on the 
uncollected item. Before leaving the vicinity, and before the 
bank gained knowledge of the fraudulent transaction, Carroll 
defrauded many local individuals by means of his checks. He 
is described as 50 years of age, 5 feet 10 inches, 180 pounds, 
heavy build, smooth shaven, gray eyes, broad shoulders. 


O. A. GURR has victimized a Jamestown, N. Y., member 
bank by, means of a worthless check drawn on the Buffalo 
Trust Company, Buffalo, N. Y. Upon taking the matter up 
with the Buffalo Trust Company, our detective representatives 
at Buffalo ascertained that within the last six months that 
bank has returned between four and five hundred checks 
drawn by O. A. Gurr. This man had an account at the Buffalo 
Trust Company, but it was closed about six months ago. Gurr 
was in the stock brokerage business in Buffalo with a partner, 
but about July 1, 1918, they failed, leaving numerous debts 


unpaid. <A description of Gurr is not available at this time. 


CHECK “KITER” AT WORK 


H. HORN, alias J. Solomon, alias Sam Horn, alias Harry 
Sanin, alias H. Simon, alias H. Cohen, alias H. Stern, alias 
J. Hariman, alias J. Herman, alias H. Horner, alias J. Sinkin, 
alias Harry Phillips, is wanted at Canton and Akron, Ohio, 
for passing bogus checks on member banks. This bogus check 
operator called at various banks, where he opened commercial 
accounts under the different names mentioned above, by de- 
positing cash, giving a fictitious address in each case. He 
claimed to be in the scrap iron and rubber business, also that 
he bought and sold old automobiles. These accounts would be- 
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come active at once. He would draw checks against one 
account and deposit them to his credit at the other banks 
with the result that several different member banks sustained 
losses of varying amounts. Our detective agents’ Cleveland 
representatives were notified, and they immediately began 
an investigation in an effort to locate this criminal and cause 
his apprehension. It has been learned that after leaving 
Akron and Canton this criminal proceeded to New Castle and 
McKeesport, Pa., where he also defrauded three different 
member banks. Horn is described as 30 years of age, 5 feet 
7 inches tall, 135 pounds, medium build, sallow complexion, 
dark eyes, dark hair; Jewish, well dressed.

CLARK HUNTER entered the banking rooms of a mem- 
ber bank of Pittsburgh, Pa., during the early part of 
December and presented a check to which the name of one of 
the bank’s depositors was forged. While the account was 
being looked up, Hunter evidently became suspicious and left 
the bank. Subsequently, a similar forged check was sent to 
a large mail order house of Chicago, Ill., with the request 
that some goods be sent to the forger at Pittsburgh. So far, 
these goods have not been called for, and a search is being 
made by our detective agents in an effort to locate the forger. 
He is described as 40 years of age, 5 feet 10 inches, 175 pounds, 
good build, dark complexion. 

R. L. JOHNSON. At the present time, there is operating 
in the vicinity of Natchitoches, La., a negro, who is securing 
funds on checks drawn on the Bank of Commerce, Mansfield, 
La., which checks bear the forged signature of one of their 
customers. In honoring one of these checks, a local member 
bank sustained a small loss. At the present time, our de- 
tective agents are engaged in endeavoring to prove the identity 
of the operator. Johnson is described as 35 years of age, 5 
feet 9 inches tall, 150 pounds, medium slender build.

CHESTER KING is the name given by a man who called 
on a member bank at Akron, Ohio. and presented to them a 
check signed by the South End Machine Co., by R. V. Rep- 
logel, treasurer, for a small amount, which check was returned 
marked “No Such Account.” Our detective agents were noti- 
fied, and learned that a man called on an official of the South 
End Machine Company, and obtained from him two blank 
checks on a bank where they did not have an account. One 
of these checks was used in the transaction. The operator 
is described as 38 years of age, 5 feet 10 inches tall, 145 
pounds, slender ‘build, blue eyes, light complexion, light hair, 
well dressed. 

W. A. MAYNARD. A member bank of Allegan, Mich., 
has reported to us the operations of Maynard, who secured 
funds from several individuals in that city by means of worth- 


less checks. He operated under the pretext that he was an 
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agent of a mercantile collection concern and that the checks 
he was using were in payment of commissions received from 
that agency. He would make a purchase of goods on the 
installment plan and, besides receiving the article in question, 
would receive some cash in exchange of his check. The bank 
in reporting this matter did not supply us with a description. 

HERMAN NEUMAN. An individual using this name 
has caused a Rochester, N. Y., member bank to suffer a loss 
of considerable size, by means of a bogus check which bore 
the genuine, signature of an official of the interested bank 
for identification purposes. The mode of this operator is to 
enter a bank at a busy hour, and by the use of the “Rush 
Act,” secure the O. K. initials of one of the officials to a 
check in a small amount, drawn on an out-of-town bank. In 
this case, the operator, after securing these initials, by the 
use of acid, raised the check in question from a small figure 
to a substantial amount, and when presenting the check to 
the paying teller, called that individual’s attention to his 
superior’s initials, whereupon the teller paid upon the check 
without any hesitation. The operator is described as 35 to 
37 years of age, 6 feet tall, 200 to 210 pounds, athletic build, 
dark complexion, dark brown hair, Jewish features, wears 
tortoise-shell rimmed nose glasses. 


GEO. PATTERSON. Information has been received by 
this department, concerning the operations of a bogus check 
operator, who is traveling in the Eastern States and finding 
many victims among hotel proprietors and merchants, with 
checks drawn on the Northern National Bank, Toledo, Ohio, 
purporting to have been issued by the Conklin Pen Manufac- 
turing Co. These checks are absolute forgeries. They are 
usually payable to Geo. Patterson, and for amounts varying 
from forty to seventy-five dollars. So far, we have not heard 
of any of our members being approached by this operator. 
We are unable to supply a description. 

MOSES QUINN. A member bank at Mt. Vernon, III. 
has been defrauded by a check drawn on an East St. Louis, 
Ill., bank, to which was forged the name of a local business 
man. The check was stolen from a depositor’s book and made 
out on a typewriter, being stamped with an old style pro- 
tectograph, dated November 16, 1918, indorsed Moses Quinn 
and Frances Quinn. It was presented at the bank by a rather 
small, attractive woman, apparently 25 or 30 years old, which 
is all the des_ription available. 

CHAS. #. RAY. By paying upon a check drawn on ‘the 
Etna Trust Co., Chicago, Ill, which was signed by Chas. H. 
Ray, and bore the supposed indorsement of one of their cus- 
tomers, a member bank of Kansas City, Mo., has sustained a 
small loss. The operator appeared at the bank, and advised 
that he was the purchasing agent for a construction concern, 
who were handling a contract for the government and that 
in making several purchases ffom'a local grocer, he had 
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arranged with that individual to pay cash and thereby secured 
a discount. Inasmuch as he did not have the cash with him, 
he desired to secure funds on the check in question. Believing 
the signature of their customer to be genuine, the bank did 
not hesitate to honor it. Later this check was returned as 
bogus for two reasons; first, the Etna Trust Co. did not exist, 
and secondly the indorsement of their customer was a forgery. 
Ray is described as 40 years of age, 5 feet 10 inches tall, 150 
to 160 pounds, full face, stout build. 


ERNEST ROTH. By securing a loan on live stock, 
which he afterwards sold, this individual caused a member 
bank of Miles City, Mont., who held a chattel mortgage on 
the stock to sustain a loss of considerable size. Roth is an 
Austrian by birth and originally came to the United States 
from Canada. He settled in the vicinity of Miles City, Mont., 
as a farmer and homesteader for some time. Just previous 
to the last draft registration, Roth disappeared, and it was 
several weeks before the bank discovered their loss. He is 
described as 40 to 45 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches tall, 140 
pounds, sandy hair and mustache, light blue eyes, nose 
glasses. He talked with a very decided German accent; left 
foot badly crippled, causing him to walk with a pronounced 
limp. 

F. J. SWADER. By securing funds on checks drawn on 
the Commercial State Bank, San Antonio, Texas, which bore 
the forged signature of a woman customer of that institution, 
Swader has caused a member bank of Oakland, Cal. to 
sustain a heavy loss, as these checks were all returned from 
the Texas bank as forgeries. The California Bankers Asso- 
ciation ‘is prorating the expenses of the preliminary investi- 
gation made by our agents. Swader is described as 40 years 
of age, 5 feet tall, 175 pounds, ruddy complexion, gray eyes, 
dark hair mixed with gray; speaks with a Swedish accent. 


W. H. WHEELER. This operator is drawing checks on 
the Citizens State Bank, Tulsa, Okla., purporting to be issued 
by the Dickason Goodman Lumber Co. So far, he has been 
successful in securing many victims in the vicinity of Los 
Angeles, Cal. One of his victims in reporting this matter 
failed to supply us with a description of the operator. 


J. PERCY WRATHALL is an individual who came from 
a good family and was always considered honest until recently 
when. he defrauded a Burley, Idaho, member bank and a 
member bank of Omaha, Neb., out of large amounts of money 
through a mortgage swindle. He gave a false statement of 
his assets and liabilities to the Burley bank and succeeded in 
borrowing a large sum on the strength of that statement. 
Both banks have agreed to prosecute the operator, whose 
photograph is reproduced herewith, and our detective agents 
are endeavoring tq locate him; however, he seems to have

disappeared completely. Wrathall is described as being about 
45 years of age, over 6 feet tall, 170 pounds, slender build, 
blue eyes, medium dark hair; eyes are large and have dreamy, 
far-away expression; his right hand is minus the little finger. 


GENERAL 
POSES AS WELL-KNOWN MEN 


After experiencing some success as a bogus check operator, 
E. R. Jay is arrested, escapes, and is re-arrested 


Early in December, 1918, E. R. Jay defrauded a Rocky 
Ford, Colo., member bank by means of a worthless check. 
He then proceeded to southern California, where he continued 
passing worthless checks in small amounts. In these opera- 
tions he used the names of Fred Armstrong, George F. Howard, 
and B, L. Mitchell. With the.funds he obtained from these 
fraudulent transactions, Ray bought himself some new clothes, 
and decided to enjoy life. Among his escapades are the fol- 
lowing: He wired to Tulsa, Okla., that he was Breckenridge 
Long, Assistant Secretary of State, and that he would arrive 
on a certain train with his wife. City officials greeted him 
cordially at the station with a brass band and twenty auto- 
mobiles. At Santa Barbara he secretary to former 
Secretary of the Treasury William G. McAdoo, and gave 
orders to prepare the Santa Barbara home of McAdoo pre- 
paratory to a visit by him. In San Francisco he posed as 
Lieut. Howard Gaynor, an aviation officer, and son of the 
late Mayor of New York City. He told the governor 
of New Mexico that he was a special agent of the State 
Department. In each city he left a number of worthless checks 
for the citizens to remember him by: He has also claimed 
to be Capt. Archie Roosevelt. On or about January 5, 1919, 
this individual was arrested at Nogales, Ariz., and on Janu- 
ary 7 he effected his escape, and it was rumored that he had 
gone into Mexico. However, on January 11, he was arrested 
at Douglas, Ariz., and is being held at that point. E. R. Jay 
is described as follows: 30 years of age, 5 feet 8 inches, 165 
pounds, medium build, thin face.

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J. M. ALDERFER. A member bank located at Santa 
Paula, Cal., has sustained a loss through paying upon a 
check, which it was later ascertained, was raised. A repre- 
sentative of the Los Angeles office of our detective agents, in 
making an investigation, determined that the operator in 
question was none other than a discharged soldier, who had 
been in the vicinity and during the influenza epidemic had 
volunteered to act as a nurse, and while acting in this capac-

ity for a customer of the injured bank, he had been given a 
check in a small amount, which he later raised. He also used 
this check as a model and secured additional funds on a 
check, which was a forgery throughout. ,Our agents are now 
actively engaged in tracing the movements of this man, whose 
photograph we are reproducing herewith. The California Bankers 
Association is prorating the expenses of the investigation 
made in this case. Alderfer is described as 25 years of age, 
5 feet 614 inches tall, 140 pounds, light complexion, light hair 
and blue eyes. 


GEORGE BARCHETT, alias C. E. Moore, alias Harley 
Bell, was recently arrested by the police of Fremont, Ohio, 
pleaded guilty to passing forged checks in Fremont, Fostoria, 
and Tiffin, Ohio, and is now held awaiting trial. A representa- 
tive of our detective agents of Cleveland questioned Barchett, 
who admitted passing different checks on merchants and also 
a bank at Fostoria. He had six other checks in his possession, 

filled out in different names, which he expected to pass. 


MRS. A. BASCH is operating in the middle eastern states, 
with checks drawn on the First State Bank, Lansing, Kans., 
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in which institution she does not carry an account. The bank 
in question is unable to supply any information which might 
lead us to determine the true identity of the operator, who is 
described as follows: 35 years of age, 5 feet 5 inches, medium 
build, light complexion. : 

JOHN BRENNAN. Our detective agents are now engaged 
in tracing the movements of John Brennan, who caused a 
member bank of San Francisco, Cal., to sustain a small loss 
by securing funds upon a check, which bore the forged sig- 
nature of one of their customers. The California Bankers 
Association is prorating the expenses of this investigation. 
Brennan is described as 38 years of age, 6 feet 2 inches tall, 
170 pounds, dark hair, dark complexion. 

GEO. CARR. By coming into the possession of a postal 
money order and forging the indorsement of the proper payee’s 
name to same, an individual using the name of Carr has caused 
a member bank of Seattle to suffer a small loss. Due to the 
lapse of time between the cashing of the money order in question 
and the discovery of the forgery, the bank is unable to supply 
our detective agents with any reliable information or descrip- 
tion to work upon. The rightful payee is a deaf mute, and the 
money order was stolen from a mail rack in the boarding 
house in which she resides. She is unable to give us any 
light on the subject. The Washington Bankers Association 
is prorating the expense of this investigation. 

GEORGE A. DAVIDSON is the name used by a man who 
in some way secured some blank checks, printed for a member 
bank in Kansas City, Mo., to which had been added the firm 
name Davidson & Davidson Co. He succeeded in passing one 
of these worthless checks in a local hotel in Kansas City and 
also at one or two clothing stores. Davidson is described as 
33 to 35 years of age, 5 feet 9 inches tall, medium build, 
light complexion, sandy hair, smooth shaven, wears nose glasses 
and has effeminate appearance. 


C. B. DAY called upon a member bank of Morgan City, 
La., introducing himself, and representing that he was an 
agent of a large stock brokerage concern; he claimed that he was 
in the vicinity for the purpose of opening up a branch agency. 
He was a very plausible talker. However, the bank official 
who dealt with him became suspicious and asked one or two 
leading questions, which apparently caused the operator to 
become alarmed and he left the institution without making 
any request for funds. From the actions of this man and all 
the details surrounding his interview, the bank official is 
strongly of the opinion that the man is very apt to follow the 
same procedure upon some other institution. Day is de- 
scribed as 28 years of age, 5 feet 10 inches tall, medium build, 
dark complexion. 

LOYD 8S. FOX. A young man using this name has been 
passing worthless checks in Kansas City, Mo., which are 
drawn on a member bank of Dover, Mo. Most of these worth- 
less checks have been cashed at jewelry stores and no attempt 
made to defraud any banks. Fox is described as 20 years of 
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age, 5 feet 6 inches tall, 122 pounds, light complexion, light 
hair, smooth face, 
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IDA FRAZIER, who claims to be a widow, recently operated 
in Kansas City, Mo., where she swindled several monument 
companies in an original manner. At each one she produced a 
letter from a supposed brother-in-law instructing her to have 
a monument erected over his wife’s grave, enclosing his check 
in various amounts. She would purchase a monument, give 
detailed instructions as to marks, etc., and present a check 
from her brother-in-law, which was always $30 or $40 in 
excess of the amount paid for the monument. Checks were 
usually drawn on a member bank in Chicago, IIl., payable to 
Ida Frazier, and signed J. R. Whimple. She usually wore a 
veil, and the only description secured of her is that she is 
about 35 years of age, 5 feet 5 inches, medium slender build, 
wore a tailored purple suit with muff and neck fur. A speci- 
men of her handwriting appears below.

ELIAS HADDAD, alias E. E. Elias, who has been operat- 
ing for the past year with worthless checks drawn on the 
First National Bank, Concord, N. H., and relative to whom 
an article was published in the December, 1918, JouRNAL Sup- 
plement, was arrested by the police of Louisville, Ky., on 
December 14, following an attempt to cash one of his worth- 
less checks at a hotel. Haddad is being held in Louisville on 
the local charge. 

M. C. HANLEY. A man using this name recently de- 
frauded a lumber company in Waldron, Kan., by means of a 
worthless check signed W. H. Perey. The only description 
available of Hanley is that he is a medium aged man, well 
dressed, and has the appearance of a professional man, pre- 
sumably a physician. 

JAMES KENNY. While employed as a general mechanic 
for the Western Pipe & Steel Co., San Francisco, Cal., Kenny 
stole several of their blank checks, and after forging the 
signature of officials of this firm to same, he was successful in 
securing funds from a Richmond, Cal., member bank. This 
matter was reported to our detective agents by the California 
Bankers Association, who are pro-rating the expenses of the 
investigation. Kenny is described as 30 years of age, slender 
build, light complexion, blonde hair, blue eyes, general handy 
man around machinery. 

BEN NAIANSKI. Some time ago several checks were 
stolen from a firm of sign painters located in Chicago, IIl. 
Two of these checks were presented to a member bank of 
Chicago, Ill., bearing the forged signature of a customer of 
their bank. Recognizing their customer’s signature, the bank 
did not hesitate to honor the check in question, which has 
since been returned as bogus, inasmuch as the drawer of these 
cliecks did not carry an account in the Corn Exchange Bank of 
Chicago. The operator is described as 20 years of age, 5 feet 
3 inches tall, 115 pounds, slender build, light complexion, light 
brown hair, protruding lower lip. 
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CHARLES O’CONNELL, alias Soap Box Hardy, alias 
W. E. Rodgers, alias Charles Wilson, alias Wm. Ward, alias 
Robert J. Barton, the notorious bank sneak thief, who has 
operated extensively in the United States and also in Europe, 
and who has spent 25 of his 55 years of life in jails, has 
again been arrested. This time he was arrested on a Federal 
charge, and realizing that he has not long to live, he expressed 
the desire that he be taken care of for the rest of his days 
at the Federal Penitentiary, Atlanta, Ga. O’Connell, under the 
name of Robert J. Barton, was arrested.in Baltimore, Md., 
early this month on a charge of forging a number of stolen 
money orders, four of which he had cashed in Baltimore. These 
money orders were stolen from the traffic station in Min- 
neapolis, The alias of “Soap Box Hardy” was given this 
man due to the fact that in his operations against banks he 
carried a black leather box having the appearance of a satchel. 
Upon entering a bank he would go up to the grill work around 
one of the cages, set the camouflaged bag down, stand on it 
and extract packages of bank notes with a fish-hook cane. 
Articles relative to O’Connell were published in the September, 
1913, October, 1913, and January, 1914, JournaL Supplements. 


H. M, PACK. The banks and hotels should be on their 
guard for the operations of a young man named H. M. Pack, 
who has been operating quite extensively at hotels and busi- 
ness houses by means of worthless checks drawn on a member 
bank in Kansas City, Mo. Part of the time he represents 
himself as being a sergeant in the U. S. Army. Pack, to our 
knowledge, has not defrauded nor attempted to defraud a 
member bank, but confines his operations to clothing stores, 
hotels, ete. He operated in Kansas City about the middle of 
December, 1918; from there he went to Chicago, and recent 
reports indicate he went from Chicago to New York City. 
A specimen of his handwriting appears below. This man is 


described as being about 25 to 30 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, ° 


150 to 160 pounds, medium complexion, dark hair, and has a 
slight limp in his left leg. 


J. R. POWELL. A small loss has been sustained by a 
member bank of Lenexa, Kan., by means of several checks, 
which were drawn on the Bank of West Line, West Line, Mo., 
which checks were returned as worthless. Powell at one time 
carried an account with this institution, but has closed same. 
His whereabouts are not known at this time. 

C. F. RONEY, alias J. C. Rodney. While in the employ 
of a San Diego, Cal., printing establishment, Rodney stole 
several blank checks, and after forging his employer’s signa- 
ture to same, was successful in securing funds on this check 
from a local member bank. Our detective agents are now 
engaged upon an investigation, endeavoring to cause the 
apprehension of this criminal. The expenses of the investiga- 
tion are being pro-rated with the California Bankers Asso- 
ciation. 

JOSEPH RUFFERT is reported by a hotel in McAlester, 
Okla., as having negotiated several worthless checks at that 
point. Ruffert is a printer and newspaper man by profession, and 
is described as being about 30 years of age, 6 feet, 150 to 160 
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pounds, slender build, light complexion, dark brown hair, thin 
features, wears large lens glasses with turquoise shell rims. 


C. H. SNYDER. Numerous merchants in the vicinity of 
Ripon, Cal., have sustained small losses through paying out 
funds upon checks drawn on the Bank of Ripon, made by 
C. H. Snyder. This individual does not carry an account with 
the bank in question, and that bank is unable to throw any 
light upon the identity of the operator. 

PETE SULPHUR is passing checks drawn on the Dime 
Savings Bank, Canton, Ohio, to which he signs the name of 
the Crescent Restaurant by George Leonard. No description 
is available at this time of the operator, but he was last heard 
from at Alliance and Massillon, Ohio. 

JIM TAYLOR, alias Fred Cross, alias Charley Redman, 
alias Walter Kinke, alias Clyde Hindes, alias Bill Pauke, 
alias Lee Cox, alias Frank Anderson, alias Floyd Warren, 
alias Frank Daniels, alias Jim McKinkey, alias George Good- 
man. During the early part of December, 1918, the James 
Boiler & Machinery Company’s offices at Joplin, Mo., were 
entered and a large number of blank checks stolen. These 
checks were filled out in amounts ranging from $15 to $20 
and the name of an official of the James Boiler & Machinery 
Company forged to them. The checks were made payable in the 
above names. A specimen of the handwriting is shown here- 
with. 


F. M. TURNER. A check purporting to have been signed 
by a customer of the Citizens Bank & Trust Co., Van Buren, 
Ark., payable to F. M. Turner, was presented to a member 
bank of Fort Smith, Ark. Inasmuch as the check in question 
bore the signature of a local merchant, the paying teller did 
not hesitate to honor it. Later events proved that not only 
was the makers’ signature forged, but also the local mer- 
chant’s. The operator is described as 24 to 27 years of age, 
5 feet 6 inches tall, 130 pounds, dark complexion, blue eyes. 

E. LINN WILSON, relative to whom an article appeared 
in the November, 1917, JounNaL Supplement, was arrested at 
Waterloo, Iowa, for the Golconda, Ill., authorities. However, 
when an officer arrived to take him back to Golconda, the 
firm for whom he had been working in Waterloo became sus- 
picious, and discovered that he had forged a $3,000 note on 
them, so he is being held at Waterloo on that charge.

ARRESTED 
RENO POLICE ARREST FORGER 


Foster, worthless draft man with many transactions, 
finally caught 


H. J. FOSTER. During the past three months, banks 
and individuals located in the Pacific Coast States have been 
sustaining many small losses through paying upon drafts 


issued by Foster. This individual had a very peculiar way 
of obtaining funds, and it is inconceivable why he never 
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H. J. FOSTER 


exceeded the amount of $12 on any of the drafts in question, 
for the reason that he was always successful in “putting over” 
five or six in each city that he operated. His method was to 
appear at a bank, railroad station, hotel or some local mer- 
chant and after making a very small purchase would present 
a check or draw a draft on some near-by bank. He seemed 
to be well supplied with bank paper. Our detective agents 
placed warnings throughout the states mentioned and finally 
the police at Reno, Nev., being warned of this man’s activities, 
became aware of the fact that he was in their vicinity and 
caused his arrest. He is being held at the present time 
awaiting extradition. A photograph of this individual is 
reproduced over this article, and by referring to articles 
appearing in the November and December, 1914, and October, 
1915, issues of the JouRNAL Supplement, details will be 
found concerning his previous activities. The expenses of 
this investigation are being prorated with the California 
Bankers Association. 


CAPELLO TRIES ONCE TOO OFTEN 


Arrested for passing bogus checks while out on bail 
awaiting trial on a similar charge 


GEO. J. CAPELLO, alias John G. Capello. For a period 
extending over several months, Capello has been finding many 
victims with his worthless checks. His usual method is to 
gain the confidence of the bank employees by several genuine 
transactions and then to defraud that institution by a worth- 
less check. His operations extend over considerable territory, 
but never out of the state of Pennsylvania. On several occa- 
sions his arrest was effected, but before any legal action could 
be taken, his victims permitted him to make restitution, 
which he was ready and able to do, inasmuch as he followed 
the old method of robbing Peter to pay Paul. On January 9, 
this individual’s arrest was caused at Philadelphia, and follow- 
ing his arrest he was released on bail. He immediately pro- 
ceeded to Norristown, Pa., where he again operated along 
similar lines and was again arrested by the authorities at 
that point, which consequently now makes two cases pending 
against him on which we have hopes of being able to finally 
secure a conviction against him, so that the merchants and 
bankers in Pennsylvania will have a rest from this man’s 
operations. He is described as 35 years of age, 5 feet 71% 
inches, 179 pounds, stout build, dark chestnut hair, light 
chestnut eyes, medium dark complexion.

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EDWARD CAPROSKI, alias Edward Koprowski, alias 
Earl K. Johns, alias Walter Smith, alias George B. King, 
alias Edward James Marshall, was recently arrested in Akron, 
Ohio, on a charge of forgery, given a hearing, and bound over 
to the Grand Jury to await trial with bail fixed at $1,000. 
Caproski called on a lady resident of Akron to rent a room, 
stole her bank book, then called at a member bank with a 
check to which her name had been forged. He was successful 
in defrauding the bank, who advised our detective agents, and 
they immediately made an investigation in Akron, Ohio, and 
Buffalo, N. Y., where it was alleged the forger went. After the 
arrest of Caproski, it was learned he attempted to defraud other 
banks in Akron and did pass forged checks on grocers, which 
forgeries he admitted to a representative of our detective 
agents from Cleveland. Caproski is described as follows: 17 
years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 120 pounds, light complexion, 
blue eyes, light hair. 

CLAUDE COOMES. This individual was employed as a 
milk hand at a dairy in Telluride, Colo. During November 
he left his position, and was given a check in payment of his 
salary. Using the signature on this check as a sample, he 
forged a check in a larger amount, and succeeded in cashing 
both checks at a local pool parlor. When these checks were 
presented at the bank they were honored, consequently the 
bank suffered a loss. The investigation developed that he was 
in custody at Claremore, Okla., on a charge of having stolen 
an automobile. The Claremore authorities were communi- 
cated with, and, when it was ascertained that’ Coomes was 
still being held, arrangements were made to have the Tellu- 
ride police telegraph the sheriff at Claremore to hold C. 
Coomes for them. This action was taken in December, 1918. 


HARRY M. DELANEY, a logger, who on February 28, 
1918, defrauded a member bank at Spokane, Wash., by means 
of a forged check, on which he used the name of F. Sims, was 
arrested by members of the Spokane Police Department on 
December 18, 1918. 


EDWARD J. DONOVAN was successful in victimizing a 
Worcester, Mass., member bank on December 4, 1918, by means 
of a worthless check. The Boston office of our detective agents 
made an investigation and ascertained that Donovan had gone 
to Malone, N. Y. Our detective agents’ Montreal office then 
took up the case, and a representative was successful in locat- 
ing Donovan in Malone and effecting his arrest on January 8, 
1919. 


CHAS. P. FLOOD 


CHAS. P. FLOOD and R. A. BENKERT. In Journat 
Supplements for April and June, 1918, we published articles 
concerning a series of forgeries, which took place in Los 
Angeles, at which time, a man by the name of Carl DuVey 
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made a confession to the authorities, as to his responsibility 
for the crimes in question. Following his confession, he was 
convicted and sentenced to an indeterminate term in the Cal- 
ifornia State Penitentiary at San Quentin. After DuVey 
served several months of his sentence, later developments were 
brought forward in connection with the crimes mentioned in 
the first part of this article, and the arrest of Flood and 
Benkert was effected, but not by our detective agents. Fol- 
lowing his arrest, Flood and Benkert too made a full con- 
fession, and upon being tried, were convicted on the charge. 
The- outcome of their trial may be found elsewhere in this 
issue. Following the conviction of the two above-named opera- 
tors, DuVey was granted a pardon by the Governor of Cali- 
fornia, and has since been returned to Arizona, where he must 
complete a sentence in the State Penitentiary there, from 
which institution he escaped. 


R. E. GOBIN. Garbed in a sailor’s uniform, Gobin in- 
duced an official of a Kansas City, Mo., member bank to 
“OQ. K.” his check, on which he secured the funds at the 
paying teller’s window. The check proved to be worthless, and 
the bank was unable to furnish any description of the operator. 
On December 18, 1918, R. E. Gobin was arrested at Neosho, 
Mo., by a Naval Intelligence officer, and brought to the Kansas 
City Jail. Upon being questioned by a representative of our 
detective agents at Kansas City, he admitted having cashed 
the worthless check in question. Gobin is to be taken to the 
Great Lakes Station near Chicago and tried for desertion. 


THEODORE GORDON was arrested in Kansas City, Mo., 
on December 23, 1918, in connection with the forging and 
cashing of three small checks on which a Kansas City mem- 
ber bank suffered a loss. Several blank checks had been 
stolen from the office of a depositor, and at the time of his 
arrest Gordon claimed that another boy had stolen the checks, 
filled them out and given them to him to cash. Later he con- 
fessed to the forging and passing of the checks, and was held 
awaiting trial. His arrest was effected while he was endeavoring 
to cash another check at the bank. 

JOSEPH GRASSEL. Our detective agents’ representa- 
tives at Minneapolis have been successful in finally effecting 
the arrest of this individual, who was wanted by a member 
bank of East Grand Forks, Minn., for defrauding them by the 
use of a check, which bore the forged signature of one of 
their depositors. By referring to the December, 1918, and the 
January, 1919, JournaL Supplements, full details concerning 
the movements of this individual may be found. Grassel’s 
arrest was effected in Chicago, and he has since been returned 
to East Grand Forks for trial. 

HAZEL HALL, alias Emma C. Foster, alias Mrs. J. C. 
Corbett, alias H. Grace Efau, has caused three Columbus, 
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Ohio, member banks to suffer losses. Her mode of operation 
was to open an account at a bank, and after carrying same for 
two or three months, go to one of the tellers and draw the 
amount standing to her credit; then, shortly afterwards, 
before this withdrawal had been entered by the bookkeeper, 
go to another teller, and succeed in getting money on another 
check which would overdraw her account. On December 19, 
1918, Hazel Hall was arrested by the local police and charged 
with these crimes, following which she made a confession. 

J. D. HALSTEAD, who defrauded a member bank of 
Winona, W. Va., during February, 1918, by means of a bogus 
check in a small amount, was arrested in December, 1918, 
by local authorities. He is confined at present in the Fayette 
County Jail, Fayetteville, W. Va. 

A. H. HARRISON victimized a Ranger, Texas, member 
bank by means of several worthless checks. A representative 
of the Houston office of our detective agents located Harrison 
and effected his arrest, he being held under bond to appear 
before the court at Ranger on January 29, 1919, on a charge 
of passing worthless checks. 

GEO. S. HOWARD, alias Roy E. Mays, alias Raymond S. 
Cornell. Many banks and individuals located in the vicinity 
of Whittier, Cal., have sustained small losses through the 
activities of this individual. Howard, alias Mays, was very 
successful in obtaining small sums of money on his worthless 
checks drawn against the First National Bank of Whittier, 
Cal. For a period covering about two months our detective 
agents were busily engaged in tracing the movements of this 
individual. Then it was only by mere chance that our agents 
were successful in causing the arrest of this man. It seems 
that while one of our agent’s investigators was assigned to 
the Naval Intelligence he became acquainted with the fact 
that a man named Cornell, who had on two different occa- 
sions deserted from the Navy, was then being held in the 
“brig”; therefore, following the release of this investigator 
from the Navy, and his being re-assigned to this case, he by 
chance uncovered a lead, which lead to Cornell, and upon 
interviewing him, secured a complete confession from him. 
At the present time Cornell is awaiting naval courtmartial 
for desertion, and it is presumed that his sentence will be 
severe, Owing to the fact that this is the second time that 
he has been tried on such a charge. The California Bankers 
Association is pro-rating the cost of this investigation. 

R. R. JONES, alias B. R, Jones. Through paying upon 
a check, which later developed to bear the forged indorse- 
ment of the proper payee, a member bank of St. Helena, Ore., 
has sustained a loss. This check was payable to R. R. Jones, 
and issued by the Industrial Accident Commission. From all 
indications, the check, while being mailed to the proper payee, 
fell into the hands of some unscrupulous party, who took 
advantage of the situation, and was successful in obtaining the 
funds. The bank, upon discovering their loss, reported this 
matter to the Portland representatives of our: detective agents, 
and they immediately made an investigation. Upon determin- 
ing that this check and one other check had gone astray in 
the mails, and later put in their appearance bearing forged 
indorsements, they followed out the lead offered, and soon 
discovered that the checks had arrived at their proper destina- 
tion, but had been given to a man named Basil Jones, who 
upon securing them, followed the procedure given above. 
Shortly after taking up the investigation, our agents located 
Basil Jones and from him secured a complete confession of 
his transactions. He was placed under arrest and returned 
to St. Helena for trial. The Oregon Bankers’ Association pro- 
rated the expenses of this investigation with this Association. 


HILTON M. KINNARD. On three different occasions 
during the month of September, 1918, an imposter using the 
name of a depositor, wired from Atlanta, Ga., to a member 
bank of Americus, Ga., requesting that funds be forwarded. 
In each instance the bank wired the money, waiving identifi- 
cation, and the imposter obtained it by merely signing a 
receipt with the depositor’s name. Our special representa- 
tive at Atlanta, Ga., made a thorough investigation and 
ascertained the identity and home address of the operator, 
who lived in Moultrie, Ga. At the time our representative 
was in Moultrie the operator, whose name is Hilton M. 
Kinnard, was out of the city, so arrangements were made with 
the local police to arrest him on his return. His arrest was 
effected on December 21, 1918, and he is now being held await- 
ing trial. 

J. H. KRATZER, who was successful in defrauding a 
member bank at Miles City, Mont., by means of a mortgage 
swindle, was located at Billings, Mont., on December 17, 1918, 
by a representative of the Spokane office of our detective agents, 
and his arrest effected. He is being returned to Miles City 
for trial. 

RUSSELL L. LEWIS. By causing a member bank of 
Herkimer, N. Y., to sustain a small loss by means of a forged 
check, Lewis found himself in difficulties. This crime was 
committed following his desertion from the Army while sta- 
tioned at a southern camp and apparently was to enable him 
to continue with his travels. After securing the funds from 
the Herkimer bank, Lewis left for the West. Shortly after 
this transaction his arrest was caused by the Federal authori- 
ties, and following a courtmartial, he was sentenced to the 
U. S. Disciplinary Barracks at Fort Leavenworth, Kan. 

M. J. MADIC, who defrauded a member bank of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., on a worthless check, was located and apprehended 
by our representatives on January 7, 1919. Madic stated after 
his arrest that the check, which he deposited with the Pitts- 
burgh member bank, was given to him by another man and 
he understood that it was good. 


BATTEY McGHEE. This individual has been traveling 
around the country for some time past passing checks drawn 
on the First National Bank, of Rome, Ga., and forging names 
of his relatives to same. On December 14, 1918, he was ar- 
rested by the local authorities at Fort Payne, DeKalb County, 
Ala. Endeavors were immediately made to complete arrange- 
ments for McGhee’s return to Kent, Wash., where he was 
wanted for defrauding a member bank. Before these arrange- 
ments were completed, McGhee tried to commit suicide by 
cutting his throat with a pocket knife, and it was thought his 
chances of recovery were very slight. Through the efforts of 
the Red Cross, he was released from jail in the custody of his 
wife with the understanding that he was to go to a hospital 
in Chattanooga, Tenn., and in the event he recovered he was 
to be returned to DeKalb County to await extradition papers 
from Washington. Later events proved that McGhee was 
not taken to the hospital as was supposel, and he is’ now a 
fugitive from justice. 

A. W. McMILLAN used the old, time worn method of 
securing funds from a member bank of Leesburg, Fla., thereby 
causing them to sustain a small loss. While engaged upon a 
small contract requiring the employment of a team, McMillan 
rented such an outfit from friends, and running short of 
funds, arranged with the local bank to borrow the required 
amount. In dealing with the bank, he claimed that the stock 
was his rightful property and the bank did not hesitate in 
granting his request for the loan. They later learned the 
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true facts, and, upon looking for McMillan, found that he had 
left the vicinity. This matter was reported to our special 
representative at Atlanta, and after a short investigation he 
was successful in determining McMillan’s whereabouts, and 
reporting same to the loeal authorities who effected his arrest. 
MeMillan has been returned to Leesburg and is now awaiting 
trial. 


M. F. MECAR 


M. F. MECAR. During February, 1918, a member bank 
of Manitou, Colo., was defrauded on a mortgage swindle by a 
man representing himself to be Thomas Hobbs. Our detective 
agents at Denver made a thorough investigation of the matter 
but were unable to ascertain the identity of the suspect. 
Recently M. F. Mecar was arrested in Colorado Springs at the 
request of the Denver authorities. Following his arrest it 
was suspected that he might be the individual who had oper- 
ated against the Manitou bank, and upon being questioned he 
confessed to this crime. He will be returned to Denver and 
tried for the crime he committed there first. 

THEODORE SCHNEIDER stole a letter from a rural 
mail box in Amity, Ore., and forged the indorsement to a 
check contained therein, then secured the funds on the check 
from a Portland member bank. Our Portland detective agents 
located Schneider, and following an investigation by the 
United States Post Office authorities, he was placed under 
arrest by,a deputy United States marshall on September 21, 
1918. On October 21, an indictment was returned against 
him in Portland by.the United States Grand Jury. Schneider 
was arraigned in the United States District Court on Novem- 
ber 18, and the disposition of his case is given elsewhere in 
this issue. The Oregon Bankers Association is prorating the 
cost of this investigation. 

NORMAN SEARS, who, it is alleged, defrauded a member 
bank of Fostoria, Ohio, by means of forged checks, using the 
names, James Quine and Leonard Enman, was located by our 
Cleveland detective agents in a jail at Marion, Ohio, where he 
was being held for intoxication. The paying teller of the 
interested bank could not positively identify him as the man 
to whom he had paid the money on the checks in question, but 
Sears is being held for the action of the Grand Jury. 


S. H. SHERMAN, alias J. P. Codding, was arrested by 
our detective agents at Cleveland, Ohio, on December 24, 1918, 
in connection with passing bogus checks on a member bank of 
Toledo, Ohio. Sherman, when arrested, had a printed check 
book of a non-member bank of Prospect, Ohio, and said that 
his intention was to pass checks and defraud hotels and all 
others with whom he came in contact. He is described as 22 
years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 195 pounds, medium build, blonde 
hair, blue eyes. 
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BENJAMIN F. SIMS, alias John L. Taylor (Negro). 
During the latter part of December, 1918, this individual 
endeavored to secure funds from an Atlanta, Ga., member 
bank by sending a messenger into the banking rooms to pre- 
sent a forged check. Accompanying the check was a letter 
purporting to be signed by a depositor, and requesting that 
the check be cashed. The teller became suspicious and refused 
to cash the check. This operator using various names also 
endeavored to secure Liberty Bonds and War Savings stamps 
on other worthless checks. Our ‘special representative at 
Atlanta investigated the matter and co-operated with the Fed- 
eral authorities, who desired to bring against him a charge of 
using the mails to defraud. On January 8, 1919, Sims was 
arrested by the Federal authorities at Atlanta. He is now 
being held awaiting trial. 


W. L. SMITH, using the name of Fletcher E. Smith, 
forged same to a check. Later events disclosed that this check 
was found in a letter, which had been stolen from the mails. 
Smith is now under arrest at Little Rock, Ark., on a charge of 
having defrauded a local member bank. .At the time this 
crime was committed, the matter was reported to our detective 
agents at Memphis, and they, placing the matter under inves- 
tigation, determined that the letter in which the check in 
question had been mailed, had been delivered to the wrong hotel 
at Little Rock, and there fell into the possession of some un- 
scrupulous party. The check was indorsed and paid upon 
by the bank, when presented. In going into the investigation, 
a clerk of the hotel was suspected, and finally, through new 
developments of the case, was arrested for the crime. At the 
present time he is being held awaiting trial. 


JAMES J. VITALI, alias Robert Busoni, alias C. Alison, 
alias James M. Hill. On January 6, 1919, a man giving the 
name of James M. Hill entered a Brooklyn, N. Y., member 
bank, and stating he had an account there, endeavored to 
cash a check drawn on the Second National Bank, Hoboken, 
N. J. When he saw the bookkeeper go to look up the matter, 
he left the bank. . Later he telephoned, saying he would send 
a boy in for the money. The teller then became suspicious 
and telephoned the Hoboken bank, ascertaining that the maker 
of the check had no account at that bank. The local detective 
bureau was then notified, and a detective proceeded to the 
bank. When the messenger boy arrived he was given an en- 
velop with no money in it, then followed until he connected 
with Hill, and the latter was placed under arrest. Following 
his arrest he admitted attempting to cash the check, but 
stated he had found it. He is being held awaiting the action 
of the Grand Jury. 


HARVEY WALTON, alias R. R. Johnson (Negro). This 
individual caused a Parsons, Kans., member bank to suffer a 
small loss on a forged check. Acting on information furnished 
by the interested bank a representative of the Kansas City 
office of our detective agents located Walton in Salisbury, Mo., 
and effected his arrest. He is being returned to Parsons for 
trial. 


NUTE WEEMS. During the month of May, 1916, a 
member bank of Clarksville, Tenn., sustained a small loss 
through advancing money to Nute Weems on his notes. Later 
events developed the fact that the notes in question bore 
forged indorsements, consequently causing the bank to sus- 
tain their loss. This matter was reported to our detective 
agents, and they, after a very extensive and lengthy inves- 
tigation, finally located Weems in the vicinity of Eldorado, 
Kans. He has since been returned to Clarksville for trial. 
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CAPTAIN FETED, THEN ARRESTED 


GEORGE B. ,WILLIAMS. In the December, 1918, 
JOURNAL Supplement, an article concerning this individual 
was published. In this article we gave the details concerning 
his activities. After leaving Port Clinton, this impostor pro- 
ceeded to the southern states, and finally returned to the state 
of Pennsylvania, where he was placed under arrest by the local 
authorities. Williams, after deserting from a training camp 
in Texas, purchased a uniform of a U. S. Army officer and 
represented himself to be a captain, and at times a lieutenant 
in the service. 

In the many cities he called upon, he was treated royally, 
and in each and every instance took advantage of the situa- 
tion and was able to secure funds by means of bogus checks. 
The stealing of an automobile from a doctor of Freemont, 
Ohio, was Williams’ undoing. Upon his arrival in Pittsburgh 
in this car, same was recognized by the authorities. Following 
his arrest, he was turned over to the Federal authorities for 
trial. 

J. C. WILLIAMS, who, several months ago, defrauded 
a member bank at Three Forks, Mont., by means of worthless 
checks, was arrested at Miles City, Mont., on December 12, 
1918. He was located there by a representative of the Spokane 
office of our detective agents, and will be returned to Three 
Forks for trial. 

CHESTER E. WILSON, alias C. W. Wilson, alias R. L. 
Nelson, alias J. Edward Blackwell. On January 15, 1919, 
this individual entered a Bennington, Vt., member bank, and 
presented a check in a large amount, drawn on a Bridgeport, 
Conn., bank, stating that he desired to transfer his balance to 
that bank as he was employed in the vicinity. The bank 
officials became suspicious, got in touch with the Bridgeport 
bank, and were advised that C. W. Wilson had no account 
there. The Bridgeport bank notified our detective agents at 
New York, and they got in touch with the Bennington, Vt., 
bank, who had Wilson arrested at Bennington and held on a 
charge of attempting to defraud. It is believed that this 
operator is also wanted at Portland, Me., where he used the 
name J. Edward Blackwell. He is described as follows: 
36 years of age, 5 feet 8 inches, 140 pounds, medium com- 
plexion, brown hair.

MRS. ED. BARBREE, of whom mention was made in a 
recent issue of the JouRNAL Supplement, was during December, 
1918, released at Houston, Texas, due to insufficient proof to 
convict. 

ELIZABETH BLOCK. Due to the fact that this woman 
was held for such a length of time at Chicago on the com- 
plaint of a local hotel, the Sangamon County, IIl., authori- 
ties dismissed her case. 

MRS. F. J. CUNNINGHAM, whose name has appeared on 
the awaiting trial list for some time, was released on bond, 
which she immediately forfeited, and she is now classed as a 
fugitive from justice. 

EDWARD J. DONOVAN. Due to the fact that the 
Massachusetts authorities refused to extradite’ Donovan from 
Malone, N. Y., to Worcester, Mass., he was released. 

WILLIAM GLEASON, whose name has been carried on 
the awaiting trial jist in connection with the attempted rob- 
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bery of a member bank at Rocheport, Mo., was released on 
bond, the date of his trial being set as February 4, 1919. 
While resisting arrest in St. Louis for another crime he had 
committed, he was shot and killed shortly after midnight on 
January 7, 1919, by a St. Louis City detective at whom he had 
fired first. 

THEODORE GORDON pleaded guilty to forging and 
uttering three small checks in Kansas City, Mo., and as he 
claimed to be only 16 years of age, he was sentenced to 30 
days’ in the boys’ home. 

ROBERT GREEN, an article relative to whom was pub- 
lished in the July, 1918, JourNAL Supplement, was sentenced 
to serve two years at the Texas State Penitentiary, Huntsville, 
Texas. 

HAZEL HALL. Due to 
young woman was released. 

RUSSELL L. LEWIS. Inasmuch as this individual has 
been arrested and turned over to the Federal authorities on a 
charge of desertion, and is now serving sentence in the U. S. 
Disciplinary Barracks at Fort Leavenworth for that crime, 
we are not carrying his name on the awaiting trial list, but 
are considering this as a conviction, due to the fact that a 
detainer warrant has been lodged with the authorities at that 
point, and we cannot carry his name on the awaiting trial list 
for a lengthy period. ; 

M. J. MADIC, whose arrest is reported on another page 
of this issue, was released. 

T. A. MANWARRING. Due to faulty requisition papers, 
the Governor of California refused to grant extradition, and 
Manwarring was released. 

BATTEY McGHEE. Following this individual’s release 
in the custody of his wife with the understanding that he 
was to go to a Chattanooga, Tenn., hospital, it was ascertained 
that he never went to a hospital in Chattanooga, Tenn., and it 
would appear as if this was only a ruse to secure his free- 
dom. We are, therefore, carrying this as an escape. 

JOE MYERS (true name), alias Andrew J. Otto, an 
account of whose operations appears in the JouRNAL Supple- 
ment for September, 1918, pleaded guilty to the charge of 
obtaining money under false pretense, and was sentenced to 
serve four months in the York County Jail, York, Pa. A 
detainer warrant has been lodged against him by the Greens- 
burg, Pa., authorities, by whom he is charged with forgery. 

CONRAD NOELLE, who held up a member bank at Park 
Ridge, Ill., has been sentenced to from 1 year to life in the 
State Penitentiary, Joliet, Ill. 

ABRAHAM ROSENSTEIN, who was arrested in San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., on a charge of passing bogus checks, was released 
on 5 years’ probation on December 7, 1918. ‘ 

THEODORE SCHNEIDER, relative to whom an “Arrest” 
article is published in this issue, entered a plea of guilty 
and was sentenced to three months’ imprisonment in the 
Multnomah County Jail. Leniency was granted, due to Schnei- 
der’s youth and the fact that he had never been involved in 
trouble before. 

CARL SCHULTZ, charged with having uttered forged 
checks in Oakland, Cal., was sentenced on December 3, 1918, 
to from 1 to 14 years at the State Prison, San Quentin, Cal. 

S. H. SHERMAN. On December 26, 1918, this individual 
was arraigned in the police court of Cleveland, Ohio, and sen- 
tenced to serve thirty days in the workhouse and pay a fine 
of $100 and costs.

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GEORGE SHUTLOCK, an account of whose arrest appears 
in the JourNAL Supplement for November, 1918, was released 
from custody when he agreed to return to the member bank 
the difference between the amount of a Liberty Bond which he 
received and the amount of a Liberty Bond he rightfully owned. 
Through a misunderstanding Shutlock was given a bond of a 
larger denomination than he purchased and then left Home- 
stead. He was subsequently located at’ Maynard, Ohio, and was 
returned to Homestead, Pa. 

DAVID CLYDE TURK, accounts of whose operations 
have appeared at various times in the JouRNAL Supplements 
during the past two years, was convicted of forgery at Clarion, 
Pa., during December and was sentenced to serve twelve 
months in the Allegheny County Workhouse, where he is con- 
fined at the present time. 

HENRY A. WALGER. The Grand Jury of Bellville, 
Texas, returned a no true bill against this man, due to lack 
of jurisdiction. He was released and sent back to Fort Bend 
County, Texas, where he was successful in getting the ones he 
had defrauded to accept restitution. 

BERNARD WILSON pleaded guilty to a charge of forgery 
in the November term of the court at Atlanta, Ga., and was 
released on probation. 

CHESTER E. WILSON pleaded guilty to a charge of 
attempting to pass a worthless check on a Bennington, Vt., 
bank, and was sentenced to servé not less than 1 year nor more 
than 3 years at the State Prison, Windsor, Vt.

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RULES OF THE PROTECTIVE COMMITTEE 


1. Upon receipt of notification by the General Secretary, Five Nassau Street, New York City, or the nearest 
office or correspondent of the William J. Burns International Detective Agency, Inc., of an attempted or successful 
perpetration of fraud or crime upon a member of this Association in its banking rooms, or in the rooms of such 
branches as are members, either by forgery, check-raising, worthless or bogus checks, swindle, sneak theft, robbery, 
hold-up or burglary therein, the committee will at once use its best efforts to apprehend the criminal. No action, 
however, will be taken unless immediate notice is given, and a case once committed to the Association 
cannot be taken out of its hands nor the offense condoned or compromised. If for any reason what- 


soever no prosecution takes place when the member is in a legal position to aid in the prosecution, and fails to 
do so, such member shall reimburse the Association for all expenses incurred in connection with the case reported. 


2. In reporting cases the member agrees to swear out a warrant for the criminal concerned when his identity 
has been determined: or a John Doe warrant at once in states where permitted. The committee relentlessly 
pursues both amateur and professional criminals in cases of attempted or successful fraud or crime upon members 
of the Association, but cannot take cognizance of such offenses where perpetrated upon others than members, 
or of so-called “inside jobs” where the offender is an officer or employee of a member. The committee relies 
upon the state, county or local authorities to arrange for the extradition and the payment of expense incident to 
the return of a prisoner. The committee will not pay witness fees, and will not be responsible for any expense 
incurred for protective work which has not been previously authorized.

FEBRUARY PROTECTIVE WORK 


WARNING 
BOOK AGENT BOGUS CHECK OPERATOR 


Swindler, representing himself to be book agent, 
securing many victims 


J. W, FREEMAN. This operator always uses that name— 
remember it. Many banks, hotels and individuals in Ken- 
tucky, Illinois, Ohio, West Virginia, Pennsylvania, Maryland 
and New Jersey will remember J. W. Freeman as the name of 
a man who very cleverly defrauded them. If this operator 
calls at your bank, cause his arrest and notify the nearest 
office of our, detective agents. Warrants are in existence. 

Freeman has changed the form of his checks on various occa- 
sions. At this writing he is using checks of the Carlisle Trust 
Company, Carlisle, Pa., purporting to have been signed by 
W. A. Porter. His pretext is that he is selling a book of 
Congressional Records and Presidents’ speeches, and we are 
advised that he can show any amount of identification a 
person could wish to see. Since his identification papers are 
made out in the name of J. W. Freeman, he must, of necessity, 
use that name. The checks he presents for cashing, he claims, 
is his expense check from the field manager of the firm he is 
working for. We are reproducing his signature, and his de- 
scription is as follows: About 45 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 
150 pounds, madium build, dark, ruddy complexion, dark eyes, 
dark brown hair; has an aquiline nose with a growth of hair 
near the end which is very noticeable. 


RISTA L. BASICH, alias Wm. M. Ruff. Early in January 
the offices of a coal company in Kansas City, Mo., were en- 
tered and several blank checks stolen. Some of these checks 
were passed in Kansas City, made payable to Rista L. Basich, 
and bearing the forged signature of an official of the coal 
company. A Kansas City member bank suffered a loss, as 
one of these checks was honored when it was presented through 
the clearings. On January 22 the store of a poultry dealer in 
Denver, Colo., was broken into. A check protectograph, thirty- 
four checks and some poultry were stolen. Several of these 
checks, bearing the forged signature of the poultry dealer, 
were shortly afterwards presented at the Denver member bank 
on which they were drawn, and one of them was paid by the 
bank. A few of these checks were also made payable to Rista 
L. Basich, and following a comparison of the handwriting, our 
detective agents were able to ascertain that one man was 
responsible for both operations. The checks passed in Denver 
were filled in with the stolen protectograph. The operator is 


described as 22 years of age, 5 feet 4 to 5 inches, 135 pounds, 


slender build, dark complexion.

NICK De NASSO.: Attention is called to a forger of this 
name who has been operating in the state of Maine. On June 
27, 1918, he was arrested in Taunton, Mass., returned to 
Portland, Me., for trial, held for the September term of court, 
and released on bail. He failed to appear at the appointed 
time, and his bail would have been forfeited, had not a county 
officer, by some error, failed to fasten the liability upon the 
bondsman. This information has been received from the inter- 
ested bank, and in the bank’s letter it is further stated, “The 
result of this is, of course, that De Nasso is at liberty; his 
bondsman is nothing out of pocket; we have lost the money 
he defrauded us of and some expenses; you have lost the 
amount it cost to apprehend the culprit;. and undoubtedly, 
De Nasso is encouraged to try it again.” De Nasso’s descrip- 
tion is as follows: 28 to 30 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches. 150 
pounds, medium build, dark complexion, black hair; may have 
a small black mustache; Italian. 


A. H. HARRISON. This man had been a recruiting 
sergeant of the United States Army stationed at Little Rock, 
Ark., for eighteen months, and had an account with a local 
member bank, which account was closed when he left that city 
in September, 1918. On January 25, 1919, he again appeared 
in Little Rock, wearing a captain’s uniform, and stating he 
had been instructed to visit the various camps where par- 
tiality was shown in the matter of discharges. He entered the 
bank where he had previously had an account and deposited 
a check, which, it was later learned, bore the forged signature 
of a major in the army and was drawn against a bank in 
which that officer had no account. Two days later he with- 
drew almost the total amount of that check with the result 
that the bank is a victim. Harrison last operated in Mitchell, 
Ind., and Cincinnati, Ohio. Our detective agents’ representa- 
tive at Memphis was notified, and endeavors are now being 
made to locate the operator, who is described as being 24 
years of age, 6 feet 2 inches, 185 pounds; has gray eyes and 
dark brown hair; when talking to anyone he always folds his 
arms over his breast. 


FRED W. HILL. Several months ago this man secured a 
loan from a member bank of Dayton, Texas, giving as security 
a mortgage on seventy head of cattle. A few months later he 
made a payment on account, but still leaving a considerable 
amount due the bank. Recently a representative of the bank 
searched the county records, and found that no such brand as 
the mortgaged cattle were supposed to bear had been recorded. 
Undoubtedly, Hill never bad in his possession any such stock as

is described in the mortgage. This man also defrauded several 
business men in Dayton, and disappeared on January 13, 1919. 
Our detective agents are now actively engaged in endeavoring 
to locate Fred W. Hill, whose description is as follows: 30 
years of age, 5 feet 10 inches, 140 to 145 pounds, slender. build, 
medium complexion, brown eyes, light brown hair; walks with 
a slight limp. 


ROY KOGI, alias Fowie Ongi. During January a Japanese 
using the name of Fowie Ongi cashed at a Grand Forks, N. D., 
bank a check drawn on a Fargo, N. D., member bank: bear- 
ing a forged signature of a customer of the latter bank. 
When this check was received through the clearings, it was 
honored, making the Fargo bank a loser in the transaction. 
The man whose name was forged is also a Japanese and is the 
proprietor of a café. It has been ascertained that the opera- 
tor’s true name is Roy Kogi and that he formerly was em- 
ployed in the café in question. A description of the operator 
is not available at this time. 

LOUIS MOORE recently entered a New York City mem- 
ber bank and opened an account, depositing two checks in 
large amounts ostensibly drawn against his accounts in two 
other New York City banks. He was informed that he could 


not draw against this new account until returns had been 
received on the checks he had deposited, which he stated would 
be perfectly satisfactory to him. A messenger was despatched 
to the two banks on which the checks were drawn, and it 
was learned that Moore did not have an account in either. 
Shortly after the account was opened Moore endeavored to 


secure funds on a small check from one of the tellers, but due 
to the fact that his account had not yet been given to the 
bookkeeping department, he was unsuccessful. The next day 
Moore succeeded in passing two worthless checks on merchants 
in New York City. This operator’s description is as follows: 
25 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 160 pounds, stocky build, 
medium dark complexion, medium dark hair, Jewish national- 
ity. 


HUGH H. NEWELL is now operating in California with 
bogus checks purporting to have been issued by the New Ellen 
Potash and Chemical Company. These checks either bear 
Newell’s own name as a signature or the forged signature of 
J. R. Figueroa, and are drawn on the paper of the Security 
Savings Bank of Riverside, Cal., the Milmo National Bank, 
Laredo, Texas, or the Wells Fargo Nevada National Bank of 
San Francisco, Cal. All bear what is ostensibly the indorse- 
ment of the above-named chemical company. Newell has 
defrauded a San Bernardino, Cal., member bank and numerous 
hotels. Banks in California should be on the watch for this 
man, who is described as being about 30 years of age, 5 feet 
10 or 11 inches, slender build, medium complexion, dark 
brown hair. 
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J. S. OLIVER, alias J. B. Benell, alias S. D. Johnson, 
has been successful in victimizing three Long Beach, Cal., 
member banks. On February 1, 1919, this operator opened 
accounts with three Long Beach banks, depositiong cash. He 
then deposited several checks and made several small with- 
drawals. He chose as his “clean-up” day February 8, and 
was successful in securing funds on four checks in consider- 
able amounts, drawn against the different Long Beach banks. 
At noon on February 8, a Los Angeles member bank notified 
our detective agents there that they had just received through 
the clearings from Long Beach three checks which bore forged 
signatures of one of their customers. After communicating 
with one of the Long Beach banks, our agents immediately 
detailed a representative to proceed to that city and investi- 
gate the matter. Our representative arrived there at 2:40 
P. M. on February 8, immediately secured the details, and 
began endeavors to locate the operator, but it was apparent 
that he had left the city. J. S. Oliver’s description is as 
follows: 22 to 25 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches, 135 pounds, 
medium build, dark complexion, dark hair. 

The California Bankers Association is co-operating in 
financing this investigation. 


ELLAN PACE, alias Stella Robinson, is defrauding a 
number of member banks in West Virginia and Ohio. ‘This 
woman registers at a hotel in a small town, and then calls 
at the various banks presenting $25 checks. She usually opens 
accounts with these checks which are worthless, and in each 
case requests that the banker advance $10 or $15 to her, which 
is invariably done. She is accompanied by two children, one 
of which is a baby about a year old, and the other a little 
girl about three years old. The baby is carried in her arms 
when she enters the bank, usually arousing the sympathy of 
the banker. She has defrauded a number of member banks, 
and if she appears at your bank, should be detained and our 
detective agents notified. This operator is described as 24 
to 28 years of age, 5 feet 5 inches, 115 pounds, slender build, 
dark eyes, very dark hair; wears small turban hat and long 
coat. 


RAY PATTON carried a small account with an Oakland, 
Cal., member bank. On January 2, 1919, he deposited a check 
drawn on another Oakland bank, which was subsequently re- 
turned with the notation, “Cannot find account.” The opera- 
tor was successful in drawing a considerable amount against 
this check by telling the paying teller that he had doctors’ 
bills to pay as he had been sick, arousing his sympathy, and 
taking him off his guard. Our Los Angeles and San Francisco 
detective agents are now trying to locate the operator. Ray 
Patton is 25 years of age, 5 feet 5 inches, 120’ pounds, dark 
complexion, brown eyes, dark |iuir; has scar on back. of ear. 

The expenses of this investigation will be pro rated be- 
tween the California Bankers Association and this Association. 


PATRICK RYAN succeeding in defrauding a member 
bank at Carthage, S. D., by means of forged checks, having 
forged the names of his former employers. Our detective agents 
are endeavoring to locate Ryan, who is described as follows: 
5 feet 81% inches, about 150 pounds, dark complexion, black 
hair, mixed with gray; has a prominent nose, thick lips, and 
turns mouth to one side when smiling; has a crease resembling 
a scar on cheek; one foot turned in slightly when walking. 


FRED C. SHANER defrauded a member bank of Ellwood 
City, Pa., on a bogus check to which the name of one of the 
bank’s depositors, as indorser, was forged. He entered the 
Ellwood City Bank and presented the bogus check, drawn 
upon a member bank of Dayton, Ohio, and was requested to 
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have it indorsed by some one whom the bank knew. He left 
the bank and a few minutes later returned with the indorse- 
ment of a depositor which he had forged. Shaner is described 
as 35 to 40 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches, 155 pounds, dark 
complexion; has the appearance of a workingman. 

E. M. SMITH. A young man using this name attempted 
to swindle a Kansas City, Mo., member bank by means of a 
bogus check. This individual presented to one of the paying 
tellers a check drawn on that bank, payable to E. M. Smith 
and signed E. M. Smith. The paying teller, not recognizing 
the. account, made a search for same, and failing to find it, 
returned to the window to inform the presenter of such, and 
found, to his surprise, that the man had disappeared. Smith 
is described as being 20 years of age, 5 feet 6 or 7 inches, 150 
pounds, medium build. 

A. H. SOUSER. Bank members are warned to be on the 
lookout for A. H. Souser, who is 20 to 30 years of age, 6 feet 
tall and of pleasing appearance. This man recertly worked 
against a bank member in Pueblo, Colo., by drawing a draft 
upon the First National Bank, Portland, Ore., in which insti- 
tution he has no account. He carries with him a United 
States Ship Yard identification document with his photograph 
attached. 

GEORGE THOMPSON (Negro). Recently this man 
walked spryly into a Crawfordville, Ark., member bank, and 
in a manner that was a little too businesslike, stated he had 
just come into that locality, being from North Carolina. He 
opened an account, stating he wanted to transfer his balance, 
and presented a draft drawn on a Raleigh, N. C., bank. A 
few days later a Memphis, Tenn., bank telephoned to Craw- 
fordville asking if a check signed by George Thompson was 
good and the bank refused to O. K. that check because no 
returns had been received from Raleigh. Then checks came 
through’ from a bank in Mississippi and a bank at Crossett, 
Ark., both being returned. In due time, advice was received 
that the draft on the Raleigh bank was worthless. As far 
as we know, no bank has been victimized to date, but we 
believe this man has very good chances of eventually defraud- 
ing a bank if he persists in his endeavors. Therefore, our 
members should be on their guard. George Thompson is de- 
scribed as being about 6 feet 2 inches tall, of medium build. 

H. M. WILSON, alias L. S. Scott, is operating in Wyoming, 
Montana and other states in that vicinity with bogus checks 
drawn on the First National Bank of Chicago, purporting to 
be issued by the Midland Tailoring Company, Chicago, IIl., 
and bearing the signature “L. S. Scott.” There is no such 
firm in Chicago as the Midland Tailoring Company, though 
there is one with a similar name; however, there is no L. 8S. 
Scott connected with this firm; further, the firm has no 
account with the First National Bank. Several member 
banks in the state referred to have sustained losses, and our 
detective agents are endeavoring to locate the operator. Wil- 
son, alias Scott, represents himself as an agent of the Mid- 
land Tailoring Company. No description is available at this 
time, but we are reproducing a specimen of Wilson’s hand- 


writing. 


STOLEN CHECKS 


In a letter received from a member bank in Hartford, 
Conn., we are advised that: “On or about September 1, 1918, 
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a mail pouch was stolen while in transit between Hasardville 
and Thompsonville, Conn. The pouch contained, among other 
things, thirty-three checks, varying in amounts, mostly under 
$100, drawn by Amos D. Bridge’s Sons, Inc., and intended for 
various firms and people in payment of bills. Payment was 
stopped on all of these items as soon as the robbery became 
known, but recently the checks have begun to be presented for 
payment with the dates altered. Originally the checks were 
dated August 29 and August 30, 1918. These checks are being 
uttered in different parts of Connecticut and Massachusetts.” 
Banks in the states named should be on their guard against 
cashing any of these checks. 


GENERAL 
TAYLOR FUR COMPANY 


Swindler, who has been operating in Texas for some time 
with bogus checks, apprehended by our agents 


For several months past, there has been operating in the 
state of Texas a swindler who has been finding many victims 
with a check purporting to be issued by the F. C. Taylor 
Fur Company of St. Louis. Our agents, in their efforts to 
bring this man’s activities to a stop, followed the procedure 
of circularizing ahead of his supposed contemplated route, and 
eventually were rewarded with success when the operator, who 
had finally enlisted the services of a friend to aid him, was 
arrested by a representative of a member tank of Sherman, 
Texas, who remembered seeing the circular, and who was on his 
guard. Throughout the operations, this man used the aliases 
of R. F. Key, R. F. Brown and J. R. Mason. At the time 
the arrest took place R. F. BROWN was endeavoring to secure 
funds from one bank, while his friend, W. M. MILLS, was 
engaged in a like endeavor. They were held awaiting identifi- 
cation, and have since been identified by several of their vic- 
tims. Brown, alias Key, is described as 35 years of age, 5 
feet 9 inches tall, 145 pounds, medium build, dark complexion, 
brown eyes, dark brown'hair. Mills is 34 years of age, 5 
feet 10 inches, 155 pounds, medium build, dark complexion, 
brown eyes, dark brown hair. 


FOUR BANDITS APPREHENDED 


Three men and a woman dressed in man’s clothes 
implicated in hold-up of Army Bank 


On the afternoon of January 7, 1919, the Army Bank at 
Greene Park, Camp Lewis, American Lake, Wash., was held-up 
by three negro bandits, one being a woman disguised in man’s 
clothes; $10,000 was secured, after the president, cashier and 
three women employees had been ordered to hold up their 
hands. As the bandits backed out of the bank they ran into 
the zone guards, and a gun fight followed, resulting in the 
capture of the three bandits, together with their accomplice, 
a negro taxi-driver from Tacoma, Wash. All the money was 
recovered by the prompt action of the military police. Private 
Henry James, Company L, 76th Infantry, was wounded and - 
taken in a critical condition to the base hospital. The four 
bandits were held in the County Jail at Tacoma for trial, their 
names being WILLIAM ST. CLAIR, a discharged negro soldier, 
GEORGE SCOTT, a discharged negro soldier, ‘and GEORGE 
MOORE, taxi-driver; the woman refused her name. Great 
credit is due the military police for this capture. 
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W. M. AVERY, alias Tony Avery, alias F. L. Avery. 
This individual appeared at a public sale in the vicinity of 
Anadarko, Okla., and represented himself to be F. L. Avery, 
his brother, who bears a very excellent reputation throughout 
the neighborhood. At this sale he purchased personal prop- 
erty, gave a note, and was able to convince a local bank’s 
representative, who also attended the sale, that he was what 
he represented himself to be. Consequently, this representative 
excepted his note and a chattel mortgage to cover same. Inas- 
much as the note in question bore the forged signature of 
this man’s brother, the bank has sustained a small loss. W. M. 
Avery is described as 23 years of age, 5 feet 8 inches, 155 
pounds, dark brown hair, blue eyes, light complexion. 

A. E. DRUCE. Information has been received by this 
department: that at the present time there is operating in 
Chicago against merchants and hotels a bogus check operator, 
who is securing funds on checks purporting to be issued by 
the Chicago Confection & Chocolate Co., which bear the sup- 
posed signature of W. C. Callahan, treasurer of this concern. 
These checks are usually payable to A. E. Druce in the amount 
of $35, and are on a form check of this concern. We have not 
been supplied with a description of the operator. 

WILLIAM E. BRYSON is under arrest at Cleveland, 
Ohio, on a charge of forgery. It is alleged that Bryson opened 
an account with a local bank, deposited a check in a large 
amount, and later was permitted to draw a sum against this 
uncollected item. Shortly following this transaction, he re- 
pented his deeds, and upon attempting to refund this amount 
at the bank, his arrest was effected. At the present time he 
is being held at Cleveland awaiting trial. 

L. E. CARMAN, alias T. W. Young, alias G. S. Young. 
Bank members are warned to be on the watch for this operator, 
who has been passing forged checks upon hotels in the western 
states. To date he has used the names of the Western Glass 
Company, the Union Pacific Steel Products Company and the 
Standard Borax Company. He is described as follows: 35 
years of age, 5 feet 8 inches, 145 pounds, medium build, dark 


FRANCIS FABER. A member bank of Tulsa, Okla., was 
visited by a swindler who endeavored to defraud them by 
altered entries in a savings bank book which he had in his 
possession. Inasmuch as the work was of a very crude nature, 
the bank very readily detected the alterations and conse- 
quently was not defrauded. We are unable at this time to 
supply our readers with a description of the operator for the 
reason that, immediately upon learning that he was under 
suspicion, he left the bank, and the interested official was 
unable to give us a reliable description. 


ELIAS HADDAD. Articles relative to this individual’s 
worthless check operations were published in the JouRNAL Sup- 
plements for December, 1918, and February, 1919, and it will 
be remembered that he was arrested on December 14, 1918, 
by the Louisville, Ky., police. We are just in receipt of 
information from the interested bank to the effect that the 
authorities at Louisville were unable to prosecute him, and he 
was, therefore, extradited to Grand Rapids, Mich. On.Febru- 
ary 4, 1919, he was sentenced to serve from two and one-half 
years to ten years in the Michigan State Penitentiary, Jack- 
son, Mich. 
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EVA CECELIA HANSON, alias Allie Carlton, alias Ruth 
Nelson, etc., who has been operating since last August with 
checks bearing the forged signature of a customer of a Denver, 
Colo., member bank, was arrested on January 27, 1919. This 
girl, who claimed she was only 17 years of age, operated only 
against merchants, no bank having sustained a loss. Our 
detective agents worked on this matter in a general way, and 
were successful in locating the operator. She was placed under 
arrest by a Denver city, detective. On January 31 she was 
sentenced in the Juvenile Court to serve an indeterminate 
sentence in the Correction School for Girls at Morrison, Cal. 


DY _ acter 


JOHN HART, claiming to be a discharged soldier, having 
served two years in the Canadian overseas service, is operat- 
ing with bogus checks. He calls at a bank, asking to have 
his account transferred from some out of town bank, giving a 
check. Instead of waiting for a return on the check as re- 
quested, he immediately draws against the account. No bank 
has, as yet, been defrauded by his transactions, merchants 
being his victims. He is described as follows: about 25

years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 135 to 140 pounds, medium 
build, light complexion. 


“SOAP BOX HARDY” SENTENCED 


CHARLES O’CONNELL, alias “Soap Box” Hardy. As a 
sequel to the article relative to this man published in the 
February JouRNAL Supplement, we wish to advise that he was 
indicted in the United States District Court at Baltimore, Md., 
on four charges of passing stolen money orders. He entered 
a plea of guilty, and was sentenced to three years in the 
Federal Penitentiary, Atlanta, Ga., on each charge, making a 
total of twelve years. Inasmuch as it is beiieved O’Connell 
has not long to live, his expressed desire to be taken care of 
for the rest of his days at the Atlanta Penitentiary will 
probably be realized. 

J. H. ROBERTSON. By disposing of property upon which 
a member bank of Duncan, Okla., held a mortgage, Robertson 
has caused that bank to sustain a small loss. This operator 
gave as collateral for a loan twenty head of cattle and eight 
mules, which he later disposed of without the knowledge of 
the interested institution. Since their loss the bank has also 
learned that another local institution carried a mortgage on 
the same stock. Following the perpetration of this crime, 
Robertson left the vicinity, and our detective agents are now 
actively engaged in tracing his movements. He is described as 
45 years of age, 6 feet tall, 190 pounds, medium dark com- 
plexion, dark hair. 


AT. SLATER. A member bank of Chester, Pa., has sus- 
tained a loss through paying upon a check, which bore the 
forged signature of their customer. It is believed by their 
customer that the operator is At. Slater, a close friend of his 
who disappeared on the day the crime was committed, follow- 
ing the theft of several personal articles from his room. The 
customer and Slater were employees of the local street car 
company, and were in the habit of staying at one another’s 
rooms on different occasions. The night previous to the crime 
in question, Slater stayed with the bank’s customer, and when 
this customer awakened in the morning, Slater was gone—so

were several of his personal articles. Shortly afterward, he 
was advised by the bank that this check had been paid, which 
he immediately claimed to be a forgery. At the present time 
our agents are endeavoring to ascertain the whereabouts of 
Slater. 

DR. WILLARD E. SMITH. By O. K.’ing a check drawn 
on the First National Bank, of Seattle, Wash., which was 
presented to him by a man dressed in the uniform of the 
United States Army, an official of a Portland, Ore., bank has 
caused his institution to sustain a small loss, The operator 


claimed that he was attached to the Medical Corps of the. 


Army, and that at one time he carried an account with the 
local bank. The official, believing that he recognized him, did 
not hesitate in instructing his paying teller to honor the check 
which was eventually returned as bogus. In reporting this 
matter, the interested bank failed to supply us with a descrip- 
tion. The Oregon Bankers Association is co-operating with this 
Association in financing this investigation. 

E. L. VOGEL is wanted at Olympia, Wash., on a warrant 
charging forgery, he having defrauded a member bank of that 
city by means of a forged indorsement. The Washington 
Bankers Association is prorating the expenses of this investi- 
gation with the American Bankers Association. Vogel is 
described as being 35 to 37 years of age, 5 feet 9 inches, 135 
pounds, slender build, dark complexion, black hair, blue gray 
eyes; very high forehead, very prominent nose. 

GEO. E. WILSON. An attempt was made to defraud a 
member bank of Portland, Ore., with a check drawn on the 
Hellman Commercial Trust & Savings Bank, Los Angeles, Cal., 
which bore a forged certification stamp. At the time this 
check was presented by the operator, who claimed to be 
Wilson, the bank official advised the presenter that they would 
be unable to honor the check until he was properly identi- 
fied. The operator left the premises, and shortly afterward 
was successful in securing funds on this check from a Japanese 
merchant. The operator is described as 32 years of age, 5 
feet 11 inches, 170 pounds, medium build, light complexion. 
The Oregon Bankers Association are co-operating with this 
Association in defraying the expense of this investigation. 


AMERICAN SURGICAL SOCIETY CHECK 
OPERATOR APPREHENDED 


WILLIAM WILSON, relative to whom articles were pub- 
lished in the January and February JourNnat Supplements, and 
who has operated throughout the United States with bogus 
checks purporting to have been issued by the American 
Surgical Society, drawn on the Herald Square National Bank, 
New York, N. Y., a non-existent institution, was arrested in 
San Francisco, Cal., on February 15, 1919, by City Detective 
Lord. At the time of his arrest he was in a jewelry store 
endeavoring to pass one of these checks. Wilson is being held 
for trial in San Francisco, and he has stated his intention of 
‘pleading guilty. We would suggest that banks whose cus- 
tomers have been defrauded by this operator advise these 
customers of this arrest, and suggest that detainer warrants 


be lodged with the San Francisco police in the event they . 


desire to prosecute. 

C. E. YOUNG has successfully operated against a member 
bank of Toledo, Ohio, with a check drawn on the Commercial 
National Bank of CoJumbus, Ohio. Young claimed to be the 
advertising manager of the Columbus Athletic Club, and 
was successful in securing an introduction at the local bank 
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through a member of an athletic club at that city. At the 
present time our detective agents are endeavoring to determine 
the true identity of the operator, who is described as 44 
years of age, 5 feet 8 inches, 170 pounds, athletic build, florid 
complexion, dark brown hair.

T. A. PACKER 


CHECK OPERATOR APPREHENDED 


T. A. Packer, wanted in several cities for | poem. bogus 
checks, arrested on February 1, 1919, and released 
by Pottsville, Pa., police on February 3, 1919 


This individual began his operations in January, 1918, 
and since then has caused over fifty hotels and two banks to 
sustain losses on bogus and forged checks. He used voucher 
checks, filled in with a typewriter, and purporting to have 
been issued by various lumber firms. He represented him- 
self to be a traveling representative of these firms, and in 
some instances wired ahead to the hotel he intended to vic- 
timize to reserve a room and hold mail for him. He would 
then appear at the hotel, receive a letter which was apparently 
sent by the firm he claimed to represent, and in the presence 
of the clerk take a check out of that envelope, then, later, 
approach the clerk and request that the check be cashed. He 
was successful in practically every operation. A member 
bank in St. Albans, W. Va., and a bank in Charleston, Miss., 
sustained losses due to paying on several checks which this 
operator had cashed at hotels, before it was discovered that 
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the checks were not issued by their depositors and bore forged 
signatures. During January, 1919, arrangements were made 
with a hotel proprietor of Pottsville, Pa., who had been de- 
frauded by this operator, to proceed to Philadelphia to iden- 
tify our suspect, whom we had located. On February 1, 1919, 
our suspect was positively identified as the operator and 
placed under arrest, whereupon he confessed to being the 
man wanted. He was returned to Pottsville on the same day. 
This man was arraigned, his case disposed of, and he released, 
on February 3, without our detective agents being notified by 
the Pottsville police, and before our agents had completed 
arrangements for having detainer warrants lodged. Within 
a few days after this man’s release, several detainer warrants 
arrived at Pottsville, but he was missing. Our agents are 
again endeavoring to locate him. Among the aliases of T. A. 
Packer are the following: M. W. Stack, J. W. Young, R. S. 
Williams, A. P. Baxter, A. F. Baker, James Blanchard, A. C. 
Gillette, C. B, Newhall, H. W. Raines, W. M. Sargent, J. H. 
Nelson, T. H. Klemmer and Albert Clayton. Articles relative 
to this man have been published in the May, June and October, , 
1918, JouRNAL Supplements. His description is as follows: 
34 years of age, 5 feet 55g inches, 127 pounds, slender build, 
medium light complexion, dark blue eyes, dark brown hair, 
small mustache (at times smooth shaven). Bertillon meas- 
urements: 66.6 68.0 90.0 19.2 15.5 14.2 6.1 25.8 11.0 8.6 43.9. 


MEXICAN SWINDLER FALLS 


Impostor representing himself to be a prominent 
Mexican arrested in Chicago 

GABRIEL E,. ALATRISTE, alias A. Martinez (true 
name ALBERT E. DE ZAMACONA). Banks situated in 
Houston, El] Paso, New Orleans, St. Louis, and Chicago have 
sustained losses of considerable size through the activities of 
this swindler. De Zamacona had a very dangerous method of 
procedure. Having recently come from Mexico, and being 
familiar with the banking activities of three or four promi- 
nent Mexicans, he decided to take advantage of this situation. 
His first step was to have passports issued in favor of the 
various aliases he intended to use, and, in each instance, he 
had his photograph attached to the passport. With this im- 
portant document in his possession, he would then forward a 
telegram to the bank which he had picked out to defraud. This 
telegram would purport to be from one of the institutions in 
which he knew the man who he represented himself to be, 
carried funds. The telegram would request that certain funds 
be paid to their customer upon proper identification. ‘In 
proper order, and at the right time, De Zamacona would ap- 
pear at the bank, and after identifying himself, was usually 
successful in securing the funds mentioned in the telegram. 
Following each transaction, he would disappear, only to appear 
in another locality in very short order. After operating 
three times successfully, he attacked a member bank of St. 
Louis, and was successful in securing funds from them, but 
in some manner caused them to become suspicious. Their 
suspicions were reported to our detective agents, who placed 
this man under surveillance. They proceeded with him to 
Chicago, where he again laid his plans to defraud a member 
bank at that point. In the meantime the St. Louis bank’s 
suspicions had been confirmed, and our agents discovered the 
true nature of De Zamacona’s activities before he was suc- 
cessful in defrauding the Chicago member bank. His arrest 
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was effected, and a complete confession obtained from him. 
Following his arrest, he was returned to St. Louis for trial. 
Detainer warrants had been lodged by the New Orleans au- 
thorities, to which point he will eventually be returned. 


HOLD-UP MEN UNDER ARREST 


Two bandits of a band of four arrested by our agents 
and a local sheriff 

At 1 P. M. on February 6, four men entered the Bank of 
Fulton, Wheeling, W. Va., and held up the lone employee and 
from her secured several thousand dollars. Following the 
hold-up they left the vicinity in a large touring car. This 
matter was immediately reported to our detective agents’ 
Pittsburgh representative, who placed the matter under in- 
vestigation. In running out of the various leads, suspicion 
was placed upon a group of foreigners who occupied a resi- 
dence on Ohio St., Warwood, W. Va., which is a suburb of 
Wheeling. Following out this lead, each of the parties resi- 
ding at this point was thoroughly investigated, and finally it 
was decided by all the interested parties that urgent action 
should be taken. Therefore, on February 9, a small posse was 
formed, headed by Sheriff Hastings. They proceeded by car 
to the Ohio St. Address, and while en route they encountered 
an automobile which was occupied by four persons, two, of 
whom were recognized as the suspects in the hold-up. By a 
very clever piece of maneuvering, the sheriff was able to place 
his car in the way of the approaching machine, which caused 
them to come to a halt. They were immediately covered by 
guns and compelled to surrender. Following their arrest, two 
of the men, MIKE WEINSCIZ and KAZIMIR DOBROSZ, 
were identified as the men who entered the bank and held up 
the lone woman employee. In questioning these two individ- 
uals, they made conflicting stories and nothing of real value 
was secured from them. Among their effects was found con- 
siderable of the stolen currency which substantiated the 
identification of Miss Braun, the bank employee. After search- 
ing the house at which they resided, more of the currency 
was located and also other damaging evidence. At the present 
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time our agents are now actively engaged in looking for the 
other two members of the band. The two men under arrest are 
described as, Mike Wiensciz, 24 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches, 
160 pounds, medium complexion, brown eyes, and black hair. 
Kazimir Dobrosz, 22 years of age, 5 feet 4 inches, about 130 
pounds, brown eyes, and dark brown hair. 


THREE YEARS’ SEARCH FRUITFUL 


August 7, 1916, A. C. Staples defrauds bank; arrested 
on January 25, 1919 

During August, 1916, our Minneapolis detective agents 
were notified by a Stillwater, Minn., member bank that they 
had sustained a loss due to cashing a check drawn on a 
Seattle, Wash., bank for A. C. Staples. It seems that Staples 
had lived in Stillwater twenty-four years ago, and recently 
had been successful in passing bogus checks on many of his 
former friends. The Minneapolis, St. Paul, Chicago, Portland, 
Spokane and Seattle offices of our detective agents made in- 
vestigations in an endeavor to locate this operator, but due to 
the fact that Staples had had considerable experience as a 
detective, he knew the methods employed in endeavoring to 
locate a man, and carefully avoided leaving any trace of his 
whereabouts. During all the time our agents were trying to 
locate this man, his wife was also apparently anxious to find 
him and it was supposed that she was co-operating in every 
way. In October, 1918, our agents in Chicago were able to 
learn to the contrary, and they further ascertained that 
Staples, under the name of C. Fry, had been employed by a 
local firm, and‘ ‘that his wife was communicating with him. 
The method of communication was ascertained, and) after many 
disappointing failures, our agents were, on Janpary 25, 1919, 
finally successful in placing Staples under arrest. He has 
been returned to Stillwater, Minn., for trial, and,the disposi- 
tion of his case will be given in a later JourNaL Supplement. 


TEUTOPOLIS HOLD-UP 


Quite recently the Teutopolis State Bank, Teutopolis, IIl., 
sustained a loss of considerable size through being held up by 
two bandits. This matter was placed under investigation by 
our detective agents, St. Louis representatives, and they co- 
operated with the local authorities. Information has just 
been received to the effect that the authorities of Collinsville, 
Ill., were successful in causing the arrest of HARRY BEEBE 
and CLEAVE BLISS. Following their arrest, they were 
taken to Effingham, IIl., where they are awaiting trial. These 
two men have been identified by the bank employees. 


PEARL ANDREWS, alias Lulu Davis, succeeded in cash- 
ing two forged checks at a St. Louis, Mo., member bank. 
These two checks overdrew the account of the depositor, and 
upon being notified he claimed them to be forgeries. A few 
days later the same woman again appeared at the bank and 
endeavored to secure funds on another check. This time she 
was held at the bank until a city detective arrived and placed 
her ander arrest. She claimed that the checks had been given 
to her by a man named R. A. Barnhart, but her handwriting 
compares very favorably with the writing on the checks, and 
she is now being held awaiting trial. 
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JUDSON P. CASSELMAN, alias Cecil E. Allen. The 
operations of this man are reported on page 103 of the Janu- 
ary, 1919, Journat Supplement. Our detective representa- 
tives at Minneapolis investigated this matter, and after some 
time connected Casselman with the fraudulent transaction. 
Officials of the interested bank positively identified him as the 
man who had used the name of Allen and who had secured 
the mortgage on the forged deed. Our agents and the Minne- 
apolis police department effected the arrest of Casselman in 
Minneapolis, on January 21, 1919, and obtained a confession, 
but he would not divulge the name of his accomplice. He has 
been returned to Barron, Wis., for trial. 


ROY C. CHAMBERLAIN 


ROY C. CHAMBERLAIN (true name Albert J. Baker) 
was successful in perpetrating a crime against a member 
bank of Springfield, Ill., by means of a bogus check drawn 
on the Bank of Raymond, Raymond, IIll., a non-existing 
institution. Following the discovery of their loss, the mem- 
ber bank in Springfield requested our St. Louis representa- 
tives to handle the investigation. During this investigation 
it was ascertained that Chamberlain’s true name was 
Albert J. Baker and that he had assumed the name of 
a prominent young man of Raymond, who is at the present 
time assigned to the Great Lakes training camp. With this 
information in the possession of our agents, they very readily 
traced the movements of Baker and, on January 28th, repre- 
sentatives from the Minneapolis office of our detective agents 
were successful in locating him at a local hotel and effecting 
his arrest. Following Baker’s arrest he confessed and will be 
returned to Springfield for trial. He is described as 35 years 
of age, 5 feet 614 inches, 140 pounds, large brown eyes, black 
hair; long, thin face and large and protruding ears. 

WILLIAM CROCOLL, alias Martin Shea, alias Wm. Rose. 
During January, 1919, a Portland, Ore., member bank sus- 
tained a loss by cashing a check for an individual representing 
himself to be W. M. Rose, which check bore a forged signature. 
This check was apparently issued by a local Iron and Steel 
Company, and several similar checks had been cashed by mer- 
chants in Portland. Our detective agents at Portland and 
Seattle investivated this case, and on January 20, William 
Crocoll was ted in Seattle by our agents and the local 
police. Following his apprehension, he admitted writing the 
checks in question, but stated that a companion of his by the 
name of Marvin Green had uttered the checks. Further inves- 
tigation led our agents to believe that Crocoll was telling the 
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truth, and they are now actively endeavoring to locate Green, 
whose present whereabouts are unknown. The Oregon Bankers 
Association are co-operating with this Association in defraying 
the expenses of this investigation. ; 

BEATRICE DOX, alias Mary Lester, alias Beatrice 
Hughes, alias “Trixie,” was arrested in Cleveland, Ohio, on 
a charge of forgery, given a hearing and bound over to the 
grand jury to await trial. “Trixie,” as she was known, forged 
the name of a depositor to checks, which she passed on a 
member bank, who notified our detective agents. When ar- 
rested, “Trixie” admitted the forgery. 


MAIL THIEF APPREHENDED 


RALPH EISENMAN, 18 years of age, was arrested by 
our detective agents at Cleveland, Ohio, on January 30, 1919, 
on a charge of forgery, and turned over to the Federal author- 
ities, who arraigned him on a charge of mail box thefts. He 
was given a hearing and is now being held under $1000 bail, 
awaiting trial. On December 15, 1918, the Diamond Match 
Co., of Chicago, Ill., forwarded by mail a check to one of their 
salesmen at Cleveland, Ohio, who, after several days, reported 
that he had not received the check. The Diamond Match Co. 
then discovered that the check had been returned to them 
bearing an endorsement which later proved to be a forgery. 
The bank that cashed the check immediately notified our de- 
tective agents in Cleveland, and after a several days’ investi- 
gation Eisenman was taken into custody. He admitted that 
he stole the letter with the check, forged the indorsement, and 
an associate of his had it cashed. Eisenman also admitted 
the theft of other mail and the passing of forged checks in 
Youngstown, Ohio. Our detective agents are now making an 
effort to locate the associate of Eisenman and cause his arrest. 


GUSTAVO ESTRADA 


GUSTAVO ESTRADA. A member bank of Philadelphia, 
Pa., has sustained a small loss through the operations of 
Estrada, who was a student in a dental college owned by a 


customer of theirs. Estrada was successful in stealing one of 
his principal’s checks, and forged this individual’s signature 
on same. He presented it to the bank, and, inasmuch as the 
forgery was very clever, he did not experience any difficulty 
in securing the funds it represented. This man was reported 
to our detective agents, who, after a short investigation, were 
successful in locating him and causing his arrest. Following 
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the arrest a complete confession was secured. Estrada is 
described as 25 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 115 pounds, 
slender build, sallow complexion, dark blue eyes, black curly 
hair, heavy dark beard; and of nervous disposition. 


OTIS FOREMAN 


OTIS FOREMAN (true name) (Colored). Through 
paying upon numerous checks payable to this individual under 
various aliases, a member bank of Baltimore, Md., has sus- 
tained a loss. Our detective agents upon investigating this 
case, placed the responsibility upon Foreman, at one time a 
former employee of the customer whose signature was forged. 
After going into this investigation very thoroughly, and inter- 
viewing the numerous people to whom the forged checks in 
question had been presented, it was finally learned that this 
operator had beeri arrested several days previous, and was, on 
the day before the investigation was taken up, sentenced to 
serve a two years term in the Maryland State Penitentiary on 
a charge of forgery. Following out this lead, our agents took 
immediate steps to have the man in the state penitentiary 
identified, and in this they were successful. Detainer warrants 
have been lodged, and will be served as soon as he has com- 
pleted the sentence he is now serving. During this individual’s 
operations, he has used the aliases of Isaiah- Foreman, Oscar 
G. Palmer, Arthur Wright, Oscar Palmer, and Otto Farmer. 


CHARLES GEBUINER 


CHARLES GEBUINER. On December 6, 1918, a member 
bank of Long Beach, Cal., reported to our detective agents 
that they had suffered a loss due to cashing a worthless draft 
for one Charles Gebuiner. Upon investigating this matter our 
agents located Gebuiner in an insane asylum at Los Angeles, 
and learned that he had been arrested for having passed other 
worthless checks. The Commission decided that he was not 
insane, and January 15, 1919, was set as the date of his 
trial. The California Bankers Association co-operated with 
this Association in financing the investigation. 

HARRY GOODLOE. An article relative to this man’s 
raised check operation was published in the September, 1918, 
JOURNAL Supplement, he having defrauded a bank of Downey, 
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Cal. On January 14, 1919, our detective agents at Los Angeles 
ascertained that Goodloe had just started work on a ranch at 
La Verne, Cal. This mformation was supplied to the con- 
stable at Pamona, Cal., who proceeded to the ranch and placed 
Goodloe under arrest. He was returned to Downey, Cal., given 
a preliminary hearing on January 24, and held for the Supe- 
rior Court. Goodloe admitted his guilt, and will doubtless 
plead guilty. The cost of the investigation was prorated 
between the California Bankers Association and this Associa- 
tion. 


JOHN GILES, JR. A Tellico Plains, Tenn., member bank 
recently sustained a loss due primarily to an Atlanta broker 
addressing a letter containing a check to Tellico Plains instead 
of Euchee, Tenn., and secondly, to the unscrupulousness of a 
man in Tellico Plains bearing a name similar to the party 
to whom the letter was addressed. The bank cashed the check 
when it was presented for payment, bearing a forged indorse- 
ment. Our special representative at Atlanta, Ga., was notified, 
and after two days’ investigation was able to ascertain that 
John Giles, Jr., was the guilty party. Following an identi- 
fication by the paying teller of the bank, this man was placed 
under arrest. Later, he made a complete confession. The 


disposition of his case is given elsewhere in this issue. 


DAVID HAAS, using the name of W. G. Smith, caused 
a Chicago, Ill., member bank to suffer a small loss on a check 
bearing a forged indorsement. He also defrauded numerous 
merchants and individuals in Chicago by means of worthless 
checks. On February 1, 1919, Haas was arrested by the local 
police and is now being held awaiting trial. He was arrested 
and convicted on similar charges in 1903, 1910 and 1914. 
Among his aliases are the following: W. D. Hoffman, W. A. 
Huber, C. A. Schaeffer and C. C. Mason. He is 61 years of 
age, 5 feet 5 inches, 150 pounds; has a florid complexion. 


MRS. R. C. HARDY. At the time H. H. Colwell was 
arrested, charged with defrauding a Plainview, Texas, member 
bank by means of forged checks, Mrs. R. C. Hardy was also 
taken into custody. The disposition of her case is given else- 
where in this issue. 


MRS. GROVER HOOVLER, who used the name of Alice 
Homer, an account of whose operations appeared in the 
JourNAL Supplement for October, 1918, was arrested on 
December 9, 1918, by one of the representatives of our detec- 
tive agents and the sheriff of Mercer County, Pa. Mrs. 
Hoovler was accused of defrauding a member bank at Fre- 
donia, Pa. Shortly after her arrest, she made a complete 
confession. She is described as 19 years of age, 5 feet 1 inch, 
110 pounds, slender build, sallow complexion, dark brown 
eyes, light brown hair; has high forehead, full face and badly 
kept teeth. 


JAMES HOWD, alias Howard Howd, alias Howard Barr. 
By depositing in a Grand Junction, Colo., member bank a 
worthless check drawn on a Utah bank, this operator suc- 
ceeded in overdrawing his account and causing the bank to 
sustain a loss. James Howd’s arrest was effected by the 
Calgary, Can., authorities, and he has been returned : to 
Moab, Utah, for trial, he having also passed a worthless check 
in that city. 


HARRY JONES, alias J, B. King, ete. (Negro.) Denver 
and vicinity for some time past has been flooded with small 
checks drawn on a local bank. This matter was reported to 
our detective agents, and after a two-day investigation they 
were finally successful in causing the arrest of the operator 
and securing a confession from him. ‘Throughout this man’s 
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operations he used the following aliases: Frank Jones, alias 
G. H. Riley, alias Frank Johnson, alias J. B. Banks, alias 
George Brair, alias O. E. Olinger, alias George Glenn, alias 
C. S. Lambie, alias Eddie Watson, alias Richard Reeves, alias 
Jim Thomas, alias James Brown, alias J. B. Riley. He is 
deseribed as 27 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 140 pounds, 
slender build, dark complexion, dark eyes, black, coarse hair. 


H. E. KELLER was recently arrested in Cleveland, Ohio, 
on an insanity warrant, but later it developed that he was a 
drug fiend. Inasmuch as he had defrauded member banks of 
Cleveland, Canton and Youngstown, Ohio, by means of bogus 
checks, he was then arrested on a charge of forgery. He is 
now being held for the grand jury. Keller is described as 
being 37 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 150 pounds, slender 
build, sallow complexion, blue-gray eyes, brown hair streaked 
with gray. 


D. R. KELLY. Through an introduction at a member 
bank of Houston, Texas, Kelly, a negro, has caused that in- 
stitution to sustain a small loss when he secured funds on 
a bogus check. Kelly appeared at the bank in company with 
a local negro who was well known by the bank officials, and 
they accepted the introduction as sufficient identification to 
honor the check. Upon discovering that they had been de- 
frauded, this matter was reported to our detective agents and 
they, shortly afterward, located and effected the arrest of 
Kelly. 


B. KING, alias J. L. Wollon. A member bank located in 
New York City sustained a loss of considerable size through 
paying funds on a withdrawal slip to a man who claimed to 
be their depositor. At the time King presented this with- 
drawal slip at the bank he represented himself to be J. L. 
Wollon, a depositor of the bank, and was dressed in the uni- 
form of a sailor of the United States Navy. Due to the fact 
that the presenter had stolen the pass-book, he was naturally 
able to answer the various questions that were put to him 
by the paying teller at the bank, and thereby succeeded in 
throwing the teller off his guard. Several hours aftet paying 
on this order, they were called upon by the real customer, who 
advised them that his bank book had been stolen. This 
matter was reported to our detective agents, who immediately 
took up ‘the search, and after one day’s investigation were suc- 
cessful in placing the blame upon a sailor who was assigned 
to a navy tug. Following the locating of this suspect, the 
necessary steps were taken for identification, which were suc- 
cessful, and after lengthy questioning a complete confession 
was obtained from the man, and practically all the funds 
recovered. During the investigation our detective agents 
received the full co-operation of agents of the Naval Intelli- 
gence Department. At the present time this operator is being 
held by the government for prosecution. 


L. MACKINTOSH, alias T. E. Mackintosh. This indi- 
vidual, following his separation from his wife, was unable to 
discontinue the practice of signing her name to checks, which 
eventually caused him considerable difficulty and also caused 
a member bank of San Francisco, Cal., to sustain a small 
loss. The matter was reported to the California Bankers 
Association, and also to this department, and an investigation 
was made by our agents, who were successful in locating 
Mackintosh at Taft, Cal., where his arrest was effected. He 
has since been returned to Fresno, Cal., on a bogus check 
charge, and was successful in settling up that matter. He 
is now in the hands of the San Francisco authorities who 
are holding him on the bank charge. Mackintosh is described

as 44 years of age, 5 feet 8 inches, 205 pounds, dark chestnut 
hair, medium ruddy complexion, dark brown eyes. 

The California Bankers Association are pro-rating the 
expense with this Association. 


JOHN MANURA, while engaged as an employee of a 
tailoring establishment located in Oakland, Cal., stole from 
his employer several blank checks, and forged this man’s signa- 
ture on same. He presented one of the checks at a local bank, 
and in honoring it consequently sustained a loss. This 
matter was reported to the California Bankers Association 
and also to our San Francisco Detective Agents, who imme- 
diately placed the affair under investigation. After several 
days’. work Manura was finally located, identified, and his 
arrest effected. The California Bankers Association co- 
operated in defraying the expenses of the investigation in 
question. Manura is described as.50 years of age, 5 feet 7 
inches, 140 pounds, medium build, gray hair and_ stoop- 
shouldered. 


QUICK WORK 


Paroled check worker apprehended, sentenced and taken 
to Prison on same day 


CHARLES MILLER. Through the activities of our local 
detective agents, Charles Miller is now serving a sentence at 
Sing Sing Prison for a crime of forgery perpetrated against 
a local member bank. Miller, for some time past, has been 
causing the authorities at Poughkeepsie, N. Y., considerable 
trouble, and has always been successful in evading any 
charge that the authorities brought against him, which con- 
sequently handicapped any criminal prosecution against him. 
While ‘awaiting trial at Poughkeepsie on a minor charge, 
Miller came into possession of data concerning an account 
held in a New York City bank under a name similar to his, 
and grasping the opportunity, he wrote a letter to the inter- 
ested bank requesting them to close out his account and send 
the funds to him. This crime, as it is seen, was committed 
while he was in jail, which made matters easy for our agents 
in causing his apprehension, following the discovery of the 
crime, which did not occur until several weeks afterward. In 
the meanwhile, Miller had been tried on the minor charge, 
and had been released on five years’ probation. Our detective 
agents, upon learning the facts of the case, communicated 
with the prosecuting attorney of Duchess County, who imme- 
diately issued a bench warrant for the arrest of Miller, and 
placed same in the hands.of our agents. On the following 
day Miller was located in New York City and held awaiting 
the arrival of the Poughkeepsie authorities. They proceeded 
direct to New York, returned him to Poughkeepsie, arraigned 
him that day, and the judge immediately sentenced him for 
violation of his parole. The outcome of this trial may be 
found in an article appearing elsewhere in this issue. 


WALTER B. MITCHELL. Due to the fact that Mitchell 
was acquainted with’an official of a member bank located in 
New York City, he was successful in securing funds on a check 
drawn on the New Jersey Title Guarantee & Trust Company, 
which bore the signature of his mother, and which eventually 
was returned as a forgery. Upon discovering that he had 
been used to advantage, the official of this institution re- 
ported the matter to our detective agents, and they imme- 
diately took up the investigation. While engaged upon this 
investigation, and having only worked a few hours, the oper- 
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ator in question was apprehended by other interested parties 
who were searching for him for a crime committed in the 
state of California. Mitchell has used many aliases, among 
them Gordon Meredith, alias W. E. Sutton, alias Monteigh, 
and others. He has had a very checkered career, and so far 
has been very successful in not answering for his escapades. 
In every instance he has forged the name of his mother to 
checks which, heretofore, have always been settled by her. 
However, he has been successful in wrecking his mother’s 
finances, and she has decided to refrain from going to his aid, 
and will let the law take its course. Would Mitchell confine 
himself to a legitimate trade he would make a success as a 
moving picture actor and, in fact, has had considerable ex- 


perience along that line. 


JOHN WILLIAM MOOK, alias William Henderson, alias 
Ralph C. Battin, alias Billy Mitchell, a former sergeant in 
the Marine Corps, has been arrested for forgery. In an article 
appearing in the JouRNAL Supplement for January, 1919, we 
published the details concerning the activities of this indi- 
vidual, in causing a member bank of New London, Conn., to 
sustain a loss. At the same time we reproduced his photo- 
graph. Following the reporting of this case to our detective 
agents, they were actively engaged in tracing this man’s 
movements, and finally ascertained that the authorities at 
Denver, Colo., had arrested a man by the name of Ralph C. 
Battin, and looking into this matter they were able to make 
an identification. The New London authorities were imme- 
diately notified of this arrest, and the necessary steps have 
been taken to have Mook returned to that point to stand 
trial. 


SYDNEY H. NEWSTAD and WALTER W. MONK have 
successfully perpetrated frauds against member banks in 
Philadelphia, Pa., and Paterson, N. J., and also attempted to 
defraud a New Brunswick, N. J., bank. These operators are 
deserters, one being a former member of the Marine Corps 
and the other a sailor. Following their desertion they began 
to issue checks drawn on the paper of the Greenwich Trust 
Co., Greenwich, Conn. On February 4, while endeavoring to 
secure funds from a member bank of New Brunswick, their 
actions were suspected and their arrest followed. Our agents 
were immediately notified, and steps were taken to identify 
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them. After a short investigation it was learned that they 
were deserters and that they had defrauded bankers in other 
cities as mentioned above. At the present time they are 
being held by the New Brunswick authorities awaiting the 
arrival of officers from Paterson, N. J., at which point they 
will be returned for trial. 


CARRIE PROCTOR. During December, 1918, a Balti- 
more, Md., member bank reported to our detective agents in 
that city that they had sustained a loss on a check payable 
to Charles Johnson, which check bore a forged signature of 
one of their depositors. Following an investigation, Carrie 
Proctor, a negress, was arrested. At first she disclaimed all 
knowledge as to who had written the check, claiming it had 
simply been given to her to cash. Finally she made a com- 
plete confession. The disposition of her case is given else- 
where in this issue. 


GEORGE J. RHEUBAN. Due to paying a check which 
bore the supposed signature of their customer, a member bank 
of Boston has sustained a loss of considerable size. The check 
used in the transaction was one that had been received by 
George Rheuban in payment of claims originating from a 
suit which he had brought for damages, and was intended 
jointly for himself and wife, consequently making it necessary 
for both to indorse it. Rheuban forged his wife’s indorsesment 
to this check, and after securing the funds on same, deserted 
her and his two children. This matter was referred to the 
Boston representative of our detective agents, who, after a 
short delay, ascertained that Rheuban was connecting at a 
certain address in New York City. This information was 
supplied to our local authorities, who took the necessary action 
and were successful in locating and causing the apprehension 
of Rheuban, who was eventually returned to Boston. At the 
present time he is awaiting trial. 


WALTER SMITH was successful in causing a member 
bank of Mayfield, Cal., to sustain a small loss through paying 
upon several checks which bore the forged signature of Smith’s 
employer. This operator was a ranch hand, and after receiv- 
ing his pay checks, he forged his employer’s signature to 
several of them, and secured the funds on them from the 
interested bank. This matter was referred to the California 
Bankers Association and this Association, who co-operated with 
one another in defraying the expenses of our detective agents 
who were assigned to the case. After an extensive investiga- 
tion, Smith was located at Boise, Idaho, and through informa- 
tion supplied by our detective agents, his arrest was effected 
by the local authorities. He has since been returned to 
Mayfield, and tried for his crime, the outcome of which may 
be found elsewhere in this issue. 


HERMAN SHIPLEY. We are once again able to report 
the arrest of Shipley, and trust that this time the authorities 
will be successful in holding him in bonds. By referring to 
articles appearing in the September, 1918, JourNAL Supple- 
ment, there will be found the details concerning the arrest 
and subsequent escape of Shipley. Following his escape from 
the Federal authorities, Shipley again became very active in 
flooding the country with bogus certified checks drawn on 
the Cedar County State Bank, Tipton, Iowa. By degrees, he 
worked his way East, and finally was arrested through infor- 
mation supplied by Sheriff Barclay of Tipton, Iowa, in whose 
custody he is now being held, awaiting the arrival of the 
Federal authorities, who are very anxious to try him for his 
desertion and other misdeeds. Throughout the investigation, 
the California Bankers Association prorated the expenses. 
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OIL MAGNATE ARRESTED 


Impostor, who claims to be able to locate oil by a mechanical 
device, apprehended in West Virginia 


D. SUPPLEE. Various bankers and individuals in the 
states of Oklahoma, Pennsylvania and West Virginia will be 
pleased to learn that this operator is at the present time in 
the custody of the Sistersville, W. Va., authorities, awaiting 
extradition to Oklahoma. Supplee has been very successful 
in securing funds by means of bogus checks. His usual opera- 
tion was to appear in some locality that had oil producing 
wells and represent himself as a prominent oil man with many 
leases to his credit. During his negotiations he would exhibit 
a mechanical device by which he claimed he was able to locate 
oil-bearing property. After gaining the confidence of his in- 
tended victim he would present a check drawn on some out-of- 
town bank and usually experienced no difficulty in securing 
the funds the check called for. After operating in the state 
of Oklahoma he married a young lady of Wichita, Kans. 
They proceeded to Pennsylvania, where he. operated along 
similar lines, and then to West Virginia. While attempting 
to operate in Sistersville, a representative of the local bank 
became suspicious of Supplee’s activities, so had him held for 
investigation, and notified our detective agents at Pittsburgh. 


Immediate steps were taken to have Supplee held for the 


Ardmore, Okla., authorities. Upon notifying the many victims 
of this individual they have all taken steps to lodge detainer 
warrants with the Oklahoma authorities. so as to aid in the 
prosecution. 

DAVID WEISS is at the present time under arrest in 
New York City, awaiting trial on a charge of being implicated 
in the theft of several thousand dollars worth of Liberty Bonds 
from a local bank. At the time of Weiss’ arrest, he had in 
his possession several of these stolen bonds, and was offering 
them for sale in the offices of a broker. The broker in question, 
having been warned of the theft of these bonds, and having 
the numbers in his possession, detained the operator under a 
pretext until the proper authorities could be notified. Weiss 
is described as 26 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches tall, 125 pounds, 
thin build, sallow complexion, dark chestnut hair, dark eyes, 
large Jewish nose, thin rat-shaped face, large ears. 

VINCENT ZANCA, a young employee of a customer of 
a member bank in New Orleans, La., was arrested by our de- 
tective agents following an attempt to defraud that member. 
After being arrested, Zanca confessed to cashing other checks 
which bore the forged signature of his employer. The outcome 
of his trial may be found elsewhere in this issue. He is 
described as 14 years of age, 4 feet tall, 74 pounds, chunky 
build, dark complexion, dark hair, and dark eyes. 


REMOVED 


W. M. ANDERSON, of whom mention has been made in 
previous JouRNAL Supplements relative to his operation with 
bogus checks against a member bank at Wichita Falls, Texas, 
and who at that time was a temporary second lieutenant of 
the 19th Infantry, U. S. A., stationed at Ft. Crockett, Texas, 
and who was placed under arrest by the military authorities 
for various violations of the Articles of War, was tried by a 
General Court Martial at Ft. Sam Houston, Texas, on May 8, 
1918. He entered a plea of guilty and was sentenced to be 
dismissed from the service and confined at hard labor for a 
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period of three years. Said sentence was on July 24, 1918, 
approved and duly executed, the operator being placed in 
confinement at the United States Penitentiary, Leavenworth, 
Kans. 


LAWRENCE J. BURCH who, in company with Miles B. 
Confer, defrauded member banks in the Pacific states by 
means of worthless checks, was found guilty by court-martial 
of conspiracy, desertion, assaulting a guard, and escaping 
from confinement. He was sentenced to life imprisonment 
and will be committed to the Disciplinary Barracks at Al- 
catraz, Cal. Inasmuch as this man will never be tried on a 
bank charge, we are removing his name from the awaiting 
trial list and carrying this as a conviction. 


OTTO BURGER was released on December 14, 1918. 


ROY CHURCHILL effected his escape from the military 
prison at Fort Bliss, Texas, on January 28, 1919. Following 
his return to Sacramento, Cal., on a charge of forgery, 
Churchill was turned over to the military authorities and sent 
to Fort Bliss to await trial by court-martial. This operator 
is now a fugitive from justice, being wanted by the Federal 
authorities, and he is also wanted on several bank charges. 
We wish again to call our members’ attention to the article 
relative to this individual published on page 75 of the No- 
vember, 1918, JourNAL Supplement, which gives details as 
to his mode of operation. We feel confident this man will 
resume operations. Be ready for him, should he choose your 
bank as one of his prospective victims! A photograph of 
Roy Churchill is published on page 119 of the February, 1919, 
JOURNAL Supplement. 


JERRY COLLINS entered a plea of guilty to the charge 
of forgery in the third degree on December 30, 1918, in St. 
Louis, Mo., and was sentenced to 1 year in the City Work- 
house. However, on January 3, 1919, he was paroled. 


H. H. COLWELL, who, it was alleged, defrauded a 
Plainview, Texas, member bank, was recently acquitted of the 
charge of forgery. 


MILES B.-.CONFER, companion of Lawrence J. Burch, 
was also found guilty of conspiracy, desertion, assaulting a 
guard and escaping from confinement, and was sentenced to 
life imprisonment. Since this man will never be tried on a 
bank charge, we are removing his name from the awaiting 
trial list and carrying this as a conviction. 


R. K. DANIEL. Following Daniel’s arrest at Omar, W. 
Va., on a charge of defrauding an Atlantic City, N. J., 
member bank by means of bogus checks, the county author- 
ities refused to return him to New Jersey, and he was 
permitted to make restitution, being released from custody. 


OTIS FOREMAN (Colored). Following this individual’s 
arrest and conviction on a charge of forgery, he was sentenced 
to serve a term of two years in the Maryland State Peniten- 
tiary, Baltimore, Md. Inasmuch as it would be necessary 
for us to carry this man’s name in our waiting trial list for 
two years, before any action could be taken on the present 
case, and due to the fact that no action will be taken until he 
is released, we are removing his name from the awaiting trial 
list and are carrying this as a conviction. 

SAMUEL FRANK, arrested in connection with a sneak 


theft in Philadelphia, Pa., has been released due to insuffi- 
cient evidence to convict. : 


C. L. GALT was sentenced in New Haven, Conn., on July 
16, 1918, to serve not less than 2 nor more than 4 years in the 
Connecticut State Prison at Wethersfield, Conn. 
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CHARLES GEBUINER. After being held in the County 
Jail for some little time, it became more apparent that this 
man was deranged; he was therefore returned to the Psycho- 
pathic Ward of the County Hospital for observation. On 
January 17, 1919, he was given a hearing, adjudged insane, 
and sent to the institution for the insane at Norwalk, Cal. 

JOHN GILES, JR., was released from custody. 

V. R. GOBLE, arrested in connection with forged notes 
cashed at Concordia, Mo., has been released due to lack of 
evidence. 

SAM GORE, who was being held on charges of forgery 
at the Cotton County, Okla., jail, effected his escape from 
that institution on January 27, 1919, and is now a-fugitive 
from justice. 

JOSEPH GRASSEL, whose operations are reported on 
page 106 of the January, 1919, JourNAL Supplement, pleaded 
guilty to the crime of forgery and was sentenced to the State 
Reformatory at St. Cloud, Minn., for from 1 to 5 years. 

MRS. R. C. HARDY was found guilty of forgery at 
Plainview, Texas, and sentenced on February 14, 1918, to 
serve 2 years at the State Penitentiary, Huntsville, Texas. 

MRS. GROVER HOOVLER, alias Alice Homer, an account 
of whose arrest appears upon another page of this issue, 
pleaded guilty at Mercer, Pa., to a charge of forgery, and was 
sentenced to serve not less than 1 year nor more than 18 
months in Mercer County Jail. 

JAMES HORVATH was convicted on a charge of forgery 
in Berkeley County, W. Va., and sentenced to 5 years in the 
State Penitentiary, Moundsville, W. Va. : 

HARRY HOWELLS, whose name has appeared in the 


waiting trial list for some time, was sentenced September 20, 
1918, to serve from 2 to 4 years in the Wyoming State Peni- 
tentiary. 

W. T. JOYNER, charged with forgery at Eldora, Iowa, 
has been released due to lack of evidence to convict. 


H. E. KELLER of whom mention has been made else- 
where in this issue, was found guilty on a charge of forgery 
on February 14, 1919, and sentenced to an indeterminate 
term in the Ohio Penitentiary, Columbus, Ohio. 


J. H. KRATZAR pleaded guilty to a charge of disposing 
of mortgaged property, and was sentenced to serve from 3 to 
6 years at the State Penitentiary, Deer Lodge, Mont. 

JOHN A. LOGAN, of whom mention has been made in 
previous JOURNAL Supplements as having defrauded a member 
bank at Dallas, Texas, was tried, convicted, and sentenced to 
serve two years each on three charges, at the State Peniten- 
tiary, Huntsville, Texas, where he is now confined. 


M. M. MANNING, alias B. L. Richardson, of whom 
mention has been made in previous JouURNAL Supplements, has 
been released, as the Grand Jury, having his case under consid- 
eration, failed to find a true bill. 

J. A. MeCLANAHAN, arrested in connection with forged 
notes cashed at Concordia, Mo., has been released due to lack 
of evidence. 

ELMER M. McDONALD was convicted in Newark, N. J., 
on three charges of forgery and uttering, and was sentenced 
on May 27, 1918, to 18 months in the Essex County Peniten- 
tiary on each conviction, to run concurrently. 

M. F. MECAR, who was arrested for a mortgage swindle 


in Manitou, Colo., was on February 5, 1919, sentenced to serve 
from 4 to 6 years in the Colorado State Penitentiary. 
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CHARLES MILLER has been sentenced to serve an inde- 
terminate sentence at Sing Sing Prison for a term of not less 
than 5 years nor more than 7 years. This Miller was arrested 
on a forgery charge while on probation on a similar charge, 
and following his arrest, after he had violated his parole, the 
above sentence was imposed on him. 

WILLIAM MITCHELL, who held up a Taylor, Mo., 
member! bank on January 2, 1918, and was arrested the same 
day, pléaded guilty on February 6, 1919, and was sentenced 
to 5 years in the State Penitentiary, Jefferson City, Mo. 

T. A. PACKER was permitted to make restitution on a 
local charge at Pottsville, Pa., and released from custody. 
This step was taken without the knowledge of our detective 
agents who are again endeavoring to cause Packer’s arrest. 

JOHN H. PAIGE, who defrauded a member bank at Fern- 
dale, Wash., in October, 1918, pleaded guilty to a charge of 
forgery, second degree, at Bellingham, Wash., on November 15, 
1918, and was fined $650 and costs, $17.50. The court directed 
that Paige stand committed to the County Jail, at the County 
Farm, at hard labor, until said fine and costs be paid at the 
rate of $3 per day. He is now confined at the County Jail. 

CARRIE PROCTOR. Due to peculiar circumstances sur- 
rounding this case she was given her liberty. 

MILDRED PRUITT, alias Mildred Pritchett. The 
gery case against this young lady was dismissed at request of 
the prosecuting authorities, Spokane, Wash., on account of 
lack of evidence. 

STEPHEN D. RICHARDSON, alias Leon J. Crocker, 
alias Frank O’Brien, who issued numerous bogus checks in the 
New England states prior to his arrest, has been sentenced to 
serve 18 months in the House of Correction, Boston, Mass. 

WM. RYAN, articles relative to whom appeared in the 
January and June, 1918, JourNAL Supplements, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of forgery in Chicago, Ill., during June, 
1918, and received an indeterminate sentence of from 1 to 
10 years in the Illinois State Penitentiary, Joliet, Ill. He 
was taken to the penitentiary on July 10, 1918. 

MRS, ETHEL M. SCOTT, who was arrested at Red- 
lands, Cal., has been returned to Eugene, Ore., for trial. On 
December 18, 1919, she entered a plea of guilty and was 
sentenced to the Oregon State Penitentiary, Salem, Ore., for a 
term of 1 to 3 years. 

RUSSELL SMITH, who defrauded a member bank of 
Gassaway, W. Va., was found guilty and sentenced to the 
Reform School for an indeterminate period. 

WALTER SMITH. On January 7 Smith entered a plea 
of guilty to the charge of forgery, and was placed under one 
year’s probation. 

BERT HOWELL STEADMAN pleaded guilty to a charge 
of forgery and uttering and was sentenced to 1 year in the 
Virginia State Penitentiary. On account of Steadman’s family 
this sentence was suspended. 

D. A. STEWART, of whom mention has been made in 
previous JouRNAL Supplements as having defrauded a mem- 
ber bank at Burkburnett, Texas, has been released. 

E. W. WALTER, a forger, was arraigned in Criminal 
Court at Cleveland, Ohio, given an indeterminate term in the 
Ohio State Reformatory, and released on parole. 

WILLIE YOUNG, negro, who was arrested at Columbus, 
N. Mex., for operating with worthless checks, was recently 
tried hy the military authorities at that point and sentenced 
to 5 years in the Federal Penitentiary, Ft. Leavenworth,

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VINCENT ZANCA. Following the arrest of Vincent 
Zanca on a charge of forgery, he was sentenced to a school 
for children, and was confined at that institution. After being 
there for several days, arrangements were made with the 
Judge whereby he was to be released during a period of good 
behavior, and his parents were to give bonds for his actions.

1. Upon receipt of notification by the General Secretary, Five Nassau Street, New York City, or the nearest 
office or correspondent of the William J. Burns International Detective Agency, Inc., of an attempted or successful 
perpetration of fraud or crime upon a member of this Association in its banking rooms, or in the rooms of such 
branches as are members, either by forgery, check-raising, worthless or bogus checks, swindle, sneak theft, robbery, 
hold-up or burglary therein, the committee will at once use its best efforts to apprehend the criminal. No action, 
however, will be taken unless immediate notice is given, and a case once committed to the Association 
cannot be taken out of its hands nor the offense condoned or compromised. If for any reason what- 
soever no prosecution takes place when the member is in a legal position to aid in the prosecution, and fails to 
do so, such member shall reimburse the Association for all expenses incurred in connection with the case reported. 


2. In reporting cases the member agrees to swear out a warrant for the criminal concerned when his identity 
has been determined: or a John Doe warrant at once in states where permitted. The committee relentlessly 
pursues both amateur and professional criminals in cases of attempted or successful fraud or crime upon members 
of the Association, but cannot take cognizance of such offenses where perpetrated upon others than members, 
or of so-called “‘inside jobs” where the offender is an officer or employee of a member. The committee relies 
upon the state, county or local authorities to arrange for the extradition and the payment of expense incident to 
the return of a prisoner. The committee will not pay witness fees, and will not be responsible for any expense 
incurred for protective work which has not been previously authorized.

Swindler finding many victims in the south with checks 
purporting to be issued by The Parker Pen Co. 
GEORGE S. FISH. The attention of our readers is called 
to the operations of a clever swindler, who is finding many 
victims among hotels and merchants, with a voucher check 
of his own get-up. We are reproducing a specimen of the 


check in question. At this writing, the information in our 
possession is very meager. Should this man call upon you, 
this department or Secretary George D. Bartlett, of the Wis- 
consin Bankers Association, should be notified. 


SWINDLER SEEKS GUARD POSITIONS 


Claims to be attendant for asylums, then defrauds banks 


WALTER B. LENT defrauded a bank member at Sykes- 
ville, Md., by means of a bogus check. This man, on Satur- 
day, February 15, 1919, came to the bank accompanied by a 
guard employed at the Springfield State Insane Asylum, 
Sykesville, Md., and gave the name of Walter B. Lent. Lent 
produced a pass-book on the Home Savings Bank of White 
Plains, N. Y., and asked for an advance of money or the 
accommodation of having a check cashed. He left his pass- 
book with the bank to make collection for him, they having 
refused to cash any check on the strength of his representa- 
tions. Later in the day Lent returned to the bank and re- 
quested they cash for him a check dated February 12, 1919, 


and drawn on a bank member at New Haven, Conn. This 
check was drawn to the order of Walter B. Lent and was 
signed James E. Bennett, M. D. This check the bank cashed. 
After having passed through the usual banking channels, it 
was returned marked “No account.” This man has at one 
time been a student at a medical college and is now going 
about the country obtaining positions at different institutions 
and private sanitariums as a guard. He claims New Orleans 
as his home and the residence of his father, who he says is a 
practicing physician in that city. Lent is described as 27 
years of age, young appearance, 5 feet 4 inches, 125 pounds, 
clean shaven, light hair, very dressy and neat in appearance, 
wears two rings on left hand; when last seen, wore dark 
clothes, gray mixed vest, blue felt hat. He has also used the 
name of James E. Bennett. 


ELIZA B. BALL. A member bank of Augusta, Ga., re- 
cently suffered a small loss by paying upon a bogus draft 
drawn against the supposed account of J. B. Ball of New 
Bern, N. C. This draft was returned ax bogus. Upon making 
an investigation, our special representative at Atlanta learned 
that this was the work of a woman recently released from 
the State Penitentiary. Upon advising the bank of the cir- 
cumstances concerning her previous operations and the con- 
dition of her health’ at this time, the bank decided that they 
would do nothing on this charge, but would give her one more 
chance. It is suggested, therefore, that banks in Georgia be 
on the watch for this woman, as she is apt to try her scheme 
‘again. She always uses the same name and method. She is 
described as 25 years of age, 5 feet 5 inches, 120 pounds, blue 
eyes, light hair, very freckled face. 

JAMES BARNES. A young man using this name de- 
frauded a member bank of Bristow, Okla., by forging the 
name of one of their depositors to a check on which he secured 
the funds. He is described as 19 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 
130 pounds, slender build, dark curly hair, blue eyes, wearing 
a wide-brimmed Texas hat. 


FRED BERGMAN, alias George E. Kelly, alias A. J. 
Powell, alias B. H. Manning. Member banks of New Orleans, 
La., have been defrauded by a very clever swindler, who has 
been forging the names of their customers to checks of varying 
amounts. In two instances, this criminal was able to secure 
the funds at the bank’s window from the paying teller and 
was also successful in cashing five checks at saloons and with 
merchants, which checks were deposited. The member banks 
then paid on them, thereby sustaining losses. This criminal 
is about 55 years of age, 6 feet tall, 165 pounds, slender build, 
fair complexion. sandy gray mixed hair, stubby gray mous- 
tache and roughly dressed. 

FRANK CLARK is the name used by a young man who 
applied for work at a farm near Bucyrus, Ohio. A few days 
later he requested payment for his time and was given a check 
in a small amount, which was cashed at a local saloon after it 
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was raised to $25.30, upon which a member bank sustained 
the loss. Our detective agents’ Cleveland representatives are 


now making an investigation in an effort to apprehend Clark. 


JAMES CLARK. One of the cleverest forgeries which 
has come to our notice in some time is that committed by a 
man using the name James Clark. Clark made his appearance 
in Kansas City about the middle of January, this year, and 
went to a hotel employment bureau to secure a position. He 
paid a fee for same and later changed his mind, and his fee 
was returned by the employment agent in the form of a check. 
He then forged the name of the employment agent to another 
check, making it payable to John Omar, and secured the 
money on same. Our detective agents ascertained that Clark, 
together with a woman posing as his wife, lived for a week 
or two at a local address. Shortly after leaving a member 
bank in Omaha, Neb., was defrauded by the same individual, 
who opened an account there with a worthless check. Clark 
is about 33 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches, 160 pounds, dark 
complexion, dark hair; wears a small, dark, Charlie Chaplin 
moustache. A specimen of Clark’s handwriting appears here- 


with. 


W. L. CONROY succeeded in defrauding a member bank 
of Tombstone, Ariz., by means of forged checks. He was 
hired as a laborer by a depositor of the interested bank and 
on being paid for labor by check succeeded in forging two 
others and obtaining the money on same. On leaving the em- 
ploy he also stole three blank checks on the Tonopah Corpora- 
tion at Tonopah, which he will no doubt attempt to cash at 
some member bank. He is described as follows: 40 years of 
age, about 5 feet 8 or 9 inches tall, 150 pounds, rather slender 
build, sandy complexion, light hair; last seen wearing rather 
shabby clothes, Mackinaw coat of dark stripe; smooth talker, 
well posted; may be hanging around reading-room or pool 
halls; worked as common laborer or machinist. 


J. ©. DICKSON defrauded a member bank in Duncan, 
Okla., recently by forging the name of a depositor of that 
bank. Dickson is described as about 25 years of age, 5 feet 
9 inches, 135 pounds, slender build, light hair, smooth shaven. 
Has the appearance of a laborer. 


L. H. EARLSTONE, alias J. C. Griffin, alias J. D. Rollins, 
alias Dick Burns, is passing forged checks on merchants in 
New Orleans, using for signatures on the checks any names 
which may come to his mind. The checks are drawn on two 
member banks. Earlstone’s mode of operation is to enter a 
store, principally men’s furnishing, make small purchases, and 
tender in payment small checks, obtaining the articles and 
change. He operated during February and again on March 
Ist. He was successful in defrauding several merchants; 
however, made no attempt to operate against banks. LEarl- 
stone is 25 years old, 5 feet 6 inches tall, 140 to 145 pounds, 
medium build, medium dark complexion, smooth shaven; 
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wore a light-brown suit, brown Alpine hat, dark tan Walk- 
over shoes. 

A. L. FIELD, who has been engaged in the cattle business 
in the West, defrauded a member of the Association in Pitts- 
burgh by means of two bogus checks. Field formerly con- 
ducted a ranch near Marmarth, N. Dak., and is reported to be 
well known at the Stock Yards in Chicago. A search for him 
is now being conducted by our detective agents. He is de- 
scribed as 45 years of age, 5 feet 10 inches, 160 pounds, me- 
dium build, sallow complexion, iron-gray hair, dark eyes and 
small gray mustache. A specimen of this operator’s hand- 
writing appears herewith.

PETER GREEN. The name of a depositor of a member 
bank of Pittsburgh was forged to a check of considerable size, 
sent by mail from Pittsburgh to a dealer in poultry at Cum- 
berland, Ohio. As the signature of the depositor was very 
closely imitated, the bank member cashed the check when it 
was presented for payment. An investigation made by our 
detective agents developed the fact that a man using the 
name of Peter Green mailed this check from Pittsburgh and 
received ten cases of poultry from the Cumberland dealer. 
This poultry was hauled from the station by a local express- 
man and was later taken from the place where it was stored 
by Green and an associate. Peter Green is described as 30 to 
35 years of age, 5 feet 8 inches, 165 pounds, medium build; 
dark hair and smooth shaven. 


CAROLINE HAMILTON. This individual opened an ac- 
count with a member bank of New Orleans, La., depositing 
a check payable to herself, drawn on the First & Peoples 
National Bank, Gallatin, Tenn., purporting to have been 
issued by James W. Hamilton. The bank accepted this check 
for a deposit, and through an oversight permitted her to draw 
on the item before same was collected; consequently, the 
bank has sustained a small loss, At this time the New 
Orleans representatives of our detective agents are endeavor- 
ing to cause her apprehension. She is described as 32 years 
of age, 5 feet 8 inches, 125 pounds, medium build, fair com- 
plexion, light-brown hair; very neat, well educated and re- 
fined.

SAM JOHNSON, alias M. R. Noble, was successful in 
securing funds from:a member bank located at Spanish Fork, 
Utah, on a check drawn on a bank located at Jerome, Idaho, 
which was in due. course returned as bogus. Johnson has 
left the vicinity, and is now wanted by the interested bank. 


LIZZIE A. KENT, alias Beth Jennings, alias Mrs. J. 
Jennings, defrauded a member bank of Santa Barbara, Cal., 
by tendering her pass-book on a Santa Paula, Cal., bank, to be 
held as security on drafts which she drew on the Santa Paula 
bank. It later developed that she had no funds on deposit 
in the Santa Paula bank, as she had drawn out the money 
before depositing the book. Our Los Angeles representatives 
have taken up this case for investigation, and the California 
Bankers Association is pro-rating in the expense of same. 
She is described as about 60 years of age, tall, very slender, 
148 pounds, dark eyes, wears dark navy blue suit and shirt- 
waists with large collars to match; shabby dresser and carries 
old black leather handbag. 
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D. K. LEWIS recently defrauded a customer of a non- 
member bank in Abilene, Kan., by means of a worthless check. 
Lewis is described as being about 45 to 50 years of age, 5 
feet 6 inches, 165 pounds, iron-gray hair, large gray-blue eyes. 
Claimed to be a ranchman and speaks with a southern accent. 
A specimen of Lewis’ signature is shown below. 


FRANK MILLER (true name J. A. Merrill) has been 
successful in causing a member bank of Vancouver, Wash., to 
sustain a small loss, they having paid upon his check at the 
time same was presented. Merrill, alias Miller, is described 
as 6 feet, 210 pounds, medium stout, light hair; has the

initials “J. M.” tattooed on right wrist, also woman’s head on 
other arm, together with a heart with a knife through it; 
has five gold teeth in the upper left jaw; railroad fireman by 
occupation. 

The Washington Bankers Association is pro-rating in the 
financing of this investigation. 


JOHN PEDROJA 


JOHN PEDROJA is wanted by a member bank in Mul- 
berry, Kan., for defrauding them by means of forged notes. 
A specimen of Pedroja’s handwriting appears herewith. He 
is about 42 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches, 170 to 180 pounds, 
very dark complexion, dark-brown eyes, black hair, slightly 
gray about the ears; wears 7 or 7% size hat. Pedroja is a 
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lawyer by profession, and while in Mulberry, Kan., engaged in 
the real estate business. A warrant is held at that place for 
his arrest. 


W. A. MURPHY, by securing a pay check which had been 
mailed to another W. A. Murphy, wrongly addressed by the 
company, has been successful in defrauding a member bank of 
Long Beach, Cal., he taking the check to the bank and secur- 
ing the money on same. No description of the man is avail- 
able. Our Los Angeles representatives, in making an investi- 
gation of the case, have so far been unable to obtain any leads 
as to the identity of the criminal. The California Bankers 
Association is pro-rating the cost of this investigation. 


W. B. SAUNDERS recently opened an account with a 
member bank in Olathe, Kan. About the same time this same 
individual, using the name of Walter Lowie, opened a savings 
account with a Kansas City, Kan., member. In each case 
Saunders, alias Lowie, returned in a few days with a certified 
check drawn on a non-member bank of Frontenac, Kan., on 
which he secured the funds. Our detective agents have been 
successful in locating a suspect, and are now arranging for an 
identification. 

A member bank at Ellington, Mo., is desirous of locating 
one WILLIE WILLIAMS, who sold mortgaged property dur- 
ing December, 1917, and January, 1918, and failed to apply 
the proceeds on a note which the bank holds, it being secured 
by chattel mortgage on the property sold. -Williams was last 
heard of in Oklahoma. He is described as follows: 40 years 
old, 5 feet 9 inches, 145 pounds, slender build, dark com- 
plexion, blue eyes, black hair, smooth shaven, thin face, sunken 
eyes, rough features. 


FREDERICK J. WINKOSKI, alias Frederick J. Shaffer, 
defrauded a member bank of Ellwood City, Pa., by means of a 
forged check. Winkoski, whose home is in Pittsburgh, is also 
wanted on the charge of having passed some bogus checks in 
Pittsburgh. He is described as 32 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches, 
170 pounds, good build, dark complexion, light-brown curly 
hair, blue eyes, smooth shaven; has full face, which is scarred 
with pock marks. A specimen of his handwriting appears 
herewith. 


GENERAL 
BANK HOLD-UP CAPTURED 


OWEN LETTERMAN. At noon on Monday, March 3, two 
men entered the Citizens Bank, Oak Park Branch, non-member 
American Bankers Association, Sacramento, Cal., by the side 


entrance. In front of one of the men now under arrest there 
walked a young man, carrying a suit-case. The manager saw 
these two men come in, but was taken by surprise when one 
of them commanded him to throw up his hands. Instead of 
complying with his request, the manager dropped behind the 
counter, and at the same time reached for his revolver. One 
of the hold-up men made-a dash for the side entrance, the 
bank employee firing several shots after him. The man carry- 
ing the suit-case was so frightened that he hid behind a pillar. 
The criminal who escaped from the bank ran down the street 
and finally was successful in effecting his escape. The remain- 
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ing man was arrested. He was Milton Fisher, a taxi-cab 
driver. He stated that the man who left the bank and who 
later developed to be Owen Letterman, had held up his taxi- 
cab and at the point of a gun made him accompany him on his 
mission. After investigating Fisher’s story he was released, 
and shortly afterwards Letterman was taken into custody on a 
charge of highway robbery, having been apprehended in the 
act of holding up a young woman while crossing through one 
of the city parks. Letterman acknowledges the park hold-up 
charge, but refuses to talk on the bank transaction, although 
he has been identified as being the man who escaped from 
that institution. Due to the strength of the highway robbery 
charge, he will not be tried on the bank charge. 


CHARLES BESSIE has defrauded several automobile ac- 
cessories establishments in St. Louis. Bessie bought an auto- 
mobile and quite a bit of auto supplies, paying for same with 
checks to which he had forged the name of his employers, 
who had really sent him to St. Louis from Freeburg, IIl., to 
purchase some automobile supplies. He was arrested at 
Quincy, Ill., March 4, with the automobile in his possession. 
His five forged checks total $1,761.40 He will be returned 
to St. Louis for prosecution. 


A. R. CAMPBELL, who issued worthless checks drawn on 
@ non-member bank of Bay City, Mich., was arrested by a 
representative of our detective agents and the Canton, Ohio, 
police. He was returned to Cleveland, and after being tried, 
was fined $25 costs and sentenced to thirty days. This fine 
and sentence was immediately suspended. 


LESTER MERRILL, a sign painter, secured employment 
at his trade in Everett, Wash., and while thus employed stole 


six form checks from his employers. He then forged the 
employers’ name and cashed the checks at local merchants, 
purchasing mérchandise and receiving the balance in cash, all 
being cashed on Saturday, February 15, while his employer 
was out of town. The forgeries were discovered when the 
employer checked up his bank statement on March 1. Inas- 
much as the bank paid on these checks, they sustained the 
loss. This. investigation is being pro-rated by the Washington 
Bankers Association, and is being taken up by the Seattle 
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office of our detectitve agents at the request of the member 
bank defrauded. He is described as 25 to 30 years of age, 5 
feet 10 inches, 160 pounds, slender build, drooping shoulders, 
dark complexion, dark, almost black, hair; not very intelligent 
appearance; is a fancy roller skater and expert pool player. 


J. D. MORAN has caused a number of merchants at 
Everett, Wash., to sustain losses by their cashing his worthless 
checks in small amounts. To date, he has not operated against 
a member bank. His description is: Age, 34; 6 feet tall, 160 
pounds, slender build, light complexion, light-brown hair, blue 
eyes, smooth shaven beard; walks very erect; usually smokes 
cigarettes, with holder; is American, occupation stock sales- 
man. 

CHARLES McCANN, on March 8, 1919, entered the bank- 
ing rooms of a New Orleans member bank and advised the 
cashier that he was following electrical work and desired to 
open an account with them, depositing a sum in currency, 
which he claimed was for the purpose of paying his employees. 
In opening his account he gave his address as 448 Olive Street, 
St. Louis, Mo. Immediately upon being permitted to open 
the account McCann began making purchases of local mer- 
chants for various amounts ranging from $50 to $100. From 
two local merchants he purchased goods to the amount of $154 
on March 10 and 11, shortly after the bank doors were 
opened, McCann presented himself and withdrew his entire 
account, thus leaving the two merchants victims. McCann is 
described as follows: 73 years old, 5 feet 7 inches, 145 
pounds, medium build, fair complexion, gray hair, smooth 
shaven; wore a neat business suit and has the appearance of 
a business man. 


DANIEL McLAUGHLIN, alias J. C. Cooper. Using the 
name of J. C. Cooper, a depositor of a member bank located 
at McCurtain, Okla., McLaughlin has been successful in per- 
petrating a fraud against that bank. This matter has been 
reported to our detective agents, and they are at the present 
time making an investigation. To date this departiment has 
not received a description of the operator. 


FRANK C. NORWOOD. A man representing himself to 
be an official of a member bank at Frederick, Md., recently 
victimized a Baltimore jewelry firm by means of a forged 
check. This man, giving his name as Frank C. Norwood, ob- 
tained a watch from the above firm, giving a check drawn on 
the member bank at Frederick, Md. Norwood is described as 
about 65 years of age, 5 feet 10 inches, 140 pounds, smooth 
shaven, sharp features, very deep lines around mouth, ap- 
pearance of being a consumptive, wore dark clothes and dark 
felt hat. He is now operating in New York City. During his 
operations he has sometimes used the name of Jos. H. Parker. 


CHAS. A. NORRIS, alias Edwin B. Cooper, alias M. P. 
Wiel, whose right name is thought to be Hess, has just finished 
a fast trip around the United States which culminated in his 
arrest at Oakland, Cal., by local authorities on February 11, 
1919. During this trip Hess defrauded the large hotels in 
every city at which he stopped, as far as we can learn. He 
first came to our attention when he was reported to our 
detective agents by a member bank in Kansas City, Mo., on 
January 20, 1919, when they exhibited a check purporting to 
have been issued by North-Mehornay Furniture Co., of Kansas 
City, Mo., which had been cashed by a hotel in Milwaukee, 
Wis. The operator had these checks printed in the form of a 
voucher check, they purporting to have been issued for his 
salary and expenses as a traveling representative for the furni- 
ture company. However, in having these checks printed, the 
swindler misspelled the name Mehornay. About the same 
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time two other checks made their appearance from Minne- 
apolis, Minn., which had been cashed by hotels at that place, 
and from that time until the arrest, checks came in almost 
daily. From Milwaukee Hess went to Cincinnati, then south 
to New Orleans, to Houston, from there to Los Angeles and 
San Francisco, then evidently to Oakland. When he was 
arrested a new Stutz car was found in his possession. He 
was returned to San Francisco for prosecution. On February 
19 he jumped his bail and is now a fugitive from justice. We 
would request that member banks kindly communicate any 
information they may receive relative to this individual’s 
whereabouts to the nearest office of our detective agents. 


R. J. SCHAIBLY, alias Ralph Johnson, is using checks 
drawn on the Farmers State Bank, Lostant, Ill. These checks 
bear the forged signature of Schaibly’s uncle. Up to the 
present time we have not learned whether any member bank 
has sustained a loss by this man’s operations. However, banks 
should be on their guard against him. 


E. R. STEWART. A member bank in Monett, Mo., has 
reported to this department, being defrauded in a small 
amount by E. R. Stewart, who presented to them a check 
bearing the supposed signature of one of their customers. The 
data used in connection with this check was secured at the 
time the customer had her bank book and other securities 
stolen. In reporting this matter the bank failed to supply 
us with a description of Stewart. 


L. C. THOMPSON, a negro, succeeded in defrauding a 
member bank at Monroe, La., by forging the name of one of 
the bank’s depositors to a check. At this writing there is 
no description available of this operator. 


W. H. WEAVER is passing worthless checks on hotels in 
the south, and on January 20 defrauded a hotel in Winston- 
Salem, N. C. He is drawing checks on the Ivory Garter Co. of 
New Orleans. Weaver is 38 to 40 years old, about 5 feet 9 
inches, stocky build, smooth shaven, brown eyes, dark hair, 
short neck and a full round face; shoulders rather rounding, 
not square and erect.

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“CASH” CHECKS 


A member bank in St. Louis, Mo., reports that on Febru- 
ary 14, 1919, a boy about 12 years old presented a check drawn 
on another St. Louis member bank for a large sum, to which 
was attached a note requesting that they pay it in $10 and 


$20 bills. The bank recognized it as a forgery, and were 
advised by the boy that the man who asked him to get it 
cashed was waiting for the money down the street. By the 
time an employee of the bank and the boy reached the meeting 
place the man was gone. The same day a non-member bank 
in St. Louis had a like experience, only in that instance, the 
signature was not plain enough; consequently, they sent the 
check back by the boy. A local well-known criminal is sus- 
pected of these attempted frauds. He is described as follows: 
28 years old, 6 feet tall, 175 to 180 pounds, dark complexion, 
black hair, smooth shaven, wore dark suit and dark soft hat; 

prominent thin nose, long scar right side of head.

DALE JONES GANG ANNIHILATED 


This band of operators have been responsible for many 
bank hold-ups and train robberies, the Sugar Creek, 
Mo., bank hold-up being one they have to their credit 
Following a long, varied career of highway robbery, mur- 

der and numerous crimes, DALE JONES, alias Charles Forbes, 
and a woman supposed to be his common-law wife, using the 
.name of Margie C. Jones, were killed in a revolver battle 
with deputies from the sheriff’s office of Los Angeles County, 
at Arcadia, Cal., on November 19, 1918, the shots having been 
fired following an attempt to place them under arrest. Asso- 
ciated with Jones in his numerous crimes were Frank Lewis, 
Roscoe Lancaster, alias Black Lancaster, Roy Sherill and 
Earl King. To this gang is traced directly the hold-ups of 
several suburban banks of Kansas City, Mo., as well as the 
hold-up of a passenger train near Paola, Kan., on the night 
of July 10, 1918. EARL.KING, alias Knight, was arrested 
in St. Louis, Mo., through the efforts of post-office inspectors. 
ROY SHERILL was arrested on November 11, 1918, at Fort 
Scott, Kan., charged with train robbery. ROSCOE LAN- 
CASTER, alias Blackie, who is reported to have had a falling- 
out with Jones, was located at a rooming house in Kansas 
City by the local police, and on September 24, 1918, in a 
revolver battle with the police, he was killed. Jones and his 
followers had several pitched battles, with police authorities, 
one in Colorado Springs, Colo., on September 13, 1918, and at 
this time FRANK LEWIS was placed under arrest. They 
have all answered for their crimes and the outcome of their 
cases may be found elsewhere in this issue. 


HOTEL SNEAK IDENTIFIED AS FORGER 


Our detective agents effect the arrest of dangerous hotel 
thief, then identify him as much wanted forger 

A. PALMER, alias E. D. Mills. In November, 1917, a 
member bank of Los Angeles, Cal., sustained a loss through 
paying upon a check which bore the forged signature of one 
of their customers. Our detective agents, upon making an 
investigation shortly afterwards, arrested Palmer and from 
him secured a very plausible story concerning the fraudulent 
transaction. The bank at that time, in accordance with his 
story, permitted Palmer to enlist in the navy and did not push 
their charge against him. Palmer, in accordance with his 
promise to enlist, did so, but two weeks later deserted, and 
from that time on made a living by stealing valuables from 
many prominent hotels located on the Pacific Coast. Our 
detective agents were not notified of Palmer’s desertion, and 
consequently did not endeavor again to cause his apprehension. 
On the evening of March 7, a sneak thief was located in a 
prominent San Francisco hotel, and while being questioned 
escaped from the hotel detective. Fortunately there was 
nearby a representative of our detective agents and a city 
detective. They noting the hasty exit of this man, made a 
flying tackle and were successful in holding the operator. 
They immediately identified him as A. Palmer, alias E. Mills, 
who was known to them in connection with the forgery men- 
tioned. Up to this time Palmer had maintained a bold front,

but seeing that he was recognized, made a full and complete 
confession and has since pleaded guilty to several charges of 
larceny. He will first be tried on the larceny charge and 
then on the forgery charge. 

The California Bankers Association is pro-rating in finan- 
cing this investigation. 


THREE MEN ARRESTED IN CONNECTION 
, WITH BUHLER, KAN., BURGLARY 


In the early morning hours of February 8, 1919, a member 
bank in Buhler, Kan., was entered and the vault blown open 
by the use of nitroglycerin. Liberty Bonds of the third and 
fourth issues, war savings certificates and farm loan bank 
coupons totaling about $40,000 were taken. A few days fol- 
lowing the burglary an Italian named FRANK BENANTI 
and a pawnbroker named MORRIS SPICER, both of Kansas 
City, Mo., endeavored to dispose of some of the stolen bonds, 
but were arrested by members of the Kansas City police de- 
partment for having stolen bonds in their possession. About 
the same time BEN WALKOW, a pawnbroker of Wichita, 
Kan., made his appearance in Kansas City and disposed of 
some of these bonds. He, too, was arrested for the same 
reason by the Wichita police department. All three have been 
taken to Hutchinson, Kan., and are held, being unable at the 
present writing to furnish bond. Our detective agents are 
investigating this matter further. While it is believed that 
these men did not actually participate in the burglary of the 
bank, they will be prosecuted on a charge of having stolen 
securities in their possession. 


THEODORE ABBEY and ABRAHAM UBERSTINE have 
been arrested by the authorities of Canton, Ohio, charged with 
issuing checks bearing the forged signature of the proprietor 
of the Ohio Produce Company of Canton, Ohio. Following 
their arrest, Uberstine confessed, and both have been indicted 
and are at the present time awaiting trial. Our detective 
agents, while making an investigation of this matter, learned 
of the arrest of these operators, they having been picked up on 
another charge, and after interviewing them were able to make 
an identification connecting them with this case. 


ISADOR ABROMITZ. On February 6, 1919, we were 


advised that a member bank of Bridgeport, Conn., had been 
victimized as a result of paying upon checks bearing forged 
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indorsements, which had been issued by a munition firm of 
Bridgeport. A representative of our local detective agents, 


who was in New Rochelle, N. Y., at the time, was immediately 
communicated with and instructed to proceed to Bridgeport. 
After securing the details, our agents’ representative, on the 
same day, was able to ascertain the identity of the operator, 
locate him and effect his arrest. When Abromitz came up for 
a hearing on February 7, he admitted having perpetrated the 
forgeries. At this writing he is being held awaiting trial. 


ELIZABETH HALL ARMSTRONG has been arrested by 
representatives of the Metropolitan Police Department, Wash- 
ington, D. C., and is now being held for the authorities at 
Columbia, 8. C. Mrs. Hall was successful in securing funds 
from a Columbia, 8, C., and a Logan, W. Va., member bank by 
means of bogus checks. She is a professional nurse, and 
through her connections was always successful in securing 
funds from the various banks that she attacked. She is de- 
scribed as 28 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches tall, 125 pounds, 
brown eyes, dark hair, medium build. 


L. B. AVERY, alias L. S. Osborne, caused a Kansas City, 
Mo., member bank to sustain a loss. On February 17, 1919, 
he opened an account at the bank by depositing cash. Shortly 
afterwards he deposited several bogus checks and was allowed 
to draw against them. Our detective agents were .otified and 
began endeavors to locate Avery. This operator also victim- 
ized a Kansas City hotel by means of a bogus check. On 
March 2 L. B. Avery was placed under arrest by the local 
police. The next day a plea of guilty to a charge of forgery 
was entered. The disposition of Avery’s case is given else- 
where in this issue. 


GRADY CARDEN. In connection with the hold-up of 
the Bank of Glenwood, Glenwood, Ark., we have previously 
published articles regarding the arrest of four men; however, 
it is believed that Jack Embry, one of those arrested, did not 
participate in the hold-up, but simply harbored the robbers in 
his home following the crime. Recently Grady Carden was 
apprehended, and it is alleged that he is the only man who 
participated in the hold-up that had not been arrested. Grady 
Carden is now being held in jail at Glenwood, awaiting the 
March term of court. 


B. W. CLEMENT. Various member banks located in 
Georgia, in the vicinity of Atlanta, were experiencing consid- 
erable difficulty through series of forgeries perpetrated against 
the accounts of their customers. Member banks at States- 
boro, Metter and Summit sustained losses through paying on 
these forgeries. This matter was called to the attention of 
our special representative at Atlanta, and he made an investi- 
gation resulting in the arrest of Clement. This individual 
had a dangerous mode of procedure. He would sell a bale of 
cotton, and from the bill of sale would secure the signature of 
the purchaser. After securing the funds called for on this bill 
of sale he would then forge this individual’s name to a check 
and claim that it represented the amount of a certain sale; 
in no cases did he experience any difficulty in securing the 
funds that the checks called for. In investigating this, our 
representative learned that a negro had called at a certain 
bank with a similar check; the teller suspecting something 
wrong, had refused to honor the check. On getting in touch 
with this negro our representative was eventually successful 
in locating the operator and in making an identification. The 
man was placed under arrest and eventually confessed to the 
operation. He is now being held at Metter, Ga., awaiting 
trial. 
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JAMES C. COLLINS, alias Frank Carr, alias Herbert 
Spencer, is now awaiting trial at Los Angeles, Cal., charged 
with the crime of forgery, he having defrauded several mem- 
ber banks. The arrest of this individual was caused by the 
Oakland authorities, acting upon information received from 
outside sources. The California Bankers Association is co- 
operating in financing the expense of this investigation. 


MRS. L. A. CUNNINGHAM. A woman using this name 
recently went to Larned, Kan., and defrauded a member bank 
at that place by means of a worthless check drawn on a mem- 
ber bank at St. Joseph, Mo. With this check she purchased a 
cashier’s check and decamped. She claimed to be dealing in 
land and oil stock. Our detective agents at Kansas City were 
notified and immediately recognized this woman as one whos 
has been defrauding a great many banks throughout Mis- 
souri, Oklahoma and Kansas in a similar manner. However, 
until recently she has escaped prosecution because of the 
fact that she is a woman and satisfied the swindled individuals 
that there was a mistake somewhere, after which she would 
reimburse them for the amount secured. She finally got in 
deep water, however, and was arrested by authorities at Salis- 
bury, Mo. Her trial resulted in a mistrial. She was released 
on bond at that place and immediately taken to Brookfield, 
Mo., where she had induced a friend of an old acquaintance 
to indorse one of her worthless checks. At the present writing 
she is held at that point, being unable to furnish bond. 


EMILY DAVIS is now under arrest in New York City, 
charged with defrauding a local member bank by means of 
checks bearing the forged signature of her employer. Her 
arrest was accomplished by our detective agents aided by the 
local authorities. 


JOHN DAVISON, who several weeks ago defrauded a 
member bank in Spokane, Wash., by means of forged check, 
was on March 7, 1919, arrested in that city by city detectives. 
The Washington Bankers Association are co-operating in finan- 
cing the expense of this investigation. 


OTTIS DOOLEY, alias M. H. Dooley, alias George 
Thomas, was arrested on February 11, 1919, by authorities 
at Ventura, Cal., for forgery on two counts. He is now await- 
ing trial at Ventura and a detainer warrant has been filed 
with the authorities there. In case he escapes punishment on 
the above-mentioned charges, he will be taken to Arizona to 
face charges of defrauding a member bank of Phoenix by 
means of forgery. The California Bankers Association pro- 
rated with this Association all of the expenses of the investi- 
gation. 


P. J. DOYLE 


LIEUT. P. J. DOYLE. A member bank of San Antonio, 
Tex., sustained a small loss through advancing funds to Lieut. 
P. J. Doyle, on a note bearing the forged signature of one of

their prominent citizens. When this note fell due the forgery 
was discovered. In the meanwhile, Doyle issued several checks 
against his closed account at this bank, and also misappro- 
priated government funds. Shortly after his disappearance 
from San Antonio he was placed under arrest by the Military 
Police and taken to Garden City, N. Y. After being held 
there a few days he effected his escape and was next heard 
from at Buffalo. Following his escape from military control 
the Federal authorities used every means to cause his rear- 
rest, and were eventually successful. He has since been re- 
turned to San Antonio, where he must stand trial for his 
various crimes. He is described as 5 feet 5 inches, 135 pounds, 
light complexion, blue eyes; bow-legged. 


M. C. GREENACRE 


MARVIN C. GREENACRE, alias M. C. Green, alias A. L. 
Jackson. In last month’s JourNaL Supplement there ap- 
‘peared an article in regard to the arrest of William Crocoll 
by our detective agents, working in co-operation with the 
Seattle police department; that article further stated that the 
whereabouts of Marvin Green, Crocoll’s accomplice, were un- 
known and our detective agents were endeavoring to locate 
him. On February 19 it was ascertained that Green had 
communicated with a friend from Memphis, Tenn. Upon in- 
vestigating in Memphis it was found that Green had gone to 
New Orleans. The New Orleans office of our detective agents 
was immediately furnished with this information and took 
up the investigation. On February 28 Green was located by 
our agents and placed under arrest. He was found aboard 
ship where he was employed and which was scheduled to sail 
for Panama a few hours later. Greenacre, alias Green, was 
held in New Orleans awaiting the arrival of an officer from 
Portland, Ore., with extradition papers. 

The Oregon Bankers Association are co-operating in 
financing the expense of this investigation. 


MORRIS HANDELSMAN. About one year ago a mem- 
ber bank of San Jose, Cal., sustained a small loss through 
paying upon checks presented to them which bore the forged 
signature of one of their customers. Our detective agents, San 
Francisco representatives, on behalf of the California Bankers 
and this Association, placed this matter under investigation, 
and after a very extensive investigation they finally brought 
about the arrest of J. P. Kelley on a charge of issuing bogus 
checks. Upon viewing this man’s checks it was apparent that 
the writing on same was not his, but that of Handelsman. 
Kelley was interviewed, and after a very lengthy questioning 
he finally confessed to the fact that Handelsman was his 
partner and that he would pass the checks after Handelsman 
filled out the body of them. From the information received 
from this source, our agents, in co-operation with the local 
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authorities, located Handelsman and effected his arrest. He 
has since been returned to San Jose for trial. Due to his age, 


he will have to be Ay in the juvenile courts, 


HIRAMATSU 
JAPANESE FORGER APPREHENDED 


Clever Japanese penman arrested by Oakland city de- 
tectives 

S. HIRAMATSU.. For several months past various banks 
in San Francisco, Stockton and Oakland, Cal., that carry 
Japanese accounts, have sustained losses through a series of 
forgeries. From the writing on the checks, and the manner 
in which the data was secured to compile the forgeries, it was 
apparent that the operator in question was a Japanese. 
Working on this presumption, our detective agents, on behalf 
of the California Bankers Association and this Association, 
made an extensive investigation. In the course of this investi- 
gation suspicions were placed upon a man named §S. Hira- 
matsu, who had every occasion to become familiar with the 
signatures used in the series of forgeries, and who did not bear 
a good reputation among his countrymen. Every effort was 


“used to locate this individual, and finally he was located and 


thoroughly questioned. The interview was unsatisfactory, 
and though he was able to quiet our agents’ suspicions for the 
time being, they were not fully satisfied with some of his 
answers to their questions. A further investigation was 
made, and eventually Hiramatsu overstepped himself; while 
attempting to operate at Oakland he was detained at a mem- 
ber bank and the local authorities were called in. Our agents 
were then notified, and proceeding to the point of arrest, they 
immediately identified the man under arrest as Hiramatsu. 
Upon being confronted by the same investigator, who had 
questioned him previously, this operator made a complete 
confession. Following this confession various check books and 
other paraphernalia were secured from his room and some 
of the funds recovered. He is now being held awaiting trial 
at San Francisco. 


FRED W. HOSFORD, alias Frank Gouker, alias Rista 
L. Basich, alias Wm. M. Ruff, alias John P. Elder, whose 
photograph is reproduced above, stole some blank checks of a 
coal company in Kansas City, Mo., and forged the proprietor’s 
name to one of them, securing cash on it from a member bank 
of Kansas City, Mo. From Kansas City he went to Denver, 
Colo., where he burglarized a store on Market Street, stole 
some blank checks, forged the proprietor’s name to some of 
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FRED W. HOSFORD 


them, and defrauded a member bank of that city. He then 
went to St. Joseph, Mo., repeating his performance there on 
February 8. Next he returned to Denver and endeavored to 
pass one of his forged stolen checks at the Colorado National 
Bank, but due to the alertness of paying teller W. O. Bird, 
who noticed that the signature was not exactly what it should 
be, he is now in jail. Mr. Bird called the bank officer, who 
detained Hosford, alias Basich, until a police officer arrived 
and placed him under arrest. Our detective agents in Denver 
were immediately notified and identified the operator as being 
the man who had perpetrated the other crimes referred to above. 
Hosford recently served a term in the San Quentin, Cal., Peni- 
tentiary on a charge of forgery. At this writing he is being 
held by the Denver authorities for prosecution. He is described 
as 24 years of age (1917), 5 feet 4%4 inches, 166 pounds, 
medium build, blue eyes, dark hair; has a noticeable scar on 
left nostril. 


CLARENCE HULDERMAN. By securing funds from a 
Clarksburg, W. Va., member bank, Hulderman has caused 
that institution to suffer a small loss. This individual has 
been using checks drawn on the Seaboard National Bank, N. Y., 
these checks purporting to have been issued by the South Penn 
Oil Co., and are usually payable to C. T. Arnett. Inasmuch 
as the check in question was made payable to a local party, 
the officials of the Clarksburg bank did not hesitate to honor 
it when it was presented to them by Hulderman. This matter 
was reported to the Pittsburgh representatives of our de- 
tective agents, and they, in making an investigation, learned 
that a man by the name of Hulderman had been placed under 
arrest at Clarksburg on a charge of highway robbery. Believ- 
ing that this was none other than the operator wanted in 
connection with the forged check matter, our detective repre- 
sentatives called at the county jail, and interviewed the person 
under arrest. He was a young boy, and after a short ques- 
tioning, admitted his responsibility for the checks, and made 
a complete confession. Following this, detainer warrant was 
lodged with the authorities. Hulderman is described as 16 
years of age, 5 feet 6 inches, 110 pounds, slender build, fair 
complexion, dark eyes and dark hair. 


8. L. JONES, HOMER WHITE and JOHN RODERICK 
were arrested on February 7, 1919, by local authorities at 
Columbus, Kan., and are being held on charges of forgery. 
A great number of blank checks from different mining com- 
panies in Miami, Okla., and nearby cities had been stolen, 
filled in, and cashed at supply stores in Joplin, Miami, Picher 
and other mining towns in that district. A member bank at 
_ Miami sustained a loss on part of the checks in question. We 
are unable to give descriptions at' this writing. 


ALBERT LUTCH. By securing funds on several checks 
bearing the signatures of various customers of a member bank 
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of Boston, Mass., Lutch has caused that instiution to sustain 
a small loss. The matter was reported to the Boston repre- 
sentatives of our detective agents, and they, upon taking up 
the investigation, discovered the fact that Lutch was also 
wanted for the larceny of jewelry. In following out this lead, 
the whereabouts of Lutch was learned, and his arrest effected. 
Following his arrest, he confessed to both crimes, and was 
returned to Boston to stand trial. In effecting his arrest, our 
detective agents were greatly assisted by the Providence, R. I., 
police, at which point his arrest took place. 


JOHN MacLEAN. Representing himself to be a lieu- 
tenant in the Royal Canadian Flying Corps, this individual 
was successful in defrauding a member bank of Kansas City 
and a secretary of the War Camp Community Service by 
means of worthless checks; he also attempted to cash one of 
his worthless checks at the Red Cross headquarters. How- 
ever, the secretary of the War Camp Community Service be- 
came suspicious and telegraphed the Bank of Nova Scotia, 
Toronto, Canada, on which the checks were drawn, and re- 
ceived a reply that MacLean’s checks were worthless. ‘“Lieu- 
tenant” MacLean was then located and placed under arrest by 
the Kansas City police department. He is now being held 
awaiting trial at that point. His description is as follows: 
30 years of age, 5 feet 10 inches, slender build, light com- 
plexion. 


FRANCIS A. MANGIN caused a New York City mem- 
ber bank to suffer a loss during January by inducing them to 
pay on checks bearing forged indorsements. On January 20, 
1919, Mangin was arrested by a city detective; and when 
arraigned on the following day, he entered a plea of guilty to 
a charge of forgery. The sentence given is quoted elsewhere 
in this issue. 


GEORGE MANOS. By securing possession of a savings 
bank book belonging to a room-mate of his, Manos was suc- 
cessful in securing the funds this book represented from a 
member bank of Worcester, Mass. At the time Manos called 
at this bank and secured the funds he complied with their 
usual routine and placed his finger-print impressions on their 
records. Due to the fact that an inexperienced man handled 
the transaction in question, Manos was able to perpetrate the 
fraud. This error was discovered a few hours afterwards, and 
upon making a comparison of the prints they discovered the 
fact that the operator was none other than a former depositor 
of theirs. Consequently this man was looked up and his 
arrest effected by the local authorities. He is now being 
held in Worcester, awaiting trial for his crime. 

W. H. MARTIN was successful in perpetrating a fraud 
against a member bank of Kansas City, Mo., through. securing 
funds on a check drawn on the State Exchange Bank, Okla- 
homa City, Okla., whose check was eventually returned marked 
“No account.” At the time the check was presented for pay- 
ment, Martin experienced no difficulty in securing the con- 
fidence of the bank employee. Upon discovering that they 
had sustained a loss, this case was reported to our local de- 
tective agents and they placed the matter under investiga- 
tion. After an extensive investigation, the operator was 
traced to Cedar Rapids, Iowa, and from that point back to 
Kansas City, Mo., where he was located, and his arrest effected 
by our detective agents’ representative at that point and the 
local authorities. Martin is described as 32 to 35 years of 
age, 6 feet 1 inch, 180 to 190 pounds, slender build, dark 
complexion, raw-boned and dark hair. 

JAMES R. McFARLAND defrauded a member bank at 
Meadville, Pa., upon a check to which he forged the name of 
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his cousin. An investigation of the matter was made by our 
detective agents and McFarland was placed under arrest, a 
written confession being secured from him. He was released 
on bail to await the May term of court. 


JAMES A. MILLER was arrested in Oakland, Cal., on 
February 12, 1919, by the local authorities for defrauding 
a@ member bank of Pomona, Cal. He was returned to Los 
Angeles, where he, is now awaiting trial on this charge. The 
California Bankers Association are co-operating in financing 
the expense of this investigation. 


WILLIAM MILLER, alias Frank Webber, alias William 
Adams, alias “Big Pete,” and HENRY KING, alias James 
McCormick, alias William Barlo, are under arrest charged 
with attempting to burglarize the Exchange Bank of Clayton, 
Mich. These two are members of a gang of four. Their ar- 
rest was brought about by the authorities at Toledo, Ohio. 
Having been warned by telephone that these bandits were 
bound in that direction, the officers proceeded to the outskirts 
of the city and there stopped an automobile containing four 
men. A pistol battle ensued and two of the men escaped. 
The two under arrest are, at the present time, being held 
waiting trial. 


HAROLD L. MONEY quite recently succeeded in de- 
frauding a member bank at Penniman, Va. His method of 
operation was to telegraph to the bank he intended to operate 
against, the telegram purporting to come from a distant bank 
authorizing the cashing of a check or draft for Money. He 
would then present the check and inquire whether the bank 
had been notified. As the bank failed to confirm the telegram, 
he usually succeeded in defrauding them. A similar attempt 
was made by this operator on a bank at Columbia, Va., that 
had been previously warned regarding this operator’s method 
of procedure, and consequently was unsuccessful in securing 
funds. Following the attempt, he left the vicinity and was 
next heard from at Philadelphia. At this point he secured 
funds from a local member, but was arrested for the operation. 
Before our detective agents’ local representative was able to 
connect the man under arrest as Money, he being arrested 
under an alias, his friends came to his aid and he was able to 
secure his liberty. He immediately disappeared. Shortly 
after this he was again arrested at Raleigh, N. C., for a 
similar operation. He is now being held for the Penniman 
authorities. Harold L. Money is described as 20 years of age, 
130 pounds, 5 feet 6 inches, black hair, black eyes, dark com- 
plexion and smooth shaven; neatly dressed and at one time 
was employed at the Y. M. C. A. headquarters at the DuPont 
Company’s works, Penniman, Va. 


J. S. OLIVER, alias J. B. Benell, alias S. D. Johnson, 
etc., is under arrest at Long Beach, Cal., on a charge of 
forgery. At one time Oliver, whose true name is Lieut. George 
T. Murphy, was instructor in the aviation school at Berkeley, 
Cal. While stationed at that point Murphy became familiar 
with the signature of several students in training there, and 
using this knowledge, forged their signatures to various 
checks. He was able to secure the funds on these checks from 
the interested banks. Murphy was eventually traced to De- 
troit, and there placed under arrest by the local authorities, 
acting upon information received from outside sources. In 
some unknown manner, he was able to escape, but was re- 
arrested at Dallas, Tex., and taken to Long Beach, where /he 
is now awaiting the action of the Superior Court. The Cali- 
fornia Bankers Association are co-operating in financing the 
expense of this investigation 
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WALTER G. PAULLEY is at the present time under 
arrest at Salina, Kan., where he is being held awaiting the 
arrival of the authorities from Albuquerque, N. M., at which 
point he defrauded a member bank by means of a bogus draft. 
In June, 1918, Paulley operated at Colorado Springs, Colo., 
was arrested and convicted and sentenced to a sixty-day term 
in the county jail at that point. Through an oversight, de- 
tainer warrants were not lodged, and upon completing his 
sentence Paulley secured his liberty. Upon being notified of 
this fact, our detective agents again instituted a search for 
Paulley, and were finally successful in securing information 
that he was en route east. The authorities at Salina were 
notified, and acting upon information from our agents, they 
located Paulley and effected his arrest. He will be returned 
to Albuquerque for trial. 


A. M. PETTERSEN was arrested in Seattle, Wash., on 
Sunday, March 9, 1919, at the Union Station, when about 
ready to leave for San Francisco, on a warrant secured by a 
member bank of Seattle, they having lost by cashing a worth- 
less check for Pettersen. The arrest was made through the 
efforts of a representative of the Seattle office of our detective 
agents, who co-operated with a city detective. Pettersen is 
being held in the city jail for trial on a’grand larceny charge. 
The cost of this investigation is being pro-rated between the 
Washington and American Bankers Associations. 


RAY O. FRANCIS RANTA had been successful in de- 
frauding two member banks in San Francisco, Cal., and he was 
attempting to pass another forged check at a third bank 
when the paying teller became suspicious. One of the bank’s 
special officers was called, and shortly afterwards Ranta ad- 
mitted he had forged the checks. Ite was then placed under 
arrest and is now being held awaiting trial. The California 
Bankers Association are co-operating in financing the expense 
of this investigation. 


MRS. ALICE ROSS, alias Ellen Pace, alias Stella Robin- 
son, alias Alice Hayden, etc., is in the County Jail at Wheeling, 
W. Va., charged with obtaining money under false pretense by 
the means of a bogus check from a member bank of Wellsburg, 
W. Va. This woman, whose home is in Zanesville, Ohio, has 
three children. The method she used was to take one of her 
children into a bank and present a small check drawn upon an 
out-of-town institution. Her checks were invariably cashed 
at the banks where they were presented, as her appearance 
and the presence of a child indicated that she was the wife of 
a workingman and that the check was genuine as she claimed 
it was. She succeeded in having bogus checks cashed at Wells- 
burg and Grafton, W. Va., Athens, Gloucester and St. Clairs- 
ville, Ohio. Our detective representatives communicated with 
a number of banks by long-distance telephone, and made the 
request that she be held in the event she put in her appear- 
ance. A bank member of Mannington, W. Va., was on the 
alert for her, and when she appeared, her arrest was caused. 
She was returned to Wellsburg, where she admitted having 
cashed a considerable number of bogus checks. Mrs. Ross is 
described as 25 years of age, 5 feet 5 inches, 115 pounds, slender 
build, dark eyes, very dark hair. 


J. E. SIMMONS. A member bank of Oakland, Cal., quite 
recently received a telegraphic request from a Rock River, 
Wyo., bank, requesting them to pay to Simmons a certain sum. 
On the day following the receipt of this message, a man 
claimifig to be Simmons, entered the bank, produced the notice 
mailed to him by the bank at Wyoming, besides sufficiently 
identifying himself by other means, and consequently was suc- 
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cessful in securing the funds mentioned in the telegram. Sev- 
eral days elapsed, then the Wyoming bank advised that the 
money had been paid to the wrong party. Acting on behalf 
of the California and American Bankers Association, the San 
Francisco representatives of our detective agents made a short 
investigation, and were successful in locating and effecting the 
arrest of Simmons. Following his arrest, Simmons told such 
a plausible story that it was decided by the bank not to push 
the charge against him. The outcome of his case may be 
found elsewhere in this issue. 


W. P. STERLING. Through paying upon a check bearing 
the forged signature of a good customer of theirs, a member 
bank of Chesaning, Mich., sustained a loss of considerable size. 
At the time of this transaction a man well known to them 
presented the check in question, consequently they did not 
suspect anything wrong. When the check was sent to the 
depositor, and returned to them as forgery, they immediately 
reported the matter to the Michigan Bankers Association, and 
that association in turn referred the case to our detective 
agents. Upon placing this man under investigation, it was 
ascertained by our agents that W. P. Sterling, a representa- 
tive of the Sterling Engineering & Machinery Co., was the 
operator and that he had proceeded to the vicinity of Chicago. 
The Chicago representatives of our detective agents were imme- 
diately notified of: this fact, and they in turn took up the 
investigation. On the evening of February 21, from the in- 
formation supplied, representatives of the Chicago Detective 
Bureau effected the arrest of Sterling. Following his arrest, 
it developed that Sterling had a twin brother and that both 
were bogus check operators. William P. Sterling refused to 
talk, which has put a new angle into the case. Nevertheless, 
the identification being so strong, the authorities have found 
it necessary to hold Sterling for further action. 


ARTHUR J. TOLSON, alias Philip B. Keefer. Recently 
a member bank of Washington, D. C., sustained a loss of con- 
siderable size through paying upon a check, which they later 
discovered bore the forged signature of their depositor. Tolson, 
while in the employ of a local firm, became acquainted with his 
employers’ method of signing checks, and with this data in his

possession, he wrote a letter of introduction, introducing him- 
helf to the bank, to which he signed his employers’ signature. 
He then secured from the bank in question a book of blank 
checks, and after filling one out in a large amount, he called 
at this bank, presented his letter of identification, and experi- 
enced no difficulty whatsoever in securing the funds the, check 
called for. Upon discovering that they had been defrauded, the 
Baltimore representatives of our detective agents were notified, 
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and an investigation was immediately made. All facts of the 
casé pointed toward Tolscon. Co-operating with the local 
authorities, it was arranged that certain leads opened up in 
the investigation would be followed out by the authorities. In 
following out these leads, the operator was placed under 
arrest, and at the present time has made a complete con- 
fession, implicating one other party, whom our agents are now 
searching for. Tolson is being held awaiting trial. 


F. A. VAN DUZER, alias Williams, was arrested in 
Seattle on March 13, 1919, by a representative of the Seattle 
office of our detective agents, and Deputy Sheriff Connors. 
He is being held in the County Jail for Sheriff Johnson of 
Vancouver, Wash., where he will be returned to answer to a 
charge of passing worthless checks on a member bank of that 
city. The Washington Bankers Association co-operated with 
this Association in financing this investigation. 


J. E. WHITLEY. Representing himself to be an author- 
ized agent of the Baker-Vawter Auditing Co., Whitley was suc- 
cessful in securing funds on a check from a member bank of 
Dunean, Okla., he was also successful in finding victims of 
banks located in Colorado Springs and elsewhere. Following 
the discovery of their loss, our detective agents were notified, 
and they were successful in locating Whitley in Woodland, Cal. 
Following Whitley’s arrest, a controversy arose over the extra- 
dition. Pending the settlement of this dispute, Whitley is 
being held at Woodland, but no doubt will be returned to 
Dunean for trial. He is described as 30 years of age, 5 feet 6 
inches, 135 pounds, slender build, dark complexion, blue eyes 
and black hair. 


REMOVED 


BETTIS ALSTON, implicated in the hold-up of a Glen- 
wood, Ark., member bank, was convicted in the September 
term of the Pike County Court and sentenced to 5 years in 
the State Penitentiary, Little Rock, Ark. 

L. B. AVERY. After pleading guilty to a charge of 
forgery in Kansas City, Mo., this individual was sentenced to 
serve 2 years in the State Penitentiary, Lansing, Kan. 

CHARLES ALWARD, who was arrested charged with 
having passed a worthless check at a member bank of River- 
side, Cal., was tried on February 20, 1919, and acquitted. 

L. R. BANNING, who was arrested on a charge of having 
uttered a bogus check in El Paso, Tex., has been released due 
to the fact that the grand jury failed to return a true bill. 

R. A. BENKERT pleaded guilty to a charge of forgery 
in Los Angeles, Cal., and was given a sentence on February 
18, 1919, of from 1 to 14 years in the State Penitentiary, San 
Quentin, Cal. 

J. W. CARROLL. Following this individual’s arrest at 
George, Okla., he was not returned to Quanah, Tex., where, it 
is alleged, he defrauded a member bank by means of a mort- 
gage swindle, but was released from custody after having re- 
imbursed the interested bank in the amount of its loss. 

HARRY M. DELANEY was found guilty by a jury in the 
Superior Court at Spokane, Wash., of the charge of forgery 
and was sentenced to serve a term of from 1 to 10 years in 
the Washington State Penitentiary. 

A. C. DENLY, who was charged with having defrauded 
a Belzoni, Miss., member bank by means of forged checks, was 
convicted in the July, 1918, term of court of Washington 
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County in Greenville, Miss., and sentenced to 3 years in the 
State Penitentiary, Jackson, Miss. 


JACK EMBRY, who was arrested in connection with the 
hold-up of a member bank at Glenwood, Ark., was tried on a 
charge of obstructing justice. He was convicted and fined 
$50, then released. 


CHAS. P. FLOOD was convicted in Los Angeles, Cal., on 
December 4, 1918, and sentenced to serve from 1 to 14 years 
in the State Penitentiary, San Quentin, Cal. 


H. J. FOSTER entered a plea of guilty on a charge of 
issuing a bogus draft, and was placed on probation. He was 
immediately rearrested on a warrant from Salinas, Cal., and 
taken from San Mateo County to that point, where he will 
be tried on a similar charge. 


DALE JONES, hold-up, was shot and killed while resist- 
ing arrest in Arcadia, Cal., on November 11, 1918. 


HARRY JONES was convicted in the November, 1918, 
term of court at Hagerstown, Md., on a charge of forgery and 
given a suspended sentence. 


J. C. KELLY was successful in effecting restitution and 
was released from custody. 


EARL KING, who was implicated in the hold-up of a 
Sugar Creek, Mo., member bank, entered a plea of guilty to 
train robbery on November 11, 1918, and was sentenced to 25 
years in the Leavenworth, Kan., Penitentiary. 


GEORGE KNEELAND, alias E. F. Neland, alias Fred 
Davis, mentioned in a previous JouRNAL Supplement, pleaded 
guilfy on October 11, 1918, to disposing of mortgaged prop- 
erty. He was sentenced to a term of from 1 to 5 years in the 
Kansas State Penitentiary. In view of extenuating circum- 
stances, however, the court paroled Kneeland during good be- 
havior. 


CARL LEWIS. It will be remembered that this indi- 
vidual held up a member bank in Huttig, Ark., during Sep- 
tember, 1917. During October, 1917, he was apprehended. 
Later he was sentenced to 3 years in the State Penitentiary, 
Little Rock, Ark. 


ROSCOE LANCASTER, hold-up, was shot and killed 


while resisting arrest on September 24, 1918, in Kansas City, 
Mo. 


FRANK LEWIS, while being held in jail at Topeka, Kan., 
died on October 14, 1918. 


FRANCIS A. MANGIN pleaded guilty to a charge of 
forgery, and on February 7, 1919, was sentenced in the Court 
of General Sessions, New York City, to 2 years and 6 months 
at Sing Sing. 


WALTER W. MONK was sentenced on February 21, 1919, 
in the Middlesex, N. J., County Court to an indeterminate 
term in the State Reformatory at Rahway, following his plea 
of guilty to allegations charging him with attempting to pass 
bogus checks at a New Brunswick member bank. 

JOHN WILLIAM MOOK. Following this individual’s ar- 
rest in Denver, Colo., he was returned to New London, Conn., 


for trial on a charge of forgery. While being held at New 
London, Mook, after a short illness, died from pneumonia. 


NICK DE NASSO .is now classed as a fugitive from 
justice, he having failed to put in an appearance on the date 
set for his trial. 
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SYDNEY H. NEWSTAD, who operated with Walter W. 
Monk, was also sentenced on February 21, 1919, to an inde- 
terminate term in the State Reformatory at Rahway, N. J. 


WALTER G. PAULLEY. Following the arrest of Walter 
G. Paulley in June, 1918, at Colorado Springs, Colo., on a 
local charge, he was sentenced to serve sixty days in the 
county jail. Arrangements at that time were made to have a 
detainer warrant lodged for the crime committed at Albu- 
querque, N. M., but through an oversight the warrant in ques- 
tion was not lodged. After completing his sentence of sixty 
days, Paulley was released. This made it necessary for our 
detective agents to again endeavor to effect this man’s arrest, 
which they were finally successful in doing. 


JOHN FRANCIS PLUNKETT. The case against this 
individual was nolled, and Plunkett secured his liberty. 


GEORGE J. RHEUBAN pleaded guilty to a charge of 
having obtained money by means of a forged check. The 
evidence was heard and the court placed Rheuban under $500 
bond to make restitution to his wife, whose name he had 
forged, to remain in the Commonwealth and provide support 
for his wife and children, and to report once a month to the 
probation officer. 


J. ROBERTS, mentioned in the June, 1918, JoURNAL 
Supplement, pleaded guilty to a charge of-forgery and was 
paroled to his wife. 

GERTRUDE ROWAN, arrested October 28, 1918, at St. 
Louis, Mo., for forgery, was sentenced on November 8, 1918, 
to 1 year in the Industrial School at Chillicothe, Mo. 


ROY SHERILL, implicated in the hold-up of a Sugar 
Creek, Mo., member bank, was sentenced to 25 years in the 
Leavenworth, Kan., Penitentiary. 


J. E. SIMMONS. Following the arrest of this individual, 
he was able to prove that he was expecting funds from a cer- 
tain point, and upon receiving information that funds were 
being held for a man of similar name in an Oakland bank, he 
proceeded to that point and was able to collect the amount in 
question. Later developments proved that the funds were not 
intended for him, but for another Simmons. Consequently, 
due to the circumstances, he was permitted to reimburse the 
bank for their loss and secured his liberty. 

A. C. STAPLES was indicted for forgery by the Washing- 
ton County, Minn., grand jury on February 25, 1919, pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to 2 years in the penitentiary. 

J. C. WILLIAMS. The case against this individual who 
defrauded a member bank at Three Forks, Mont., the charge 
against him beng dropped. 


M E. WINTERS, with various alias names, of whom 
mention has been made in previous JoURNAL Supplements, was 
tried and sentenced to a term of 2 years in the Texas State 
Penitentiary, Huntsville, Texas. 


CORRECTION 


We wish to call attention to the fact that the name 
ALICE HOMER appears in the awaiting trial list of the 
March JournNaL Supplement.

REFORM WORKER NOW CHECK 
OPERATOR 


Former secretary of The Second Mile Society of Iowa 
uttering bogus checks, ostensibly issued by that society 

GROVER W. REYNOLDS served a term in the Iowa 
State Penitentiary for forgery several years ago. Upon his 
release he returned to Des Moines and organized a company 
known as “The Second Mile Society of Iowa.” Reynolds was 
made secretary of this society, but after its organization it 
was found to conflict with the Society for the Friendless of 
Iowa; therefore, it was disbanded. The purpose of the society

was to aid in the uplift of criminals released from the peni- 
tentiary. Reynolds, however, retained for future use a book 
of the regular form checks of the Second Mile Society of Iowa, 
which had been printed. These checks were drawn on the 
Mechanics Savings Bank of Des Moines. During the last few 
days of March, this year, Reynolds defrauded three San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., member banks by means of these checks. 

He entered these banks, representing himself to be a 
prison reform worker of Des Moines. He stated he had just 
returned from Portland, Ore., where he had buried his brother. 
He showed credentials of the Masonic Order and was suc- 
cessful in obtaining cash for his checks. This operator did, 
at one time, carry an account in the American Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank, Des Moines, Iowa. Since operating in San Fran- 


cisco he has operated in New Orleans, La., with a check 
drawn against that account, which was returned as worthless 
on account of insufficient funds.

balance in this bank, and it has been learned that this bank 
has returned numerous checks within the last few months. 
In New Orleans this individual claimed to be .a probation 
officer in some society for protection of children. Reynolds’ 
last operation was in Chicago, Ill., where he also operated 
with a check on the American Trust and Savings Bank of Des 
Moines. The details of this operation are nct known at this 
writing. Grover W. Reynolds is described as follows: 35 
years of age, 5 feet 11 inches, 160 pounds, slender build, me- 
dium complexion, gray eyes, brown hair. Bertillon measure-

cost of this investigation. 


S. R. ALLISON succeeded in defrauding a member bank 
at Iowa City, Iowa, by means of a check stolen from a pad 
of sample checks taken from the office of one of the bank’s 
customers. Allison forged the name of an official af the com- 
pany on the check and cashed it at a store. It was then paid 
by the bank when received through the clearings, consequently 
causing them to sustain a loss. Allison is described as: 30 
to 35 years of age, 5 feet 8 inches, 135 to 140 pounds, dark 
eyes, dark hair, dark complexion, Jewish appearance. The 
Iowa Bankers Association is pro-rating the expenses of this 
investigation with this Association. 

OWEN R. BRACKETT, in defrauding a member bank in 
Des Moines by means of a forged check, has become a fugitive 
from justice. Brackett cashed the check at a member bank 
and received part in cash and a draft for the balance, which 
was later cashed by a local taxi-cab company in payment of 
a bill. Our Des Moines representative is working on this ca: >, 
the cost of which is being pro-rated with the Iowa Bankers 
Association. Brackett is described as: 25 years of age, 5 feet 
8 inches, 165 pounds, dark hair, dark complexion, blue eyes, 
rosy cheeks, and when last seen was wearing a dark fedora 
hat and blue serge suit; neat appearance, good talker. 

W. E. BREWTON (true name), alias E. Stanley, alias 
P. E. Brewton, alias B. E. Brewton, succeeded in defrauding 
a member bank of Dinuba, Cal., by means of forged checks, he 
forging the name of his brother-in-law, who is a customer of 
the bank. Brewton is described as follows: 27 years of age, 
5 feet 8% inches, 142 pounds, medium slender build, ruddy 
complexion, brown eyes, dyed red hair; former home, Okla- 
homa City. 
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The California Bankers Association is pro-rating the 
cost of this investigation. 


DORSEY CARLOCK has been identified as the individual 
who defrauded a member bank at Duncan, Okla., by means of 
a check to which was forged the signature of a customer of 
the bank. A warrant has been issued for Carlock’s arrest 


and at the present time he is being sought by our detective 
agents. 


ROY CHURCHILL 


DANGEROUS SWINDLER WORKING 


ROY CHURCHILL, using the alias of M. B. Ayers, re- 
cently attempted: to defraud a member bank in Oklahoma 
City by means of a forged letter and draft purporting to be 
from another bank and which was supposed to identify the 
swindler in order that the bank would cash a worthless draft, 
which was made out in the sum of $12,800. This operator is 
a very dangerous swindler. Articles have been published’ in 
the January, 1917, pp. 99-102; June, 1917, pp. 184-185; Octo- 
ber, 1918, p. 52; November, 1918, pp. 75-79; February, 1919, 
pp. 118-119, and the March, 1919, p. 149, JourNaL Supple- 
ments. Our readers should refer to these articles and 
familiarize themselves with the swindler’s mode of operation. 
For convenience sake, we are reproducing this man’s photo- 
graph and would suggest that it be shown to all employees 
that come in contact with the public. He is a deserter and 
escaped military prisoner. Therefore, do not hesitate to hold 
him and call in your local authorities in the event he should 
honor your institution with a call. 


W. L. CONROY was successful in defrauding a member 
bank of Tombstone, Ariz., by means of forgery, he having 
been employed by the depositor whose name he forged. Upon 
leaving the depositor’s employ he apparently secured a num- 
ber of his blank checks. He was then successful in passing 
them on various stores in the vicinity, the bank accepting 
them as genuine and paying on them. Our detective agents 
at Los Angeles are making an investigation. Sheriff J. F. 
McDonald of Cochise County, Tombstone, Ariz., holds a war- 
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rant for the arrest of this man. W. L. Conroy is described 
as follows: 40 years of age, 5 feet 8 or 9 inches, 150 pounds, 
slender build, sandy smooth face, light hair. 

JAMES I. COVINGTON, alias R. G. Gerrett, alias Jesse 
Hampton, alias Edward Charles Pomeroy. It is again neces- 
sary for us to call the attention of member banks to this in- 
dividual. Articles have been published in the April, 1917, 
June, 1917, and November, 1918, Journat Supplements. In 
March, 1919, this individual entered a West Palm Beach, Fia., 
member bank and presented a bogus draft drawn on the State 
National Bank, El Paso, Tex., purporting to have been issued 
by a contracting company. In every instance this man repre- 
sents himself to be connected with a firm of contractors and 
claims to be in the vicinity looking over the prospects. Cov- 
ington is described as being 40 years of age, 6 feet, 150 pounds, 
red hair; may have red mustache.

DAVID FREEMAN, a negro, defrauded a member bank 
at St. Louis, Mo., by forging his former employer’s name to 
two checks for small amounts. Freeman is now believed to 
be in Chicago, Ill. He is described as follows: 18 years of 
age, 5 feet 7 inches, 145 pounds, wore dark blue suit with 
faint red stripe, pinch-back coat, overcoat black, knee length, 
satin collar and lapels, belt, lined with satin throughout; 
gray plaid cap. 

THOMAS FRYE, alias Walter Dochoffer, alias Arnold 
Hintz, alias Alfred Kramer, alias Martin Watson, alias Wm. 
Simpson, defrauded a member bank in Sioux City, Iowa, on a 
number of forged checks drawn on banks located in different 
cities throughout the country. The Des Moines representa- 
tive of our detective agents made an investigation of this 
matter at Sioux City, but was unable to obtain a trace of 
him. Frye is described as: 30 to 35 years of age, 5 feet 7 or 
8 inches, 165 to 170 pounds, fair complexion, smooth shaven, 
very good dresser, dark suit, fancy vest, sportsman soft hat, 
dark brown and red mixture; large stick pin, blue in color, 
shaped like a carbunkle. The Iowa Bankers Association is 
pro-rating the cost of this investigation with this Association. 

DR. E. L. HOGAN. A man using this name was suc- 
cessful in defrauding a member bank of Hollywood, Cal., by 
means of forgery, he posing as a doctor and giving the check 
in payment of a small bill. Our Los Angeles representatives 
have taken up this investigation in an endeavor to apprehend 
the criminal, and the California Banakers Association is pro- 
rating the expenses of the investigation. Following is Hogan’s 
description: 60 years of age, 5 feet 8 inches, 160 pounds, 
gray hair. A specimen of his handwriting appears herewith. 


ORVILLE HOWELL is the name used by a worthless 
check operator in defrauding a member bank at Pawhuska, 
Okla., by depositing a worthless check signed V. E. Whitmer, 
and drawn on a bank of Wichita, Kan. Howell is described 
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as being about 20 years of age, represents and looks to be an 
oil field worker, 5 feet 8 inches, 140 pounds, light hair, light 
complexion, wears what is known as an oil field ring, the 
same being a signet ring with the impression of an oil derrick 
thereon; wears flashy silk shirts and bright-colored ties, and 
is intelligent looking. 

JOHN HUNDLEY, alias C. W. Turner, has caused an 
Opperville, Va., member banak to suffer a joss. This man 
drove up to the bank in an automobile. He made inquiries of 
the teller regarding persons living in the vicinity, stating he 
lived in a nearby town, and was in Upperville for the purpose 
of purchasing some cattle. He also said that he had just sold 
an automobile and had been given a check in payment. He 
then presented a check drawn on the Fauquier National Bank, 
Warrenton, Va., and was able to secure cash for it. Our de- 
tective agents at Baltimore are investigating this matter. 
The operator’s description is as follows: About 26 years of 
age, 5 feet 11 inches, 180 pounds, medium build, light com- 
plexion, blue eyes, light hair; appeared to be, and was dressed 
dike a farmer. 

ANDRA JOHNSON, a young woman, defrauded a mem- 
ber bank at Quantico, Va., by means of a bogus check. This 
young woman came to Quantico, Va., accompanied by an- 
other girl whom she represented to be her sister and claimed 
she was visiting her brother who was stationed there training 
with the Marines. This statement, however, proved to be 
false. While there she prevailed upon the landlady of a local 
rooming-house to introduce her at a bank, which was done, 
and in this manner she was successful in securing the funds 
for her bogus check. The general description of this woman 
very closely resembled a female operator who succeeded in 
defrauding a hotel several months ago in Baltimore. She is 
described as 24 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches, 115 pounds, me- 
dium build, fair complexion, blonde hair, blue eyes, and when 
last seen wore a tailor-made blue suit, tan pumps and small 
close-fitting toque hat. 

RALPH O. McCLURE defrauded two member banks of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., by means of forged checks. McClure was 
formerly employed at the Western Pennsylvania Hospital of 
Pittsburgh, and while there stole a number of blank checks to 
which he forged the Signature of an official. After securing 
funds from the banks he left his home. A search is now 
‘being made in an effort to locate him. McClure is described 
as: 28 years of age, 160 pounds, 5 feet 8 inches tall, medium 
build, light complexion. 

D. G. MAY has victimized two member banks of Hono- 
lulu, Hawaii, by means of forgery. May had been employed 
in Honolulu for several years and was highly respected there. 
It is believed that speculation in the sugar market was the 
«cause of his resorting to forgery to obtain funds. May has 
returned to the United States from Honolulu and it is known 
that he was in San Francisco and Los Angeles, Cal., during 
February, 1919. The case was not reported until March 12, 
and our detective agents in various cities are now actively 
engaged in endeavoring to ascertain his present whereabouts. 
Following his apprehension he will be returned to Honolulu 
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for trial. A description of this operator is as follows: 59 
years of age, 5 feet 6 or 7 inches, 175 to 185 pounds, medium 
build, dark and ruddy complexion, large brown eyes, dark 
hair, prominent nose; wears glasses at times; wears mustache 
at times. 

J. H. MYERS, a swindler and bogus check operator who 
has. been referred to on a number of occasions prior to this 
time in the JOURNAL, recently operated against a member 
bank at Clinton, N. C., where he represented himself as an 
official of the Buckeye Oil Co. of Pennsylvania, and under the 
pretext of leasing property for his company, succeeded in 
having a reputable citizen introduce him to the bank officials, 
at which time he deposited a check drawn on a bank member 
of Williamsburg, Va. Myers was credited with the amount 
of the check. Later he deposited a second check drawn on 
another member bank of Lynchburg, Va., signed Buckeye Oil 
Co. by J. H. Myers. This was also credited to his account. 
The following day Myers entered the bank, presented a coun- 
ter check, and was given the cash on it. Later he succeeded 
in cashing various other checks in the community and left for 
parts unknown. When last seen he was dressed in gray serge 
sack suit, coat size 38, pants 34 waist. Shoes, low vici kid 
blucher, black, size 8, width double E. He is described as 35 
years of age, 5 feet 8 or 9 inches, 150 pounds, medium build, 
dark complexion, black eyes, nearly black hair, large nose 
slightly bent at the end, slightly round shouldered, slow 
talker and is not well educated. 


NEWTON D. PARKER. The attention of member banks 
is called to the operations of this individual, who has been 
quite successful in the past few months. He began his opera- 
tions in 1914, and since then has served two sentences in 
prison. He is at present wanted as a parole violator from 
the Illinois State Penitentiary, also on several bank charges. 
We are unable to give Parker’s mode of operation, for ‘he 
really has no particular one. At one time he claimed to be 
a representative of the United States Revenue Service, the 
next time a representative of a casket company, and other 
times a traveling representative of an engineering company. 
At times he opens an account with a bogus check, then at- 
tempts to draw against that account; at other times he enters 
a bank and endeavors to secure funds upon the presentation 
of a bogus check. One thing stands out clearly, however, in 
all his operations he has used the names Newton D. Parker, 
N. D. Parker or D. Parker. We are reproducing his photo- 
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N. D. PARKER 


as follows: 46 years of age, 5 feet 24% inches, 215 pounds, 
stout build, florid complexion, dark blue eyes, medium chest- 
nut hair. 


GEORGE PUTNAM succeeded in defrauding a member 
bank of Rye, N. Y., by means of a bogus check for a consider- 
able amount drawn on the Corn Exchange Bank, Grand Cen- 
tral Branch, New York, N. Y. This individual is an old 
offender who has been known to the police of Connecticut 
cities for the past ten or fifteen years; however, his criminal 
specialty was burglary. For the past three years Putnam 
resided in Greenwich, Conn., with his family, and worked on 
various estates as a landscape artist and gardener. The 
police never molested him, due to the fact that he was be- 
lieved to have been living a straight life, and apparently did 
until this last lapse. He disappeared from Greenwich on 
March 22, 1919, and has not been seen or heard from since. 
He had often cashed checks at the Rye bank, which he had 
received for’ his work, and these checks had always been 
honored. Our detective agents are now endeavoring to locate 
Putnam, whose description is as follows: 43 years of age, 5 
feet 9 inches, 135 pounds, slender build, dark complexion, 
gray eyes, black hair. 

F. M. SEALS is reported to have swindled a member 
bank in Duncan, Okla., by selling mortgaged property. Seals 
is about 45 years of age, 5 feet 7 or 8 inches, 140 pounds, 
slender build, light hair, reddish thin mustache, farmer by 
occupation. Our detective agents are endeavoring to locate 
this swindler. 


ED SNYDER, who was employed by a printing company 
in Kansas City for a short time, recently defrauded a mem- 
ber bank in Kansas City, Mo., by means of a forged check 
drawn on a local bank. He is described as: 37 years old, 5 
feet 8 inches, 160 pounds, blue eyes, brown hair, smooth 
shaven, red bloated nose; cigarette smoker. 

A man using the name E. F. STELT and claiming to be 
a lieutenant in the United States Army recently defrauded a 
member bank in Oklahoma City by means of a bogus check 
drawn on the American National Bank, Tulsa, Okla. Stelt 


is about 30 years of age, 5 feet 9 inches, 145 pounds, slender 
build, fair complexion, medium brown hair, smooth shaven.

__ _D. W. STEWART, JR. On April 10, 1919, this indi- 
vidual attempted to cash a forged certified check in a large 
amount at a Los Angeles, Cal., member bank. This check 
was drawn on a member bank of Pasadena, Cal., and the sig- 
nature of one of the tellers of the Pasadena bank was forged 
in the certification stamp. Fortunately the teller of the Los 
Angeles bank was on the alert, and telephoned to the Pasa- 
dena bank to ascertain if the check was bona fide. While 
talking the criminal left the bank, and the teller is unable to 
furnish an accurate description, although he states he would 
know the criminal should he meet him. The California Bank- 
ers Association is pro-rating with this Association the ex- 
penses incurred in this investigation, and our Los Angeles 
representatives are making an investigation of the matter. 
Herewith is a specimen of the handwriting of the criminal: 


J. E. C. WILLIAMS. A colored man using this name, 
who claimed to be an elevator operator and preacher, suc- 
ceeded in defrauding a member bank of Santa Barbara, Cal., 
by means of a forged check drawn on a member bank of 


Anaheim, Cal. He opened an account with the bank at Santa 
Barbara and later deposited the forged check, on which he 
was allowed to draw before the check had gone through for 
collection and refused. Our Los Angeles representatives are 
making an investigation of this case, and the expenses in- 
curred will be pro-rated between tie California Bankers As- 
sociation and this Association. Williams is described as 
follows: 35 or 40 years of age, 5 feet 4 inches; first finger of 
right hand missing, one eye missing and often wears dark 
glasses. 


ARNOLD L. WIN, alias Winfred, was employed by a 
concern at Cleveland, Ohio, for several weeks as a bookkeeper, 
and in the course of his duties defrauded a member bank by 
making deposits of forged checks and then withdrawing the 
funds. Our detective agents were notified and are now mak- 
ing an investigation in an effort to locate Win, who is de- 
scribed as: 40 years of age, 6 feet 4 inches, 150 pounds, slim 
build, dark chestnut hair, brown eyes, small brown mustache, 
streaked with gray; three stiff fingers on left hand. 


BEWARE THE BLOTTERS 


It has come to our notice that recently members of a cer- 
tain clique of swindlers have been using information obtained 
from blotters secured from banks to perpetrate forgeries. 
From the information that we have received we understand 
that a representative of this band makes it a practice to enter 
banking establishments and gather up all the blotters, espe- 
cially white blotters, that show signatures, and from these 
blotters make a tracing of the signature and then draw up 
a check, on which they are able to secure funds from the 
interested bank. It will be well for“our readers to have their 
special officers instructed to see that blotters on the desks 
used for the convenience of their customers are well guarded 
and not removed from the premises. By watching this angle 
no doubt considerable loss may be avoided by members. 
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GENERAL 
CHECK SWINDLER APPREHENDED 


R. M. Moore, with many aliases, arrested by Waterbury, 
Conn., authorities for passing bogus checks 

R. M. MOORE. It will be of interest to our readers to 
learn that the bogus check operator who has been preying on 
their customers with checks purporting to have been issued 
by various furniture houses throughout the country, has 
finally been apprehended and is now awaiting trial at Water- 
bury, Conn. The credit for this arrest falls to the police of 
that city, who became suspicious of this man’s activities. 
When he endeavored to secure funds from a local merchant 
he was taken into custody for investigation. Following his 
arrest he made a complete confession, and it was learned 
from him that he was wanted on similar charges by various 
city departments throughout the country. We are repro- 
ducing a photograph of Moore in connection with this article, 
and would appreciate it if our readers would notify us of any 
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complaint they might have against him. During his opera- 
tions he ‘has used the following aliases: L. F. Lee, alias J. 
Billington, alias R. K. Rose, alias W. S. Yorke, alias R. 8S. 
Reed. He is described as 65 years of age, 5 feet 5% inches, 
138 pounds, slim build, sallow complexion, gray hair. His 
Bertillon measurements are: 66.5 73.0 88.7 19.0 15.5 
14.1 66 26.2 11.0 8.0 44.5. His finger-print classifica- 
tion is: 1/17 U/R 10/10 21. 


THOMAS M. ALLEY, formerly a first lieutenant in the 
United States Army, and who has seen service overseas with 
the 79th Division, was arrested early in April, 1919, at Balti- 
more, Md., by city detectives on the charge of passing bogus 
checks drawn on a member bank at Baltimore and negotiated 
through several individuals in that city. It is thought by 
the Baltimore police that this man operated elsewhere in the 
east, and any bank members having Knowledge of his opera- 
tions will please communicate with the Baltimore police au- 
thorities. He is described as: 30 years of age, 5 feet 10 
inches, 160 pounds, dark complexion, dark hair and eyes, 


‘smmoth shaven; claims to have been born in Panama and 


has a wife and two children living in Baltimore. 


A. B. EDSON is now causing numerous merchants in 
New York City to sustain losses by inducing them to cash 
bogus and worthless checks. Previously he operated in Texas 
with worthless checks. His mode of operation is the old one 
of making a purchase, then offering a check and securing the 
change in cash. His checks are drawn on the Alpine State 
Bank, Alpine, Texas, and the Army National Bank, Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan. A. B, Edson’s description is: About 35 
years of age, 6 feet 2 inches, 170 pounds, slender build, sandy 
complexion, sandy hair. 


E. A. ELDER, alias E. J. Wagner, alias J. C. Keller, suc- 
ceeded in defrauding a non-member bank of this Association— 
but a member of the Iowa Bankers Association—at Mapleton, 
Towa, also of Danbury, Iowa. This operator used pay checks 


_ supposedly issued by different construction companies of 


Sioux City, Iowa, and the Loomis Construction Company of 
Cedar Rapids. He is a carpenter by trade and may be found 
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employed by .construction companies. He is described as 39 
years of age, 5 feet 6 or 7 inchs, 135 to 140 pounds, gray- 
tinged hair, medium complexion, blue eyes, smooth shaven, 
neat appearance; dark suit, form-fitting overcoat, dark brown 
English cut shoes. 


A member bank at Sandy Spring, Md., while not having 
suffered a loss by reason of the operations of a young woman 
recently in that community, reports that several citizens in 
that vicinity have been defrauded by means of worthless 
checks alleged to have been issued by MARGARET LOFTUS. 
This young woman came to Sandy Spring from Washington, 
D. C., where she worked as a nurse during the influenza epi- 
demic. She claimed that her mother’s address was Boston, 
Mass. She is described as 23 years of age, 115 pounds, 
brown eyes. 


GEORGE LOW is now operating in Pittsburgh, Pa., and 
the vicinity with bogus checks drawn on the paper of the 
Homewood Peoples Bank of Pittsburgh, Pa. Issuing bogus 
checks is no novelty for this individual, as in 1905 and 1906 
he served fifteen months in the Huntington, Pa., Reformatory 
for passing bogus checks. In 1910 he was again arrested for 
uttering bogus checks and sentenced to spend the next five 
years of his life in the penitentiary. Recently we have been 
advised that he is defrauding numerous merchants with 
checks drawn on the Homewood Peoples Bank of Pittsburgh. 
George Low is described as being 40 years of age, 5 feet 5 
inches, 140 pounds, slim build, dark complexion, dark hair, 
small mustache.

CHAS. A. NORRIS, alias Edwin B. Cooper, alias M. P. 
Wiel. Through the activities of the Los Angeles Police De- 
partment, Norris, who forfeited his bond at San Francisco, 
Cal., where he was under arrest charged with issuing bogus 
checks, is again in custody at Los Angeles on a similar charge. 
By referring to an article which appears in the April, 1919, 
issue of the JourNnaL Supplement, the details concerning this 
man’s fraudulent transactions will be found. 


In an article appearing in the April, 1919, Journat Sup- 
plement, under the caption of FRANK C. NORWOOD, we 
gave details concerning the activities of a swindler who found 
many victims with bogus checks. In the article in question 
we stated that this swindler used the name of Frank C. Nor- 
wood. The real Mr. Norwood is an official of the Central 
Trust Company of Maryland, Fredrick, Md., and it was this 
gentleman whom the swindler impersonated to further his 
fraudulent transactions. 


FRED SWANSON. An operator wearing a United States 
Army uniform has been “floating” several checks in San 
Francisco, drawn on a local bank, signed Fred Swanson. 
This individual’s mode of operation is to enter a second-class 
hotel and tender a check in payment of one week’s room rent 
in advance, then get the balance due him on the check in 
cash. The member bank on which these checks were drawn 
honored several of them due to confusing his signature with 
that of one of their depositors with a similar name, and 
therefore sustained a loss. From now on hotels will be his 
victims. Our detective agents at San Francisco, Cal., are en- 
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deavoring to cause Fred Swanson’s apprehension. The Cali- 
fornia Bankers Association is co-operating with this Associa- 
tion in financing the investigation. The operator’s descrip- 
tion is given as follows: 25 years of age, 5 feet 11 inches, 220 
pounds, stout build, sallow complexion, brown eyes, brown 
hair; wears army uniform, military leggings and hat. 


CLIFFORD A. THUR defrauded a non-member bank of 
this Association—but a member of the Iowa Bankers Associa- 
tion—at Carpenter, Iowa, by means of three bogus checks 
given in payment of a mortgage which was held by the bank 
on some cattle and hogs. These checks were returned to the 
bank marked worthless. The Des Moines representative of 
our detective agents has traced. the operator to a point in 
Minnesota and the Minneapolis representatives are now en- 
deavoring to locate him. He is described as: 34 years of age, 
5 feet 7 inches, 150 pounds, slender build, sallow complexion, 
dark eyes, brown hair; French-Canadian by birth; works as a 
cook around restaurants. 


M. J. WELCH, who is said to be a train dispatcher by 
profession, is alleged to be passing bogus checks. This man 
holds a current membership card under the name of William 
Houston, which is thought to be his correct name, in the 
American Train Dispatcher Association, the number of his 
card being 4142. Welch is described as being about 50 years 
of age, 5 feet 9 inches, heavy build, gray hair, round smooth 
face; good talker. 


BANK EMPLOYEE ARRESTED 


ANTON ZALATORIOUS. In the November, 1918, issue 
of the Journat Supplement we published an article concern- 
ing the activities of this individual, who was very successful 
in escaping prosecution. He has finally been apprehended, 
and at the present time is being held in Chicago, awaiting 
trial. It is hoped that this time the authorities will be able 
to prevent him from escaping, and that he will be sentenced 
to a State Penitentiary.

ARRESTED 


HOLD-UP SUSPECTS ARRESTED 


Three men arrested in New York alleged to have held up 
Minneapolis bank 


On March 12 the New York City authorities caused the 
arrest of CHAS. BERNSTEIN, CHAS. CONNORS and 
MICHAEL McCABE. At the time of their arrest they were 
simply “picked up for investigation,” and following a search, 
in the possession of ‘Bernstein the authorities found certain 
securities. Not being able to find any record of where these 
securities were stolen from, our detective agents were com- 
municated with and they identified the securities as those 
that had been stolen from the Liberty State Bank of Minne- 
apolis, Minn., at the time that bank was held up. Through 
this identification, which was supplied to the Federal authori- 
ties, the three men were held awaiting the arrival of identify- 
ing witnesses and representatives from Minneapolis. Several 
days after the arrest of these three men, JACK DOYLE, 
another member of the gang, was also taken into custody 
charged with being implicated in the same crime. The four 
men secured counsel and have for some time been fighting 
extradition. During this fight Federal indictments were re- 
turned against the four men, charging them with being impli- 
cated in the burglarizing of a sub-postoffice station at Minne- 
apolis and stealing at that time postoffice money orders, which 
were passed in-cities on the Atlantic Coast by “Soap-box” 
Hardy, who was also arrested and sentenced to the Federal 
Penitentiary at Atlanta, and who has since died in that in- 
stitution. After the return of these indictments, Doyle was 
released on the bank charge,'but the three other members 
are still held in New York pending their fight against extra- 
dition. They have been released on bail. Bernstein is de- 
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scribed as: 28 to 30’years of age, 5 feet 10 inches tall, 160 
pounds, medium build, dark brown curly hair. Charles Con- 
nors’ description is: 30 to 32 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 170 
pounds, medium heavy build, dark brown hair, medium com- 
plexion. The description of McCabe is: 45 years of age, 5 
feet 9 inches tall, 160 pounds, medium build, medium com- 
plexion, mixed gray hair. No description of Doyle has been 
submitted. 


RANDOLPH BANDITS TAKEN 


Hold-up men apprehended a few hours after committing 
crime 

On Saturday morning, April 5, a hold-up was perpetrated 
on the State Bank of Randolph, Randolph, N. Y., by seven 
masked men. They secured several thousand dollars, and upon 
leaving the bank they drove rapidly away in a black Chandler 
automobile, which they later abandoned, on account of engine 
trouble, about three miles from Randolph and entered the 
woods. A posse was organized and in a very short while 
four men were arrested. The following are the names and 
descriptions of the four men under arrest: JOSEPH CONTRI, 
who is described as 24 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 145 
pounds, well built, dark brown eyes, dark hair, nationality— 
Sicilian; SAM PARINECA, 25 years of age, 5 feet 9 inches, 
145 pounds, very slender build, dark brown eyes, dark brown 
hair, nationality—Sicilian; ROSALIE SYRACUSE, 21 years 
of age, 5 feet 7% inches, 135 pounds, very slim build, dark 
brown eyes and hair, national‘ty—Sicilian; PAT CORDA, 28 
years of age, 5 feet 8% inches, 165 pounds, well built, dark 
brown curly hair, nationality—Sicilian. 


FAMILY AFFAIR 


Relatives join hands and form bogus check gang 


Through the activities of several men who resided at 
Mountainair, N, Mex., a member bank of that city has sus- 
tained losses through paying upon checks which were either 
worthless or bore forged signatures. These men were rela- 
tives by marriage, and while one would write the check, an- 
other would secure the funds from the bank. They did not 
experience any difficulty in securing these funds, due to the 
fact that they were known as residents of the city. Follow- 
ing the discovery of their loss by the bank, the local authori- 
ties, co-operating with our detective agents, placed under 
arrest DAVE RHODES and J. E. FISK, who are now being 
held awaiting trial. Our detective agents are at the present 
time engaged in an endeavor to cause the apprehension of 
M. E. Tucker, the ring leader of the gang. From the last 
report received, Tucker is in the Texas oil fields, and it is 
hoped that his apprehension will be caused in the near future. 


FIRES ON HOLD-UP MEN 


At noon, on March 17, three Mexican bandits entered 
the Wyoming Trust & Savings Bank of Cheyenne and, dis- 
playing guns, endeavored to secure funds from that institu- 
tion. However. their attempt was unsuccessful, due to the 
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fact that Cashier Harry B. Henderson was too quick with a 
gun, and in answer to their demand to “throw up your hands,” 
opened fire on them. They fled from the bank, followed by 
an impromptu posse, and shortly afterwards were arrested 
by the local authorities. They proved to be TONY GON- 
ZALES, THOMAS DELGARDO and CRUZ HERMANDEZ. 
Following their arrest they were held awaiting trial for sev- 
eral days, and were eventually convicted. The outcome of 
their trial may be found elsewhere in this issue. 


BANK BURGLARS IN CUSTODY 


Bandits that burglarized Lone Elm State Bank 
apprehended 


EDWARD MOREY and WILLIAM GRANER. Through 
the work of the local authorities of Joplin, Mo., Morey and 
Graner were arrested, charged with being implicated in the 
burglary of the Lone Elm State Bank, Lone Elm, Kan., which 
took place on the evening of March 25. Following the arrest 
of these two, Graner confessed and implicated Morey. The 
arrest was brought about due to the fact that these two men

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were spending more money than their circumstances indi- 
cated that they should have, which fact aroused the suspicions 
of the woman proprietor of the rooming-house in which they 
were residing. Upon searching their room, this woman found 
between the springs and mattress of their bed Liberty bonds 
and thrift stamps, together with a considerable amount of 


silver. She reported her find to the local authorities, who 
proceeded to.the room, and finding the men there, placed them 
under arrest. Morey’s description is: 45 years of age, 160 
pounds, 6 feet tall, slender build, light hair. Graner is de- 
scribed as: 30 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches, 150 pounds, dark 
hair, dark eomplexion. 


FIVE BOGUS CHECK OPERATORS HELD 


Four men and one girl held for Texas authorities 


Member banks located in Wichita Falls and Burkburnett, 
Texas, have been experiencing considerable difficulty through 
small losses incurred by paying on checks which later proved 
to bear forged signatures. This matter was reported to the 
Houston representative of our detective agents, and an inves- 
tigator was assigned to the case. By co-operating with the 
local authorities at Wichita Falls and Burkburnett, they are 
now able to report the arrest of C. W. McCOY, O. R. CAMP- 
BELL, BRICE LANFAIR, A. B. HENSLEY and RUTH 
GOLF. McCoy is held at Burkburnett, while the other epera- 
tors are in custody at Wichita Falls. From evidence held by 
our agents, there is no possible chance of these operators 
escaping prosecution. Their trial will come up in the very 
near future. 


ADAM B. ADKINS defrauded a member bank of Clay, 
W. Va., with a forged check. Adkins forged the name of E. R. 
Adkins, a depositor, to the check, and had the amount mailed 
to him at Russellville, W.Va. An investigation of the matter 
was made by representatives of our detective agents, and as a 
result of which Adkins was arrested by the local authorities 
on April 7, but owing to a defect in the warrant he was re- 
leased. Following his release he was indicted at Clay, W. Va., 
and efforts were again made to bring about his arrest. Our 
agents are just in receipt of information that he has again 
been arrested and is held for the June term of court. 

HARRY ARMSTRONG. In the early part of this year a 
member bank of Chicago suffered a loss through paying funds 
to Armstrong when he presented checks to them, which, it 
later developed, bore the forged signatures of their customers. 
After a very extensive investigation, the Chicago representa- 
tives of our detective agents learned that a man named Arm- 
strong had been arrested on March 26, 1919, charged with 
another crime. In investigating this arrest they were able to 
identify the man under arrest as Armstrong, who was wanted 
by them. The interested bank has been requested to take the 
necessary steps to see that Armstrong is also -held on their 
charge. 

ANTHONY W. AUB. While stationed at the Roosevelt 
Field, Mineola, N. Y., Aub was successful in securing funds 
from a member bank of that point. Due to the fact that the 
check used in the transaction was returned to the bank uncol- 
lected, and inasmuch as the interested institution had ad- 
vanced funds to this individual before they received returns 
from the item, they, of course, became Aub’s victim. This 
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matter was reported to our local detective agents, and after 
a three-day investigation, Aub was located and his arrest 
effected with the aid of the local authorities. He was re- 
turned to Mineola to await trial. Since his arrest he has 
made good to the bank the amount involved, but they still 
intend to push the prosecution against him. 


GENE BODENBURG and LEO BODENBURG succeeded 
in defrauding a member bank at Perry, Iowa, by forging the 
names of depositors of the bank to some checks. The Des 
Moines representative of our detective agents made an investi- 
gation of this matter at Perry and succeeded in connecting 
these two boys with the forgeries, causing their arrest. They 
are now being held for trial at Perry. The Iowa Bankers 
Association is pro-rating the cost of this investigation with 
this Association. 


ARNE BREMNES forged the indorsement of W. B. 
Johnson to a check drawn on a bank in Minneapolis. Upon 
investigating the matter our detective agents were successful 
in locating Bremnes, and secured a confession from him. He 
is now being held awaiting trial, having entered a plea of not 
guilty, regardless of the fact that he had already confessed. 


DANIEL BROWNSTEIN, FRED ROTHERMEL and 
HERMAN BERMAN. On March 19 these three men entered 
the First National Bank of Freeport, N. Y., and held up the 
employees and secured several thousand dollars. After they 
left the institution a posse of citizens was formed and a chase 
ensued, ending in the capture of the three men named and the 
recovery of the stolen funds. Following their arrest, all ad- 
mitted their part in the affair, and two of the bandits have 
since been tried and convicted. The outcome of their trial 
may be found elsewhere in this issue, 


MARTIN BRUNO. Being successful in securing funds 
on a check drawn on a member bank of Carlton, Mich., Bruno 
was able to cause that institution to sustain a loss of con- 
siderable size, due to the fact that the check in question bore 
the forged signature of the maker. Bruno was able to per- 
petrate this crime owing to his acquaintanceship at the bank. 
Finally discovering that they had suffered a loss, the Detroit 
representative of our detective agents was notified, who, in 
making an investigation, traced Bruno to Georgetown, Del., 
at which point he was eventually arrested by our detective 
agents in conjunction with the local authorities. Bruno is 
described as 38 to 40 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches tall, 155 
pounds, slender build, blue eyes, sandy hair, light mustache; 
farmer by occupation. 


BART BRYANT and LENARD KING. During the last 
part of February Bryant called upon a member bank of Way- 
land, Ky., and endeavored to secure funds on a check which 
bore the forged signature of one of their customers. While 
the teller was comparing signatures, Bryant became sus- 
picious and left the institution. Finding that the signature 
in question was a forgery, the bank official reported this to 
the city marshal, and in conjunction with him made a short 
investigation, in which they were successful in locating Bry- 
ant, in company. with King; at the time they were preparing 
other checks for similar transactions. These two men were 
placed under arrest and held awaiting trial. Owing to the 
age of Bryant, he being only eighteen, it is the opinion that 
this is really’ his first attempt at a crime of this nature. His 
partner, King, who is much older, claims that this is not the 
first time that he has ever been in trouble, and from all ap- 
pearances is an old offender. King is about 35 years of age 
and has a stiff right arm. The bank official in reporting this 
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matter to us did not supply us with a complete description 
of the two men. 


J. W. BUCKLEY, alias H. C. Ball, alias C. A. McDon- 
ald. By forging the signature of a Portland, Ore., member 
to a check of considerable size, Buckley victimized that insti- 
tution. Our agents are just in receipt of information relative 
to the fact that Buckley is now under arrest at Portland 
awaiting trial. He is described as 34 years of age, 5 feet 10 
inches, 165 pounds, light complexion, sandy hair, blue eyes, 
slightly stoop-shouldered, white spot on pupil of right eye, 
heavy jaws, large mouth, ring finger on left hand missing at 
first joint. The Oregon Bankers Association is pro-rating the 
cost of this investigation. 


J. L. COTTRELL. While engaged at repairing bridges in 
the vicinity of Kissimee, Fla., Cottrell secured funds from a 
local member bank by means of forged checks. Through the 
activities of our representative at Atlanta, Cottrell was lo- 
cated at Jacksonville, Fla., and there held, awaiting the ar- 
rival of a representative from Kissimee. Upon being returned 
to that point he was able to clear up the matter. The outcome 
of this matter may be found elsewhere in this issue. 


JOHN J. CURRAN, who defrauded a member bank of Ridley 
Park, Pa., by means of a forged check, was finally located by 
our detective agents, confined in the Bellevue Hospital, New 
York City, undergoing a treatment for Spanish influenza. 
This information was supplied to the local authorities, who 
caused his arrest upon his release from that institution. He 
has been returned to Ridley Park to stand trial. 


JOHN DOWLING. While in the employ of a Detroit firm 
Dowling stole from that firm several blank checks. By 
forging the signatures of the officials of this company he was 
successful in securing funds from a local member bank. This 
matter was referred to the Detroit representatives of our de- 
tective agents, and they, in making an investigation, located 
Dowling in that city, and on March 11 caused his arrest in 
conjunction with local detectives. Dowling is described as 
45 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 145 pounds, medium build, 


sallow complexion, blue eyes, gray-tinged hair. 


J. A. EMPIE, alias J. R. Stone. Through securing funds 
on a check which was post-dated, and then paying the bank 
by means of a bogus check after his attention was called to 
the fact, Empie has caused a member bank of Alamosa, Colo., 
to sustain a small loss. Upon learning that they would have 
to suffer this loss, the matter was reported to the Denver 
representative of our detective agents, who made an investi- 
gation and eventually effected Empie’s arrest at Provo, Utah. 
Following the arrest of this individual, it was discovered that 
he was a fugitive from justice from the state of Iowa, and 
no doubt after he has answered for his Colorado crime he will 
be returned to Iowa to stand trial for charges held against 
him in that state. He is described as 34 years of age, 6 feet 
tall, 200 pounds, heavy build, light complexion, blue eyes, pro- 
truding, and red hair. 


A. L. FIELD. Due to the fact that they paid out funds 
on a bogus check presented to them by A. L. Field, a member 
bank of Pittsburgh, Pa., sustained a loss of considerable size. 
This matter was reported to the local office of our detective 
agents, who took up the investigation, and on March 19 
learned that a man by the name of Field had been arrested 
for defrauding a local hotel. Upon interviewing the man 
under arrest they immediately recognized him as the subject 
of their criminal investigation. They at once lodged detainer 
warrants with the local authorities, and he now is being held 
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on their charge. He is described as 45 years of age, 5 feet 10 
inches, 160 pounds, medium build, sallow complexion, iron- 
gray hair, dark eyes, small gray mustaehe. 

CLYDE GARRETT (true name), alias Sam Gore, alias 
F. L. Sturm. Following the arrest of Garrett at the hands 
of our detective agents, Garrett escaped, and our detective 
agents again took up the investigation. In the latter part of 
February, 1919, they were successful in locating and again 
effecting the arrest of Garrett at Ranger, Texas. By referring 
to articles appearing in the December, 1919, January and 
March, 1919, issues of the JourNaL Supplement, there will be 
found the details concerning the activities of this individual. 
He is now being held at Walter, Okla., awaiting trial. 


HURLEY and RUSSELL GILLESPIE, two brothers, are 
now under arrest at Sutton, W. Va., charged with defrauding 
a local member bank by means of a bogus check. While 
endeavoring to cash such a check, Russell was arrested, and 
later, his brother, who accompanied him at that time, was 
taken into custody. From all evidence submitted, his brother, 
Hurley, is the penman, and Russell is the disposer of the 
checks. While confined in the jail they attempted to escape. 
This charge will also be placed against them at the time of 
their trial. 

ANNIE GOODSIN. A member bank of Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla., sustained a loss recently by means of a series of for- 
geries. Our special representative at Atlanta was assigned 
to the matter, and after a short investigation a young girl 
named Annie Goodsin was placed under arrest, it being 
alleged that she was responsible for the crimes committed. 
Following the arrest of this girl, the bank received a letter 
from an unknown source, in which all the funds involved were 
returned to them, which lends a mysterious phase to the case. 
The operator under arrest is now being held awaiting trial. 
She is described as 20 years of age, 130 pounds, dark hair, 
dark eyes, dark complexion. 


CLAUDE L. HARGER. On January 6, 1919, a member 
bank of Monroe, La., reported to our detective agents at 
New Orleans that during September, 1918, they had sustained 
a loss due to paying on presentation a check to which the sig- 
nature of one their depositors had been forged. A short in- 
vestigation was made at the time this matter was reported. 
On March 12, 1919, another member bank of Monroe advised 
that a forged check had been cashed by them during Decem- 
ber, 1918. When an investigator arrived in Monroe he ascer- 
tained that these two operations were the work of one man. 
Suspicion was directed toward one Claude L. Harger, who 
was in the employ of a railroad and was working in the 
vicinity of Monroe. Specimens of this individual’s hand- 
writing were secured, then he was asked what he knew about 
the forged checks. He disclaimed all knowledge of them and 
tried to give an alibi that would show he was not in Monroe 
the days the checks were cashed. Due to Harger’s hand- 
writing being almost identical with the writing on the forged 
checks, and as several discrepancies were found in his alibi, 
he was investigated further, and eventually admitted his 
guilt, following which his arrest was effected. At this writing 
he is being held awaiting trial. 


HUGH H. HARRIS is under arrest at Oak Grove, Mo., 
charged with holding up the Commercial Bank of Oak Grove. 
Following the perpetration of this crime Harris was sus- 
pected and held for investigation. Upon being confronted 
with a woman employee of the institution he was: positively 
identified as the robber who entered the bank and removed 
the money from the vault. 
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LIEUT. W. H. HAWKINS.. While stationed at a train- 
ing camp near Shreveport, La., Lieut. Hawkins was successful 
in securing from a member institution of that city funds in 
a large amount by means of a check which bore a forged 
indorsement. Following the securing of these funds Hawkins 
left the vicinity accompanied by his wife and child. Through 
some unknown source, the Shreveport member secured in- 
formation to the effect that Hawkins was supposed to be en 
route to St. Louis, Mo. This matter was referred to our de- 
tective agents’ representative at that point, and they were 
eventually successful in ascertaining that the operator was 
then en route to Chicago. Through this information the Chi- 
cago representatives of our detective agents were successful 
in causing the arrest of this man and having him held for the 
Shreveport authorities. Lieut. Hawkins is described as: 5 
feet 10 inches, 170 pounds, light curly hair; scar on chin 
under lip. 

MARION W. HOLLINGSWORTH, alias Thomas Penn, 
alias W. W. Johnson. Recently a Portland, Ore., member 
bank sustained a loss by paying on checks bearing forged 
indorsements. Upon the matter being called to the attention 
of our detective agents they became convinced that an em- 
ployee of the firm issuing these checks was the guilty party. 
Following comparisons of handwritings, it was evident that 
Marion W. Hollingsworth, who had acted as an assistant pay- 
master, was the perpetrator of the forgeries. Upon being 
questioned, this individual at first denied all knowledge of 
the forging and passing of the checks, but after the interview 
had lasted over two hours he admitted his guilt. He was 
then placed under arrest. The disposition of his case is given 
elsewhere in this issue. The Oregon Bankers Association co- 
operated with this Association in financing this investigation. 


WALTER B. LENT 


HOSPITAL ATTENDANT CHECK 
OPERATOR ARRESTED 


Walter B. Lent, who defrauded numerous banks through- 
out the Eastern and Southern States, apprehended 
at Amarillo, Texas 


WALTER B. LENT, who more often used the name 
James E. Bennett, was arrested on-or about April 10, 1919, 
at Amarillo, Texas. Banks that have become acquainted with 
this individual through his fraudulent transactions: should see 
that detainer warrants are lodged at that point. An article 
relative to this operator was published in the April, 1919, 
JourNAL Supplement. After defrauding the Sykesville, Md., 
member bank referred to therein, Lent operated against sev- 
eral banks in New York State, then returned to Baltimore, 
Md. He then operated in Pennsylvania, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Missouri and Texas. Lent, alias Bennett, is now 
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being held awaiting trial at Amarillo on a charge of forgery. 
The photograph of this operator is being reproduced above, 
and we would request that any bank that recognizes this in- 
dividual and has not previously reported the acquaintance to 
us kindly do so at once. 


JACK LITTLE 


JACK LITTLE, a worthless check operator, was arrested 
by local authorities in Wichita, Kan., on March 28, through 
circulars issued by Secretary Gum of the Oklahoma Bankers 
Association. He operated quite extensively in Oklahoma City 
and Joplin, Mo., by opening accounts with worthless checks 
and endeavoring to check on same before his deposits were 
collected. Little has been returned to Joplin for prosecution. 
He is described as being about 30 years of age, 5 feet 8 inches, 
150 pounds, slender build, gray eyes, dark hair; neat dresser. 

FRANK MILLER. In the April, 1919, Journat Supple- 
ment we published an article relative to Frank Miller and 
reproduced his photograph. At that time this individual 
was wanted by a iwember bank for defrauding them of a small 
amount by means of a check which bore a forged indorse- 
ment. In making an investigation the Portland representa- 
tive of our detective agents learned that Miller was in the 
vicinity of San Francisco. The information in question was 
supplied to our agents’ representatives at that point, and 
they, after a very short investigation, were successful in 
locating Miller and effecting his arrest. The expense of the 
investigation was pro-rated between the Washington Bankers 
Association and this Association. Miller is described as 6 
feet, 210 pounds, medium stout, light hair; has initials 
“J. M.” tattooed on right wrist, also woman’s head on other 
arm, together with a heart with a knife through it. He has 
five gold teeth in his upper left jaw. 

JOSEPH MOONEY. Following the arrest and conviction 
of two sneak thieves charged with stealing Liberty bonds 
from a member bank of Philadelphia, Mooney was arrested 

~while in court upon his testimony given during the trial. It 
seems that after the two sneak thieves secured the bonds 
from the interested bank they solicited the services of Mooney, 
who is a building contractor of Philadelphia, to dispose of 
them. While on the stand testifying he admitted that he was 
aware of the fact. that the bonds had been stolen, and upon 
completing his testimony the court demanded his arrest as 
a recei¥er of stolen property. He was released on a $1,500 
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bond, and subsequently was indicted, and is now awaiting 
trial. Mooney is described as 35 years of age, 5 feet 10 inches, 
190 pounds, heavy build, medium complexion, illiterate, un- 
able to write his name. 


WILL H. MOORE defrauded a member bank in Picher, 
Okla., about a year ago by obtaining money on a note secured 
by a mortgage on his horses, wagon, harness and a cow. 
When the mortgage came due Moore was not to be found, 
neither could any of the mortgaged property. Recently a 
representative of the Oklahoma City office of our detective 
agents was‘in Picher and this matter was reported to him. 
In two hours’ time Moore was located by our agent and a 
local officer and his arrest effected. Moore is in the Miami 
jail at the present time awaiting trial. He is about 38 years 
of age, 5 feet 5 inches, 130 pounds, slender build, dark brown 
hair, blue eyes, smooth shaven. 


J. E.. MURRAY, alias Walter C. Brower, alias C. J. Mc- 
Murray. While acting in the capacity of cook in a large 
mining camp located in Idaho, Murray stole several blank 
checks of his employers, and on these checks forged his sig- 
nature. He presented them to the bank and was successful in 
securing funds on same, consequently causing them to sustain 
a loss of considerable size. This man’s operations were first 
called to our attention in 1917, at which time the Spokane 
representatives of our detective agents were assigned to the 
matter. After a long drawn-out investigation, Murray. was 
finally located at Lewistown, Mont., by our detective agents, 
and his arrest was effected at that point. Following his 
arrest he was returned to Spokane, Wash., where he will be 
tried on a charge of forgery. In an article appearing in the 
November, 1917, issue of the JourNaL Supplement we fur- 
nished further details concerning this man’s activities. Dur- 
ing the investigation made by our detective agents the Wash- 
ington Bankers Association pro-rated with this Association in 
defraying the expenses. Murray is described as: 35 years of 
age, 5 feet 7 inches tall, 165 pounds, dark brown hair, graying 
at the temples; stocky build, dark eyes, broken nose. 


C. A. PACKARD, alias A. Bergman. By representing 
himself to be a cattle buyer, Packard was successful in de- 
frauding a member bank of Mayer, Ariz., by using a bogus 
check drawn on the First National Bank of Douglas, Ariz. 
He appeared in the vicinity and negotiated with a well- 
known stock owner to buy stock from him. In this manner 
he secured an introduction at the bank and was eventually 
successful in securing funds from them. Following his fraud- 
ulent transactions he left the vicinity, and was next heard of 
at Pasadena, Cal., where he endeavored to negotiate along 
similar lines, but upon being advised of his activities and co- 
operating with the Los Angeles representative of our de- 
tective agents, the Pasadena authorities were on their guard. 
Having received information that Packard was suppostd to 
be at a certain point at a certain hour, they awaited his 
arrival and were successful in effecting his arrest. Inasmuch 
as the charge at Mayer, Ariz., was very strong, he has been 
released to the authorities at Yavapai County, Ariz., and 
will be returned to that point to stand trial. 


GAYLORD QUINN, alias S. M. Senning. At the present 
time Quinn is lodged in the county jail at Joliet, Ill., await- 
ing the action of the Grand Jury on a charge of forgery. 
Quinn’s arrest was brought about by a teller of a local bank 
of Steger, Ill. It seems that Quinn entered this institution 
and endeavored to secure funds on a check bearing the signa- 
ture of a local garage owner. The teller became suspicious 
of the signature on the check, telephoned the maker, and 
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learned that same was a forgery. In the meanwhile the pre- 
senter of the check left the institution in a leisurely manner, 
but after leaving the building endeavored to escape. Several 
citizens joined the chase and he was eventually captured and 
must answer for the attempted crime. 


C. F. RODNEY 


C. F. RODNEY, alias C. F. Roney. Having defrauded a 
member bank of San Diego, Cal., by means of checks which 
he stole from a local printing establishment, Rodney became 
a fugitive from justice. He was eventually traced to Bakers- 
field, Cal., and there his arrest was effected by the local 
authorities. He has since been returned to San Diego, where 
he has been tried and convicted. The outcome of his trial 
may be found elsewhere in this issue. , 

The California Bankers Association are pro-rating the ex- 
pense of this investigation. 


FRANCIS LE ROY SILVEY, JR., is under arrest at 

Denver, Colo., charged .with embezzling funds from a mem- 
‘ ber bank at that point, and also for securing funds from an- 

other member bank. on forged checks. His arrest was ef- 
fected at Hugo, Colo., by the local authorities, He has been 
returned to Denver to stand trial in that city. 

CARSON STANLEY, alias George Randolph, alias 
Carsten Brandemann, was recently arrested at Venice, Cal., 
charged with attempting to defraud a local member bank by 
means of a forgea draft. From the data secured by our de- 
tective agents, it was learned that Stanley, while prowling 
around several rooms of a local hotel, stole from one of the 
rooms a savings bank book issued by a member bank of San 
Francisco. With this book in his possession, he endeavored to 
secure funds from the local member bank, but his actions 
were suspected and the local authorities were called in. Fol- 
lowing his arrest he admitted his responsibility for this 
crime, and also confessed to several hotel thefts. The out- 
come of his trial will be found elsewhere in this issue. 

The California Bankers Association are pro-rating the 
expense of this investigation. 

J. STEPHENSON, alias J. S. Miller, alias C. A. Brown, 
alias O. P. Baker, succeeded in defrauding a Pittsburgh mem- 
ber bank during the latter part of March, 1919. Several 
days later he returned to the bank and again endeavored to 
have a check cashed. He was recognized and detained. Our 
detective agents’ local representatives were notified and Ste- 
phenson was placed under arrest, after which he made a com- 
plete confession, stating that he had found a check book of 
the First National Bank, Pitcairn, Pa., in a restaurant in 
Piteairn, and then started to issue worthless checks, which 
he had no difficulty in cashing until he was detained by the 
interested bank. 
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J. A. STRIPLIN. At the time a New Orleans repre- 
sentative of our detective agents was on the premises of a 
member bank of Monroe, La., he observed the peculiar actions 
of a man who was attempting to secure funds upon a check. 
This representative was in the bank working upon another 
matter for the institution, and seeing that something was 
wrong he gave the matter his closest attention. Upon noting 
the presenter of the check attempting to leave the institu- 
tion in a hurried manner, he intercepted him at the door and 
caused him to return to the window, where he found that the 


-presenter, J. A. Striplin, had been endeavoring to secure funds 


on a check which bore the forged signature of one of their 
customers. The local authorities were notified and Striplin’s 
arrest followed. He is described as 39 to 40 years of age, 5 
feet 8 inches tall, 155 pounds, dark complexion, dark hair, 
dark brown eyes. 

In the latter part of August, 1918, HARRY S. THOMP- 
SON was placed under arrest for defrauding a member bank 
of Milford, Iowa. Being advised of his arrest, the military 
authorities requested. that he be turned over to them on a 
charge of desertion. This réquest was complied with, and 
shortly after being taken into custody by the military authori- 
ties Thompson was able to effect his escape. He immediately 
took up his fraudulent transactions again, and our records 
show that he operated in the states of Iowa, Kansas, Ohio, 
Oklahoma and Texas. In each instance he appeared in the 
vicinity and struck up an acquaintanceship with a local 
family through narrating a story of having served in France 
and was waiting for a discharge. After gaining the confidence 
of this family he would draw a check on an out-of-town bank, 
and in every instance was successful in securing funds. As 
is usually the rule, he operated once too often, his arrest being 
effected by the authorities of Colorado Springs, Colo. Inas- 
much as the charge at that point was not strong against him, 
he was turned over to the authorities of Parsons, Kan., at 
which point he was tried and convicted. The outcome of his 
trial may be found elsewhere in this issue. By referring to 
the January, 1919, issue of this Supplement it will be found 
that we published an article relative to the operations of this 
man. Over this article photograph of Thompson was in- 
serted. 

W. D. THORNTON. Some time ago a member bank of 
Coalgate, Okla., sustained a loss of considerable size through 
the activities of Thornton, who disposed of mortgaged prop- 
erty without the consent of the bank. Following the per- 
peration of this crime Thornton fled to Arizona, being ac- 
companied by a woman companion. Shortly after their ar- 
rival at Phoenix, -Ariz., this woman stole several Liberty 
bonds from Thornton. The theft was immediately reported to 
the local authorities, and while making the report and telling 
the facts of the case, Thornton’s story was overheard by an 
agent of the Department of Justice. He was immediately 
arrested on a charge of white slavery, and thereupon made a 
confession relative to the mortgage swindle. The Coalgate 
authorities were notified and Thornton will be returned to 
that point to stand trial. His woman companion was later 
arrested at Ludlow, Cal., but none of the stolen bonds or 
money were found upon her person. She was therefore re- 
leased. 


F. A. VAN DUZER. By securing funds from a member 
bank of Vancouver, Wash., Van Duzer, formerly an em- 
ployee of the Singer Sewing Machine Company, caused a mem- 
ber to sustain a small loss, due to the fact that the check in 
question was returned as worthless. The Portland repre- 
sentative of our detective agents, in making an invesgigation, 
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traced Van Duzer to Seattle, at which point their local agents 
were able to effect his arrest with the co-operation of the local 
authorities. He is now being held awaiting trial. The 
Washington Bankers Association are pro-rating the expense 
of this investigation. 

FRED G. WELLS. A member bank of Shreveport, La., 
sustained a small loss through the activities of Wells, who 
secured funds on a worthless draft. Before our detective 
agents’ representative was able to get on the ground Wells 
was apprehended at Lake Charles, La., by the local authori- 
ties and has since been returned to Shreveport for trial. 


WILLIE WILLIAMS. After defrauding a member bank 
of Ellington, Mo., by disposing of mortgaged property, Wil- 
liams left the vicinity and was eventually located by a repre- 
sentative of our detective agents at Miami, Okla., and at the 
present time is lodged at that point awaiting the arrival of 
the authorities from Ellington, where he will be returned to 
stand trial for his mortgage swindle. He is described as: 40 
years of age, 5 feet 9 inches, 145 pounds, dark complexion, 
slim build, dark hair, blue eyes, thin face and sunken eyes. 


GEORGE WATSON WOODWARD, alias C. C. Com- 
stock, alias E. N. Barney, alias F. D. Miller, recently appre- 
hended by our detective agents at Portland, Ore., succeeded 
in defrauding local member banks by means of forging their 
customers’ signatures to checks, his operations having ex- 
tended over a period of several months. The operator has 
been a resident of Portland for the past fifteen years. By 
profession he is an accountant, having been employed for sev- 
eral years in the accounting department of one of the trans- 
continental railway companies. His mode of operation was 
to visit a bank during rush hours and would watch depositors 
filling out deposit slips, thereby noting the amount of their 
deposit and their name. He would then draw a check in an 
amount close to the amount deposited by the customer, forg- 
ing the customer’s name to the check. He is an expert pen- 
man and his forgeries were so perfect that upon presenting 
the checks to a paying teller he never failed to receive the 
amount of the check. The Oregon Bankers Association pro- 
rated the cost of the investigation. 


REMOVED 


GABRIEL E. ALATRISTE pleaded | guilty in St. Louis, 
Mo., on March 25, 1919, to a charge of obtaining money under 
false pretense and was sentenced to serve 2 years in the State 
Penitentiary, Jefferson City, Mo. 

HERMAN BERMAN. On April 7, having entered a plea 
of guilty in connection with the hold-up-of the Freeport, 
N. Y., bank, Berman was sentenced to serve not less than 10 
years nor more than 20 years at Sing Sing Prison, Ossining, 
Ns: 

ARCHIE DAVIS BROWN. Having been convicted on a 
charge of forgery, Brown was sentenced to 2 years in the 
State Penitentiary. This sentence was immediately suspended 
during a term of good behavior. 

CLAUDE COOMES, who defrauded a bank member at 
Telluride, Colo., and who was subsequently traced to Okla- 
homa by our detective agents and found in the custody of the 
sheriff at Claremore, Okla., was in January, 1919, sent to 
serve 2 years in the Oklahoma State Penitentiary on a charge 
of stealing an automobile. A detainer warrant is to be 
lodged against him at the Oklahoma State Penitentiary. 
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J. L. COTTRELL, Upon being arrested on a charge of 
forgery, due to his age and to the circumstances surrounding 
his crime, it was thought best by the interested parties to 
permit this man to settle the charges against him and also 
pay all expenses. Upon doing so he secured his release. 


WM. CROCOLL, following a trial, was given an indeter- 
minate sentence of from 1 to 3 years, and was immediately 
placed on probation. 


KAZIMIR DOBROSZ was convicted of participating in 
the hold-up of the Bank of Fulton, Wheeling, W. Va., and 
sentenced to serve 20 years in the State Penitentiary, Mounds- 
ville, W. Va. 


BEATRICE DOX, charged with forgery in Cleveland, 
Ohio, was sentenced to from 1 to 20 years in the Marysville 
Reformatory for Women, and then granted a parole. 


JACK DOYLE was quite recently arrested in New York 
City, charged with being implicated in the hold-up of a 
Minneapolis bank. Inasmuch as Doyle was able to prove an 
alibi in connection with this bank transaction, the charge 
against him was dismissed. He was immediately rearrested 
by the Federal authorities on a charge of robbery. 


TONY GONZALES, THOMAS DELGRADO and CRUZ 
HERMANDEZ, all Mexicans, who are reported elsewhere in 
this issue as having held up a member bank at Cheyenne, 
Wyo., were sentenced to serve from 10 to 14 years in the 
Wyoming State Penitentiary. 


MARVIN C. GREENACRE entered a plea of guilty upon 
a charge of forgery and was given an indeterminate sentence 
of 1 to 5 years in the Oregon State Penitentiary. 


MORRIS HANDELSMAI, held on a charge of forgery 
in San Jose, Cal., has been released on probation. 


MARION W. HOLLINGSWORTH pleaded guilty to a 
charge of obtaining money under false pretense in Portland, 
Ore., sentence was suspénded on condition that he return to 
work at the place he was previously employed and pay back 
the amounts he had secured on forged checks. 


FRED W. HOSFORD, alias Rista L. Basick, etc., who 
was apprehended in Denver, Colo., was sentenced from Denver 
County to serve 6 years in the Colorado State Penitentiary. 


HARRY JONES, negro, alias Herbert Johnson, alias 
James Brown, etc., was on April 12, 1919, sentenced from 
Denver County, Colo., to serve from 1 year to 15 months in 
the Colorado State Penitentiary. 


B. KING. Following this individual’s arrest on a charge 
of forgery, he was turned over to the naval authorities, and 
upon being convicted by a court martial, was sentenced to 
serve 5 years in the Naval Prison at Portsmouth, N. H., also 
to be reduced in rank, and at the completion of his sentence 
to receive a dishonorable discharge from the service. In a 
review of this man’s case the length of his sentence was re- 
duced to 2 years. He is now serving this sentence at Ports- 
mouth. 


A. M. PETERSEN was permitted to make restitution and 
the case against him was dismissed. 


JACOB RAYVIDE was permitted to make restitution 
and released from custody. 


C. F. RODNEY, alias C. F. Roney, was on April 2 sen- 
tenced by Judge Lewis of San Diego to be placed on proba- 
tion for a term of 2 years. 
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FRED ROTHERMEL. Having been convicted on a charge 
of holding up a Freeport, N. Y., bank. He was sentenced to 
a term of not less than 10 years nor more than 20 years in 
Sing Sing Prison, Ossining, N. Y. 

JOHN J. ROWE was permitted to reimburse his victims 
and pay costs, thus settling his case out of court. 

FRANCIS LE ROY SILVEY, JR. Following the return 
of Silvey to Denver he was tried and convicted on a charge of 
embezzlement, but will be permitted to make restitution to the 
insurance company and will not be tried on the forgery charge. 

CARSON STANLEY, alias George Randolph, alias Car- 
sten Brandemann. Following his arrest for attempting to 
defraud a member bank of Venice, Cal., Stanley entered a 
plea of guilty, but was not prosecuted due to the fact that 
the man whose name he had forged to the check was unable 
to appear at the trial, because of his advanced age. The 
charge against Stanley was therefore dismissed. He was 
immediately rearrested on a charge of robbery and is now 
awaiting trial and will, no doubt, receive a sentence. for this 
offense. 

HARRY 8S. THOMPSON, alias Chas. E. McDonald. Fol- 
lowing Thompson’s arrest and return to Milford, Iowa, for 
trial, he was turned over the Federal authorities charged 
with desertion. Before being court martialed on this charge, 
Thompson was sent to the military hospital at Philadelphia, 
Pa., and while confined at that point was successful in es- 
caping, thereby becoming a fugitive from justice. 

HARRY S. THOMPSON, alias Chas. E. McDonald, was 
tried and convicted in Parsons, Kan., on a charge of issuing 
worthless checks, and was sentenced to serve a term of 5 
years in the Kansas State Penitentiary. 

ARTHUR JAMES TOLSON, alias Phillip B. Keefer, a 
youthful offender of Washington, D. C., who succeeded in de- 
frauding a bank member there, was arrested on March 8, 1919, 
by the Metropolitan police and was later committed to St. 
Elizabeth’s Asylum, Washington, D. C., for observation. 

JAMES J. VITALI, who was arrested on a charge of at- 
tempting to defraud a member bank of Brooklyn, N. Y., was 
recently sentenced to 1 year, then immediately released on 
parole. 

J. E. WHITLEY. Due to the extradition papers being 
unreasonably delayed, this operator was released from cus- 
tody. 

_ MIKE WIENSCIZ was convicted of participating in the 
hold-up of the Bank of Fulton, Wheeling, W. Va., and sen- 
tenced to serve 20 years in the State Penitentiary, Mounds- 
ville, W. Va. 

FRANCIS BERNARD WITTE. The case against this in- 
dividual has been dismissed. 

GEORGE WATSON WOODWARD, alias C. C. Com- 
stock, alias E. N. Barney, alias F. D. Miller, whose arrest took 
place in the early part of April, has been permitted by the 
prosecuting attorney to make restitution to the bank and 
pay all expenses. Upon doing so he effected his release.

RULES OF THE PROTECTIVE COMMITTEE 


1. Upon receipt of notification by the General Secretary, Five Nassau Street, New York City, or the nearest 
office or correspondent of the William J. Burns International Detective Agency, Inc., of an attempted or successful 
perpetration of fraud or crime upon a member of this Association in its banking rooms, or in the rooms of such 
branches as are members, either by forgery, check-raising, worthless or bogus checks, swindle, sneak theft, robbery, 
hold-up or burglary therein, the committee will at once use its best efforts to apprehend the criminal. No action, 
however, will be taken unless immediate notice is given, and a case once committed to the Association 
cannot be taken out of its hands nor the offense condoned or compromised. If for any reason what- 
soever no prosecution takes place when the member is in a legal position to aid im the prosecution, and fails to 
du so, such member shall reimburse the Association for all expenses incurred in connection with the case reported. 


2. In reporting cases the member agrees to swear out a warrant for the criminal concerned when his identity 
has been determined: or a John Doe warrant at once in states where permitted. The committee relentlessly 
pursues both amateur and professional criminals in cases of attempted or successful fraud or crime upon members 
of the Association, but cannot take cognizance of such offenses where perpetrated upon others than members, 
or of so-called “inside jobs” where the offender is an officer or employee of a member. The committee relies 
upon the state, county or local authorities to arrange for the extradition and the payment of expense incident to 
the return of a prisoner. The committee will not pay witness fees, and will not be responsible for any expense 
incurred for protective work which has not been previously authorized.

MAY PROTECTIVE WORK 


WARNING 
SHORT CHANGE OPERATORS 


Two foreigners, a man and a woman, most likely Spaniards 
traveling in a Reo automobile, are working a “short change? 
swindle on banking institutions. From information received 
it is believed that they are members of a band of gypsies, 
traveling in automobiles. 

They operate separately, but usually at the same time, 
on near-by banks. They will present five one-hundred-dollar 
bills (5-$100) and ask for twenties ($20). When this request 
is complied with and currency is placed on the ledge, the pre- 
senter will become highly excited and demand gold. During 
this period the-presenter will, in some manner unseen by the 
teller, extract a few bills from the bottom of the pile, and at 
the same time push the currency back to the teller, and ask 
for the return of his (or her) money. The man is described 
as of middle age, 5 feet 3 inches, 150 pounds, medium build, 
swarthy complexion, black hair, sunken eyes, long, black, 
pointed mustache; smokes cigarettes and uses a long holder. 
The woman is described as being of middle age, 5 feet 2 inches, 
135 pounds, medium build, very dark complexion; wears dark 
dress and scarf. 

Should these swindlers appear in your bank, cause them 
to be held, and notify the nearest office of our detective 
agents, 

CARL L. BAIRD called on a Chicago member bank in 
April, claimed that he worked for a large stock yards packing 
company and opened a checking account, making his initial 
deposit in cash. The following day he drew a check out for 
part of this. He then returned in a few days and deposited 
a certified cashier’s check, drawn on a Kansas City member 
bank. Following this he was permitted to draw against this 
account. The certified check proved to be a forgery. Baird 


has since operated in a similar manner on three other Chicago 
member banks, using the names of T. J. Coates, alias Walter 
C. Quick, alias R. G. Page. He is described as 30 years of 
age, 5 feet 9 inches, 150 pounds, slender build, fair, smooth 
complexion, blue eyes; wears a dark, soft hat and gray over- 
coat. 

' RR. L. BUSHAE succeeded in defrauding a member bank 
at Des Moines, Iowa, by means of several forged checks, cashed 
among the merchants. Bushae’s home is in Des Moines, and 
he is a carpenter by trade. He forged the name of a former 
employer to these checks, and has since left Des Moines. 
This operator is described as 5 feet 8 inches, 150 to 155 pounds, 
fair complexion, brown eye, brown hair; walked a little 


stooped, smokes corncob pipe and cigarettes. The Iowa Bank- 
ers Association is prorating the expense of this investigation. 

E. E. CALLOWAY defrauded a member bank at Carrizozo, 
N. M., by means of a draft drawn on the Red Wing Advertis- 
ing Company of Red Wing, Minn. He carries with him a 
sample line of leather goods, check covers, etc., and also a line 
of shirts. Should this man call at your bank, have him de- 
tained, and wire the nearest office of our detective agents. 
He is described as 25 years of age, 5 feet 5 inches, 120 pounds, 
gray eyes, light hair; well dressed. 


LOUIS CARTER 


LOUIS CARTER has succeeded in defrauding a member 
bank of Freeman, S. Dak., by means of a forged check. Carter 
worked as a farm hand at a point near Craig, Iowa, and upon 
giving up his position, he proceeded to Freeman, where he 
forged the name of his former employer to a check, and passed 
it at the local bank. This operator is described as 30 years 
of age, 5 feet 6 inches, 165 pounds, stocky build, dark com- 
plexion, dark brown eyes, black, bushy hair; farmer by 
occupation; fair dresser; scar behind right ear, noticeably 


-hard of hearing, operation scar near lowest extremity of spine, 


very nervous disposition. 

GEORGE DICKERY caused a member bank in Tulsa, 
Okla., to lose on three checks purporting to have been issued 
by the Sinclair Oil Co. of that place. One of the checks was 
cashed at a bank in Ramona, Okla., one at Bartlesville, and 
another in Collinsville, Okla. Dickery is described as being 
about 23 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 135 to 140 pounds, 
slender build; has the appearance of a clerk. Our detective 
agents are endeavoring to locate this party. 

RUTH O. GARVIN is the name used by a young woman 
that recently opened an account with a member bank in 
Kansas City, Mo. After depositing and withdrawing small 
amounts of currency, she deposited a worthless check for a 
small sum against which she was permitted to draw, and in 
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this way defrauded the bank. No description of this woman 
is available, but a specimen of her signature appears herewith.

GEORGE BRUCE GORDON, alias G. B. Gordon, defrauded 


a member bank at Baltimore, Md., and also one at Chester-. 


town, Md., by means of bogus checks. This young man was 
for a time employed by a well-known general insurance com- 
pany of this city and at that time succeeded in stealing a 
number of blank checks from the check book of his employer. 
He. has since that time been using his name in his operations 
and is also charged with forging his employer’s name to his 
checks. Gordon originally came from Pittsburgh, Pa. A 
warrant for his arrest is held by the Baltimore police author- 
ities and the Chestertown, Md., authorities. He is described 
as 26 years of age, 5 feet 9 inches, 150 pounds, slender build, 
sallow complexion, brown eyes, dark hair; smooth face, and at 
times wears large tortoise-shell rimmed glasses. 


H. C. HENRY, alias R. H. Williams, alias L. C. Bloom, - 


alias G. C, Wallingford, alias H. L. Monsford, alias H. L. Mon- 
soford, has defrauded a member bank in Des Moines, Iowa, by 
means of six forged checks, which were cashed among the 
merchants of Des Moines, and then were paid by the bank. 
The Des Moines representatives of four detective agents are 
making an investigation of this matter, but owing to the fact 
that the merchants who cashed the checks are unable to give 
an accurate description of the operator or to identify him 
after two men having been taken before them for identifica- 
tion, they are unable to make much headway in securing his 
apprehension. This operator is described as 5 feet 9 or 10 
inches, 135 pounds, sallow complexion, light eyes, light hair. 
The Iowa Bankers Association is prorating the cost of this 
investigation. 


D. C. HEWITT, alias Geo. E. Raymond, alias C. E. 
Dewees, who represented himself to be a salesman for the Hebb 
Motor Company, of Lincoln, Neb., recently defrauded several 
member banks in Oklahoma City, Okla., claiming to be in the 
market for a residence there. He had real estate men accom- 
pany him to three different banks, where he left a draft in 
the sum of $500 at each place for collection. One of the drafts 
was drawn on a member bank in Lincoln, Neb., and the others 
on member banks of Denison, Texas. He then endeavored 
to get a personal check cashed, and was successful in inducing 
one member bank in Oklahoma City to cash a small check. 
This was returned, marked “No Account,” as were the drafts 
left for collection. Hewitt is described as being about 45 years 
of age, 5 feet 8 inches, medium stout, sandy hair, smooth 
shaven, 160 pounds, full face and florid complexion; wore 
B. P.O. E. emblem. A specimen of Hewitt’s signature is shown 


herewith.

FRANK L. JOHNSON, who, until recently, was a very 
prominent stock man at Wilburton, Okla., is wanted at the 
present time for defrauding several banks in that territory by 
securing loans on cattle that was not in existence, and also 
mortgaging the same property to different banks. A member 
bank at McAlester, who sustained a loss, has secured a warrant 
for his arrest. Johnson is described as being about 41 years

MABEL JOHNSON called on a member bank in Miami, 
Okla., and secured funds on a check which bore the forged sig- 
nature of one of their customers. Our detective agents are now 
endeavoring to locate this young woman. She is described as 
about 18 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches, 145 pounds, medium 
complexion, blue eyes, and dark brown hair. 


ROBERT C. LEE, alias Edward C. Packard. A very 
dangerous criminal using these names has been operating at 
Cairo, Ill., Indianapolis, Ind., Louisville, Ky., and New Albany, 
Ind., since April 30, 1919. On that day he opened an account 
at a member bank in Cairo, claiming he represented the 
Chandler Automobile Company, using a check on a First Na- 
tional Bank, and through an oversight, his checks against this 
deposit were cashed before it was learned that the check was 
worthless. Lee left Cairo for Indianapolis, from there to 
Louisville and New Albany, where he cashed a check on May 
15th. At the time of going to press, this was the last in- 
formation secured. All banks in the central states should be 
on the watch for Lee. A warrant has been issued at Cairo. 
He is described as: 26 years of age, 5 feet 6 or 7 inches, 140 
pounds, rather slender, sandy hair inclined to be red, smooth 
shaven; wore new blue, unfinished suit, cap, tan shoes without

MRS. T. F. MAHONEY recently swindled a member bank 
in Kansas City, Mo. She opened an account with a worthless 
check drawn on an out-of-town bank and the next day drew 
against the uncollected item.

Mrs. Ma- 
honey is about 35 to 38 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, medium 
build, black eyes, black hair, rather thin features; well dressed.

E. V. MILAM. A member bank in Pond Creek, Okla., 
reports that they recently cashed a worthless check for a man 
using the above name, / They do not remember the incident 
and can give no description, but we are showing a reproduc- 
tion of Milam’s signature. The check in question is drawn on 
the Citizens State Bank of Eldorado, Kan. 
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H. E. NEAL. Two member banks at Evansville, Ind., 
were defrauded by a man using the name of H. E. Neal. Neal 
opened accounts at each bank, and after gaining their con- 
fidence, presented a check at each bank, drawn on the other, 
both signed L. S. Bryan, The checks were bogus. Neal is 
described as follows: 30 or 32 years of age, 5 feet 6 or 7 
inches, 150 or 155 pounds, medium build, dark complexion, 
dark eyes, dark hair; small Charlie Chaplin mustache, blue 
suit and dark cap; talks rather slowly, in a moderate tone; 
seems well bred, good manners, not at all excited or nervous, 
smokes cigarettes. ‘ 

ROSELLE OLSON, alias A. K. Olson, alias Mrs. Ella 
Olson, has defrauded a member bank in Woodward, Iowa, also 
a member of the Iowa Bankers Association, besides several 
merchants, by means of forged checks using the signature of 
her father. The Des Moines representatives of our detective 
agents are making an investigation of this matter, and have 
ascertained that this girl is in company with a married sister, 
whose husband also accompanies her, and the last report is 
that they were at some point in Nebraska, and traveling 
West. She is described as 16 or 17 years of age, 5 feet 2 
inches, about 120 to 125 pounds, plump build, not heavy, light 
complexion, blue or gray eyes; well dressed, of rather quiet 
nature. The Iowa Bankers Association is prorating the cost 
of this investigation. 

WM. POWELL, negro, defrauded a member bank of Pitts- 
burgh by a forged check. A search for him is now being made 
by our detective agents. Powell forged the name of a former 
employer. He usually seeks employment at dyeing and clean- 
ing establishments. He is described as: 30 years of age, 5 feet 
8% inches, 150 pounds, light yellow in color, kinky hair 
cropped close; inclined to stutter slightly. 

PAUL RAY, dressed in a soldier’s uniform, wearing an 
overseas cap, entered a member bank of Herington, Kan., 
recently and, after claiming that his home was in a near-by 
town, was successful in securing funds on a check drawn on 
a bank in Lawrence, Kan. Of course the check proved to be 
worthless. Ray offered to show his army discharge papers in 
order to identify himself, but the paying teller believing he 
knew the presenter, did not examine them carefully. Ray is 
about 24 or 25 years of age, 5 féet 9 inches, 145 pounds, slender 
build, fair complexion, blue eyes, very light hair. A specimen 
of his handwriting appears herewith.

MRS. LILA ROBERTS, claiming to have an agency for 
china paint brushes with her husband in one of the San 
Francisco office buildings, opened an account with a member 
bank, depositing a forged draft on a Portland bank. She gave 
as reference a Seattle bank and an individual in Portland. 
Investigations revealed that she was unknown at the Seattle 
bank and that there was such an individual at address she 
had given in Portland. She has been accompanied by a man 
who was evidently passing as George Roberts, and together 
they rented office space and secured furniture. The man did 
not appear in the transaction at the bank, and the only trace 
of him that was found was at the furniture dealer’s. The 
residence given by Mrs. Roberts in San Francisco was fictitious. 
It is evident that this man and woman are very clever oper- 
ators, and they have used a great deal of ingenuity in cover- 
ing up their identity. The descriptfons given of these parties 
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are as follows: Mrs. Lila Roberts, alias Mrs. George Roberts: 
38 to 42 years of age, younger looking at times, 5 feet 6 to 7 
inches, 130 pounds, sallow complexion, slender build; neat 
dresser, wore tailored suit, good talker. George Roberts: 38 
to 40 years of age, 5 feet 11 inches, 190 pounds, sandy com- 
plexion, smooth shaven, stout, evidently of foreign birth, ap- 
parently of some Scandinavian nation; wore brown suit. The 
California Bankers Association are prorating the cost of this 
investigation. 


N. C. ROCKHILL 


N. C. ROCKHILL recently defrauded member banks at 
Sprague and LaCrosse, Wash., and Moscow, Idaho, by means of 
bogus checks drawn on the Mount Holly National Bank, Mount 
Holly, N. J. Rockhill was formerly employed by two of the 
above banks and claims his home is at Columbus, N. J. He. 
is described as 35 years of age, 5 feet 8 inches, 140 pounds, 
dark, slightly gray hair; protruding lower jaw. Our detective 
agents are now endeavoring to locate Rockhill... The Washing- 
ton Bankers Association is prorating the expenses of this in- 
vestigation with this Association. 

SAM RYAN, alias Sam Rhyon, alias Sam Rhyons, negro, 
defrauded a member bank of Williamson, W. Va., with a 
number of forged checks. A search for Ryan is now being 
conducted by our agents. Ryan is described as 24 to 26 years 
of age, 5 feet 3 inches, 125 pounds, slender build, mulatto, 
almost white complexion, kinky red hair, cut very short, 
smooth shaven; is an addict to cigarette smoking and “African 
Golf.” 

DAN SAMPSEL is the name used by a forger who oper- 
ated in Muskogee, Okla., at which time he negotiated a small 
check to which the name of a customer of a member bank at 
Okmulgee was forged. The forgery was not discovered by the 
Okmulgee bank and they consequently lost on same. No de- 
scription is available. A specimen of his signature is shown 
herewith. 


_ ALBERT SMITH attempted to defraud a member bank of 
Kansas City, Mo., by means of a forged check. A customer of 
the bank lost her purse containing several blank checks and 
a specimen of her signature. Shortly after this a young girl 
about 16 years old came into the bank with a small check to 
which the name of this customer was forged. She stated that 
a boy with one foot missing gave her the check to cash for 
him, saying she knew him as Albert Smith. The bank detected 
the forgery and notified our detective agents. They endeavored 
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to locate Smith by following the girl from the bank, but he 
had evidently suspected everything was not right, there hav- 
ing been some delay, and disappeared. Smith is described as 
being about 23 or 24 years of age, 5 feet 9 inches, medium 
build; walks with crutches, part of-one,leg being amputated. 
A specimen of his handwriting is shown herewith.

WALTER A. SMITH. A St. Louis member bank has been 
defrauded in a small amount covering nine forged checks 
cashed by one Walter A. Smith, who forged his wife’s signa- 
ture. The, last heard of Smith was when he left a check on 
this bank with a member bank in Kansas City, Mo., for col- 
lection. It is alleged that. Smith has served. several months 
for forgery in Kansas City, Mo. Smith is described as follows: 
35 years old, 5 feet 7 inches, 150 pounds, tan complexion, dark 
eyes, dark brown hair, smooth shaven; scar on right side of 
face below right eye, caused by removed tumor. 


D. B. SPENCER, alias W. M. Ramsey, alias J. E. Hunt, 
alias G. R. Carter, alias J. E. Howard, alias John Franklin, 
recently stopped at Joplin, Mo., and opened accounts as sev- 
eral local banks. His initial deposit usually consisted of cash. 
The following day he would deposit a check payable to his 
account given on some out-of-town bank, and then would check 
on same before the bank had returns on the deposit. He suc- 
ceeded in defrauding one member bank in Joplin in this man- 
ner. He operated likewise in Miami, Okla., Pittehure, Kan., 
and Oklahoma City, Okla. Our detective agents are uow en- 
deavoring to locate this swindler. Spencer is about 30 to 35 
years of age, 5 feet 9 or 10 inches, 160 to 165 pounds, slender 
build, light complexion, blue eyes; neat dresser. We are re- 
producing a specimen of his signature.

ARTHUR STEVENSON, alias Robert Shane, is a negro 
who has been in more or less trouble in Kansas City during 
the last few years. He recently defrauded a member bank by 
forging the name of another colored man who carried an 
account there. Stevenson cashed one small check over the 
counter at the bank and another was passed at a haberdasher’s 
after purchasing a silk shirt. The forgeries were discovered 
by the benk, who consequently are the victims of his trans- 
actions. Stevenson is described as about 22 years of age; 
height, 6 feet; slender build, brown skin, neat dresser. 

CLARENCE WILLIAMS is the name used by a young 
man who recently defrauded a member bank in Joplin, Mo., 
by negotiating bogus checks purporting to have been given by 
the Central Lumber Company of Joplin. Williams usually 
makes a small purchase from some store, giving one of the 
checks in payment. A specimen of Williams’ signature is 
shown herewith. Williams’ work, however, is very crude and 
he did not endeavor to imitate the handwriting of any of the 
officials of the lumber company in question. He is described 
as about 22 years of age, 5 feet 7% inches, 142 pounds, 
slender build, smooth shaven, dark hair; neat dresser.

W. B. WOOD, alias C. F. Penfield, alias Kyle Orr, alias 
Vance, has defrauded several member banks of Omaha by 
means of forged checks, sent through by customers of these 
banks. This operator has been working in several cities, under 
various aliases, and to date has succeeded in eluding our 
detective agents. He is described as 28 or 30 years of age, 5 
feet 11 inches, 160 pounds, slim build, fair complexion, dark 
chestnut hair; appearance of salesman, very neat dresser, 
talks with Southern accent. When in bank wore green hat 
and dark suit, salt and pepper light-weight overcoat. 


WALTER ZENNER is the name given by a man dressed 
as an ordinary working man, who called on merchants, passing 
checks drawn on the First National Bank at Cleveland, Ohio. 
He claimed that he was employed by the Chandler Motor Car 
Company, of Cleveland. The checks that he presents are alleged 
to be pay checks signed by the Chandler Motor Car Company, 
per J. J. Sullivan, Pay Master. Zenner is described as 30 
years of age, 5 feet 8 inches, 160 pounds, medium build, dark 
complexion, dark eyes, dark hair; has a foreign accent. Usu- 
ally his hands and face have the appearance as if he had just 
left the plant after a full day’s work. When pressed for 
information, he made a pretext that he is unable to speak 
English. 


GENERAL 
RAISED GOVERNMENT CHECKS 


This Association is in receipt of the following information 
from the U. S. Secret Service, New York, regarding the opera- 
tions of a man who has been raising and passing stolen gov- 
ernment checks: 


Thirty-two 
years, six feet, 150 pounds, slim build, sharp features, rather 
good looking, brown mustache, Charlie Chaplin style, army 
officer’s uniform, who may attempt to put over raised govern- 


“Look out for man following description: 


ment checks. Warn your banks. This man attempted to 
pass check at Liberty National Bank, New York, Saturday, 
April 26, raised from $174 to $9,174 and probably responsible 
for two checks put over Philadelphia January 6 and 7, 
raised from $253 to $7,053 and $270 to $8,277. Checks lost 
or stolen from Governors Island; New York, during December. 
Checks probably dated December 31, all issued by James E. 
Young, Quartermaster Corps, and carry symbol number 20258, 
lower right-hand corner. Uses protectograph in raising checks 
and forges O. K. of some officer of bank. Banks should be 
positive of identification of any government checks for large 
amounts bearing December dates and carrying this symbol 
number. May change date on checks.” 

If this man comes into your bank, immediately notify 
this department or the U. S. Secret Service Agent in your 
vicinity. 

J. ANDERSON opened a savings account with a member 
bank of Tacoma, Wash., with a forged check of their institu- 
tion, the check having been stolen from the office of a loeal 
firm. Later, on the same day, this individual entered the 
bank and withdrew the entire amount of his account, thus 
causing the bank to sustain a loss of considerable size. 
This matter is being investigated by the Seattle Office of 
our detective agents, the cost of same being prorated by 
the Washington and American Bankers Associations. The 
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suspect in this case is a former employe of the firm from 
whom the check was stolen, he having been arrested for a 
similar transaction. 

J. BURT GLENN, alias S. P. Moore, alias Samuel P. 
Moore. This individual, whose true name is Samuel P. Moore, 
and who has quite an extensive acquaintance with various 
penal institutions in this country, having served two terms 
in the State Penitentiary at Huntsville, Tex., and one term 
in the Penitentiary of a northern state, recently succeeded 
in defrauding a member bank at Houston, Texas, by means 
of a worthless draft. This was made possible through the 
typographical error of a stenographer of a member bank 
at Dallas, Texas, who in typing the amount of $100, made it 
read $1,000. The operator could not resist the temptation 
of making use of this error, and is now being sought. for 
by our detective agent’s Houston representatives. Mention as 


to Glenn’s operations may be found in the January and 
February, 1917, issues of the JouRNAL Supplement. 


WALTER GREGORY. Recently a member bank at Mon- 
roe, La., sustained a loss through the forgery of a customer’s 
check presented by a negro representing himself to be Walter 
Gregory, the payee. Our New Orleans detective agents are 
making an investigation of this transaction, endeavoring to 
apprehend the negro. 

WARREN HOPKINS. On April 25, 1919, a man repre- 
senting himself to be Warren Hopkins, a civil engineer, called 
at a Chicago member bank and purchased a cashier’s check 
for $2. Since this transaction, he has had similar checks 
printed, and is forging the cashier’s signature to them. He 
has opened accounts at two Chicago member banks by deposit- 
ing checks and drawing against same. Hopkins is described 
as follows: 35 to 40 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 125 
pounds, very dark complexion, smooth face, wears eye glasses; 
dark soft hat, light tan overcoat. Has appearance of a busi- 
ness man. 

J. F. HOUSE, alias Jack F. House. A member bank at 
Richmond, Texas, recently reported to our Houston detective 
agents of having suffered a loss through a number of forgeries 
perpetrated by this individual, who at the time was a trusty 
at the Harlam State Farm, Richmond, Texas. An investiga- 
tion developed that another member bank at that point also 
suffered a loss through this man’s operations. House was 
serving his second term at the Texas State Penitentiary for 
forgery. His present whereabouts are unknown. He is de- 
scribed as follows: 24 years of age, 147 pounds, 5 feet 8 
inches, light complexion, blue eyes; is a bookkeeper by occupa- 
tion and a man of good education. 

A member bank of Wichita, Kan., reports that one of 
their customers was recently swindled with a forged check by 
a party using the name JOHN MANNING. Manning repre- 
sented that he had been employed as a farm hand by a farmer 
near Burrton, Kan., and that the check he presented was given 
him for work by his employer. He is described as being short, 
heavy set, florid complexion, round gray eyes, light-colored 
hair, thin on top; neat dresser. : 

LESTER NEWTON, who succeeded in defrauding a mem- 
ber bank of the Iowa Bankers Association by means of a forged 
check, was apprehended by our Des Moines detective agents. 
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He has been bound over to the grand jury on a charge of 
forgery. The expense of this investigation has been defrayed 
by the Iowa Bankers Association, as that bank is not a mem- 
ber of this Association. 

L. W. OSBORNE, alias E. E. Thompson, alias J. R. 
Quinn. We have been advised by the Merchants National 
Bank, Newark, N. J., that an individual using the above means 
is operating in the south with bogus checks drawn against 
that institution. No bank, to our knowledge, has sustained 
a loss due to this man’s fraudulent transactions, and no de- 
scription of the operator is available. 

W. W. PETHERAN was arrested at Toledo, Ohio, by 
police of that city on a charge of forgery. It is alleged that 
Petheran passed fifteen forged checks on Toledo tire dealers, 
which checks were drawn on a member bank at Sandusky, 
Ohio. In each instance, he represented himself to be an agent 
for the Milburn Wagon Company of Toledo. No description or 
other particulars are available at this time. 


PERRY STARK, alias Roy Tinney, alias Valin Azorian. 
An unknown person under these aliases, using stolen pay 
checks of a Seattle shipbuilding company, has defrauded a 
member bank of Seattle, Wash., on whom the checks are drawn, 
to the extent of several hundred dollars. The indorsements 
of the employees are in the same handwriting in each instance, . 
and, therefore, it is possible that only one person is involved. 
The Seattle Office of our detective agents are investigating the 
matter, the Washington Bankers Association pro-rating the 
cost of the investigation with this Association. 

FE. STEVENS, alias W. J. Oby, alias F. Fisher, are names 
used by a forger who is passing checks on merchants in the 
vicinity of Canton, Ohio, which checks are usually signed as 
“Kittoe Boiler & Tank Co.,” marked “Pay Roll,” and drawn 
on the First National Bank of Canton, Ohio. The forger pass- 
ing these checks is described as of medium age, 5 feet 9 inches, 
180 pounds, long jaw and chin, coming to peak, and ordinarily 
dressed in working clothes. 


0. V. STEWART 


O. V. STEWART. We are reproducing over this article 
a photograph of O. V. Stewart, who is wanted for defrauding 
a member bank of Fresno, Cal. This bank is also a member 
of the California Bankers Association, who are pro-rating in 
the investigation now being made by our detective agents. 
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R. H. WILLS defrauded a member bank of New Kensing- 
ton, Pa., in using forged checks, to which he had forged the 
name of his father. Wills resided, until recently, at Ford 
City, Fla. After issuing the forged checks, he deserted his 
wife and children, and a search is now being made for him 
by our agents. He is described as 38 years of age, 5 feet 8 
inches, 140 pounds, medium build, light complexion, light 
brown hair, light brown, small stubby mustache; has decayed 
upper teeth. 


FORGED MEXICO BRANCH DRAFTS 


We are advised that a number of forged drafts, also let- 
ters of advice, purporting to be drawn by the Mexico Branch 
on the agents, Bank of Montreal, New York, have recently 
been presented at southern points in the United States and 
Mexico. Some of these drafts have already been presented for 
payment. The following may assist in detecting the frauds: 
The forged drafts presented have been signed by G. B. Howard, 
Pro Manager, T. H. Duconing, Pro Accountant, whereas the 
correct name is Ducoing. They are drawn on a facsimile of 
the special draft form used by the Mexico office for drawing 
on the agents, Bank of Montreal, New York. The forms lack 
the name of the lithographer, “The American Book and Print- 
ing Co., Mexico,” which should appear close to the lower left- 
hand margin under the words “Bank of.” Scroll work at 
left-hand side of cheque is poor; numbers are poor on forgery, 
whereas they are clear cut on genuine. Should similar drafts 
be presented to you, notify this Department, the nearest office 


of our detective agents, or the New York branch of the Bank 
of Montreal. 


COUNTERFEIT CHECKS IN CIRCULATION 


We have been requested by a member bank of New York 
City to warn our members of an attempt on the part of un- 


authorized persons to secure funds on a check drawn on their 
institution. 


the check in question is one that has been used by a New 
York brokerage concern which is a facsimile of a genuine 
check given by their firm to a customer, who made large profits 
in an oil deal. This facsimile was attached to a bulletin, and 
sent out without the word “copy” appearing on them. The 
swindler, taking advantage of this oversight on the part of 
the brokerage company, is now endeavoring to secure funds 
on them. Inasmuch as the facsimile check is a photographic 


affair, there is very little danger of any of our members 
accepting same as a genuine check. However, we deemed it 
necessary to insert this warning.

A member bank of Durham, N. C., has reported to this 
Department the loss in transit of a letter containing three 
notes aggregating $50,000. The notes are described as follows:

$20,000 issued by Navassa Guano Co., payable to the Vir- 
ginia-Carolina Chemical Co., dated April 24, due 90 days 
after date. 
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$20,000 issued by Virginia-Carolina Chemical Co., payable 
to the Virginia-Carolina Chemical Co., dated April 24, due 
90 days after date. 

These notes have been indorsed by the Virginia-Carolina 
Chemical Co., and bear no other indorsements. Should an en- 
deavor be made to negotiate them through your institution, 
kindly advise this Department or the nearest office of our 
detective agents.

On three different occasions during the past year, our 
agents sent circular letters to banks in the vicinity of where 
he was operating, warning the banks to be on their guard. 
The last one sent out brought the desired result, for when 
Becker appeared at the First National Bank of Bound Brook, 
N. J., on April 25, 1919, and endeavored to secure funds on 
one of his checks, he was immediately recognized by Paying 
Teller William Weart, who is also a deputy sheriff. Weart 
refused te eash the check, then followed the operator out of 
the bank, commanded him to stop, and at the poigt of a gun, 
marched him to the police station. Becker was held at the 
Sommerville County Jail, awaiting trial. The disposition of 
his case is given elsewhere in this issue. 


C. C. MOLLIN ARRESTED IN SAN 
FRANCISCO 


Passer of bogus certified checks apprehended in San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., after having operated practically all over 
the entire United States during the last three years 
C. C. MOLLIN, alias Clarence P. Morgan, etc.: The first 

record we have of this individual dates back to 1911, when 

he started securing funds on bogus certified checks in New 

York City. He soon began to travel and left a trail of worth- 

less paper throughout New York State, Connecticut and the 

northern part of Pennsylvania. On December 27, 1912, he 
was arrested at. Phoenixville, Pa., and later pleaded guilty to 

a charge of uttering bogus checks, being sentenced to serve 

from eight to ten years in the State Penitentiary. He was 

pardoned on April 26, 1916; then, following another charge 
which was held against him, being noll prossed, he imme- 
diately resumed his fraudulent transactions, and has been 

“wanted” ever since. His operations took place in various 

cities in the East. 

Up to this time C. C. Mollin had not defrauded or 
attempted to defraud a bank, his operations being confined to 
hotel proprietors and merchants. On September 1, 1917, our 
local detective agents secured a very good clue as to the where- 
abouts of Mollin, but due to incorrect information at the 
vital moment, he was able to evade them. From that date 
until January 3, 1918, nothing was heard of Mollin. We were 
then advised that a member bank of Jefferson City, Tenn., 
had been victimized by one H. Williams, who was identified 
as being C. C. Mollin. During the first part of 1918 this 
operator victimized three other member banks and obtained 
funds on numerous checks from hotels and merchants in vari- 
ous parts of the country. From July, 1918, to April, 1919, we 
heard nothing of this operator. 


C. C, MOLLIN 


On April 15, 1919, our detective agents at San Francisco 
were advised of the fraudulent transactions of a man claiming 
to be Clarence P, Morgan, who had been arrested by the local 
police. Our agents were convinced that this individual was 
none other than C. C. Mollin, but while he admitted his crimes 
in San Francisco, he denied ever having operated in any 
other city. Repeated questioning would bring no results along 
the line of getting Mollin to make a confession, until one of 
our agents’ representatives confronted him with a list of 
his operations, which was read to him. Due to the way our 
representative interviewed him, it was seen that he was some- 
what bewildered, and, finally, after being told of certain in- 


formation relative to himself which was in our possession, he . 


confessed to his many operations. 

Among the names used by this individual are the follow- 
ing: Charles Moore, C. Miller, C. C. Morrell, C. Mackay, 
Frank Williams, F. White, C. Watson, J. Chapman, C. Mar- 
shall, C. Webster, Frank Johnson, etc. Articles relative to 
this man have been published in the following JourNat Sup- 
plements: March, 1912; April, 1912; February, 1913; Sep- 
tember, 1916; February, 1917; April, 1917; May, 1918. He is 
described as being 42 years of age, 5 feet 9 inches, 160 pounds, 
stocky build, light complexion, light eyes, chestnut hair, Irish- 
American. 


NEWTON D. PARKER 
PAROLE VIOLATOR UNDER ARREST 


Recently paroled forger resumes old methods and is 
again in custody 
» NEWTON D. PARKER is another individual who has 
fallen the victim of a circular letter sent out by our detective 
agents. An article relative to this man was published in the 
May, 1919, JouRNaL Supplement. He has operated in various 
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cities throughout the United States with bogus checks. Dur- 
ing the early part of May he operated at various points in 
Kansas, then jumped to New Jersey. Our agents immediately 
circularized New York and states in the vicinity. Following 
the sending out of the circular letters, we were advised by a 
few banks in New York State that Parker had already visited 
them. However, by the time Parker reached Amsterdam, 
N. Y., the letter had arrived there before him, and when he 
entered a bank and attempted to defraud them, he was recog- 
nized and his arrest effected. Recently he had been paroled 
from the Illinois State Penitentiary, and it is believed he will 
be returned to that point to spend the next five years of his 
life. Credit is due Mr. James Voorhees, president of the 
Farmers & Merchants Bank, Amsterdam, N. Y., for this arrest. 


J. W. FREEMAN 
BOGUS BOOK AGENT APPREHENDED 


Circular letter responsible for the arrest of J. W. Freeman 

J. W. FREEMAN, relative to whom an article was pub- 
lished in the March, 1919, JouRNAL Supplement, was placed 
under arrest at Norwalk, Conn., on April 30, 1919, by the 
local police. Due to this individual’s operations becoming 
quite frequent and as he always jumped from one place to 
another, it was rather hard to anticipate his movements. 
Therefore, our detective agents circularized all banks in the 
States of Connecticut, Rhode Island and Massachusetts, indi- 
cations being that he would operate in one of these states in 
the near future. 

Credit for this arrest is given to assistant cashier C. 
Otis Fitch of the National Bank of Norwalk, Conn. When 
Freeman appeared at this bank on April 30, and presented 
one of his bogus checks, Mr. Fitch detained him and called 
one of the local police officers, who placed him under arrest. 
The circular letter sent out by our detective agents arrived 
at the bank about an hour before the operator, and this 
accounts for his being held at Bridgeport, Conn., awaiting 
trial. The disposition of his case is given elsewhere in this 
issue. 


THREE CHECK KITERS ARRESTED 


Due to co-operation on the part of the Columbus authori- 
ties, who effected the arrest of GEORGE WALTERS, MRS. 
DOROTHY WALTERS and ARTHUR FUREY, we are in a 
position to report the holding of three dangerous swindlers. 
Had not their arrest been effected by the Columbus authori- 
ties, their victims through fraudulent transactions would have 
increased at a rapid rate, due to their mode of operation. Fol- 
lowing their arrest and identification at Columbus, they were

turned over to the authorities at Wilmington, Del., at which 
point they were wanted for defrauding a member bank by 
means of the old time-worn method of kiting. Their usual 
method of operation was to open an account, make the initial 
deposit in cash in two or three banks in the same city. Fol- 
lowing this, they would interchange checks, and after gaining 
the confidence of the officials of the various banks, they would 
deposit a check in a large amount drawn on an outside institu- 
tion, and in most cases were successful in securing funds on the 
uncollected item before returns were received. At the present 
time they are held at Wilmington, Del., awaiting trial. 


YOUNG SNEAK THIEVES ARRESTED 


A member bank of St. Louis, Mo., reported to our de- 
tective agents a loss sustained by them through the theft of 
money by outside parties. At the time of reporting this loss, 
they advised our agents that this was the second occasion 
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that such a transaction had transpired. In making an investi- 
gation, our agents were able to place the responsibility of the 
first transaction upon two young boys, and in questioning 
these boys, secured a confession from them, They gave their 
names as MICHAEL TABACCHIO and SAM SHANKER, alias 
Sam Shankie. At the time of their questioning, they denied 
any knowledge of the last transaction reported by this bank. 
Consequently, our agents are still endeavoring to cause the 
apprehension of the guilty parties. The outcome of the cases 
against Tabacchie and Shanker may be found elsewhere in 
this issue. 


FRANK BARNES. Through the activities of this indi- 
vidual, a member bank at Waterloo, Iowa, and several mer- 
chants in that vicinity have sustained losses by means of a 
series of checks which bore the forged signature of a bank’s 
customer, the bank having paid a few of the checks received 
through the clearings before the fraud was discovered. The 
investigation was made by the special representative of our 
detective agents at Des Moines, and eventually the arrest of 
Barnes, alias Ferguson, was effected. He was lodged in the 
County Jail at Waterloo, Iowa, and from that institution, 
quite recently, effected his escape. Barnes is described as 
5 feet 7 inches, 155 pounds; the one outstanding feature of 
his physical make-up is his extraordinary large mouth and 
very white teeth. Our agents are again endeavoring to cause 
his apprehension. The Iowa Bankers Association is pro- 
rating the expense of this investigation. 


HENRY E. BOLT. This person recently operated against 
a member bank at Dallas, Texas, by means of several bogus 
checks. While our investigator was working on the case, 
Bolt passed the bank, and was recognized by the paying 
teller. He was called into the bank, his arrest following. 
The outcome of his case may be found elsewhere in this issue. 
He is described as 21 years of age, 5 feet 8 11/16 inches, 142 


pounds, medium build, medium fair complexion, blue eyes,, 


light chestnut hair. He is by occupation an attorney, and his 
place of residence is Longview, Texas. 


ALBERT R. BRETT, alias Jack Barnett, alias Jack Brum- 
met, is under arrest at Los Angeles, Cal., awaiting the arrival 
of officers from Decatur, IIl., where he is wanted on a charge 
of forgery. Brett, through his acquaintance with residents 
of Decatur, was successful in securing funds from a local 
bank by means of forged checks. Following his arrest, he 
left the vicinity and was traced by our agents to Los Angeles, 
where his arrest was caused through a very peculiar chain of 
circumstances. Upon Brett’s arrival in Los Angeles, he pur- 
chased a complete outfit as is usually worn by officers in the 
aviation service. While dressed in this outfit, he registered 
at a prominent hotel. At the time of his registration, he was 
wearing boots and spurs. The hotel clerk, being up on military 
affairs, knew that this was contrary to instructions recently 
issued, whereby officers of that branch of the service were 
prohibited from wearing the very articles that he noticed on 
his guest. Consequently, believing that this man was an 
imposter, representatives of our local detective agents were 
notified, and upon questioning Brett, they soon were successful 
in securing a confession from him, whereupon he was placed 
under arrest on the Decatur bank charge, and held awaiting 
extradition. 

FRANKLIN A. BURLINGAME, alias Dr. E. L. Hogan, 
was arrested on April 27, 1919, at Los Angeles, Cal., by 
operatives of a local detective agency representing a mer- 
chants association, he having defrauded a large number of 
merchants, besides being successful in swindling a member 
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bank of Hollywood, Cal. He is now awaiting trial in the 
county jail. His preliminary hearing is set for May 9, 1919. 
The California Bankers Association is pro-rating the expense 
of this investigation. 

RALPH H. BUTLER (negro). Through securing funds 
on forged withdrawal orders, Butler was successful in causing 
a member bank of Flushing, N. Y., to sustain a very small 
loss. This matter was reported to our detective agents, and 
they, in co-operating with the local authorities, were finally 
successful in locating and causing the arrest of this indi- 
vidual. Butler is described as follows: 34 years of age, 
5 feet 7 inches, stocky build, light brown complexion, wavy 
hair, small black Charlie Chaplin mustache. 

C. R. CARMEN. Through paying funds to Carmen, who 
was supposed to be an employee of one of their customers, a 
member bank of West Palm Beach, Fla., sustained a loss— 
the check presented to them by Carmen bearing their cus- 
tomer’s forged indorsement. This matter was reported to 
our special representative at Atlanta. After a thorough inves- 
tigation had been made, a local party was suspected of the 
crime. Through the efforts of our representative, he was 
located, and. a confession was secured from him, following 
which, his arrest was effected. He is being held awaiting the 
action of the grand jury. 


JAMES PAUL COFFEY. Having defrauded a member 
bank of San Francisco, Cal., by the use of forged checks, Coffey 
became a fugitive from justice. This matter was reported to 
the San Francisco representatives of our detective agents, and 
they, after a short investigation, aided by the local authorities, 
were successful in locating and causing the arrest of Coffey. 
Throughout the investigation, the California Bankers Associa- 
tion pro-rated in the expenses. Coffey has been held to await 
the action of the Superior Court. 


CHAS. M. CUMMINGS defrauded two member banks of 
Parkersburg, W. Va., by means of B. & O. Railroad pay checks, 
to which the names of the payees were forged in the indorse- 
ments. Cummings was arrested by B. & O. Railroad authori- 
ties after a confession had been secured from him. He was 
employed in the office of the B. & O. Railroad at Parkersburg 
and was familiar with the signatures of the various employes, 
He is described as 19 years of age, 5 feet 10 inches, 125 
pounds, slender build, sallow complexion, wavy chestnut brown 
hair, gray blue eyes, smooth shaven. 

JACK CUNNINGHAM. During April, 1919, a member 
bank of Gretna, La., sustained a loss through a check bearing 
the forged indorsement of one of their depositors. In this 
particular case the operator represented himself to the bank’s 
customer as a construction engineer with a contract for gov- 
ernment work in Panama, stating that he desired to purchase 
animal feed for the use of his teams on this work. He then 
had the customer write his name in: a memorandum book 
which he carried, stating that he would return shortly to 
complete the transaction and desired his name and address in 
order that he might be better able to locate him on his 
return. Immediately upon leaving the establishment, he 
forged the indorsement of this man to a check and presented 
same to the interested bank, stating that the individual whose 
indorsement he had forged had sent him to the bank to have 
the check cashed. Two days later, Jack Cunningham was 
apprehended in the city of New Orleans by our detective 
agents’ New Orleans representatives. He at first denied his 
guilt, but later confessed to the forgery. Cunningham claimed 
to be a moving picture scenario writer, and it appears has 
traveled considerably in the Middle West and the extreme 
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west coast. It is the belief of the interested parties that 
Cunningham has operated .extensively in forged checks, for, 
after Cunningham’s arrest, it was ascertained that he was 
very active during the recent Victory Loan drive in securing 
subscriptions thereto. Doubtless, this was for the purpose of 
' copying the signatures on subscription blanks to assist in his 
forgeries. 


PETER DELIANIS, alias Peter Dalas, Jr., who defrauded 
a member bank of Worcester, Mass., early in March, was ar- 
rested by the local authorities on a charge of having secured 
funds on a forged withdrawal order. Following his arrest, he 
waived examination, and was held under $1,000 bond. 


JOHN DURKEE. This individual defrauded a member 
bank at Liberty, Texas, by means of a worthless check. He 
was later located by the local authorities and returned there 
for prosecution. He is an old offender, having served a term in 
the Louisiana State Penitentiary for similar check operations. 
He is described as 28 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 131 pounds, 
slight build, light brown eyes and medium chestnut hair. He 
was born in Texas and by occupation is a barber. 


EMMET FAHRINGER was successful in causing two 
member banks of Hazelton, Pa., to sustain losses of consider- 
able size through forged withdrawal orders. Fahringer’s mode 
of operation was to employ the services of a messenger boy 
. and send him to the interested banks with letters purporting 
to be signed by their customers, wherein it was requested that 
certain funds be sent to them. Upon discovering the fact 
that they had been swindled, the interested banks reported 
the matter to our detective agents, and their Philadelphia 
representatives made an investigation. After one day’s work, 
the operator was located and apprehended with the aid of 
the local authorities. The outcome of his case may be found 
elsewhere in this issue. 


H. C. GAGE defrauded a member bank of Oakdale, Pa., 
through the use of a forged check. Several days after this 
matter was referred to our detective agents, Gage was located 
one of their representatives through information supplied by 
an informant. He admitted his guilt, and was taken to Oak- 
dale for trial. He is described as 32 years of age, 5 feet 6 
inches, 140 pounds, slender build, sallow complexion, brown 
eyes, smooth shaven, slightly sunken cheeks. 


P. P. HUTTO, alias William Hutton. By securing funds 
on a small forged check drawn on a member bank of Oak- 
land, Cal., Hutto caused the interested bank to sustain a 
loss. Following the investigation made by our agents, it was 
found that Hutto had been arrested for similar crimes perpe- 
trated previous to the case that they were investigating and 
had been arrested, convicted and sentenced to prison. The 
outcome of his trial may be found elsewhere in this issue. He 
is described as 35 years of age, 5 feet.11 inches, 170 pounds, 
sandy brown hair, brown eyes, dark complexion, heavy build. 
The expense of this investigation was pro-rated between the 
Washington Bankers Association and this Association. 


W. F. JUDD. Having defrauded a member bank of Poplar 


Bluff, Mo., by means of-a mortgage swindle, Judd left the | 


vicinity, and for some time has been searched for by our 
agents. While investigating this case, our agents learned of 
the whereabouts of Judd, and knowing that the Federal 
authorities were. very anxious to cause this individual’s arrest, 
they supplied the information in question to these authorities, 
and shortly afterwards the arrest of Judd took place. To 
date we are unable to state whether or not this arrest is the 
outcome: of our agents’ information, but we presume such is 
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the case, as the arrest took place in the vicinity of the city 
in which Judd was located at the time the information was 
supplied. 

F. H. LAKEY recently defrauded a member bank at 
Wichita Falls, Texas, by means of a forged check. In an 
investigation made by our detective agents’ Houston repre- 
sentatives, it was ascertained that Lakey had been arrested at 
Abilene, Kan., for the theft of an automobile. In a preliminary 
hearing at that point, he was bound over to the District Court 
in $3,000 bond. He is described as 19 years of age, 6 feet 
1 inch, 150 pounds, slender build, fair complexion, blue eyes, 
light brown hair; and is of a nervous disposition. Arrange- 
ments will be made to prosecute him on the forgery charge, 
providing prosecution fails in the charge now pending. 


DENNIS G. LEWIS defrauded a member bank of Hays, 
Pa., by means of a forged check. While a search was being 
made for him by our detective agents, it was learned that 
Lewis was arrested at Wichita Falls, Texas, by representa- 
tives of the Department of Justice. As the government’s case 
against him was not very strong, arrangements are being made 
to have him turned over to the Allegheny County authorities 
to be prosecuted upon the charge of defrauding the member 
bank. He is being held at Wichita Falls, Texas, awaiting 
extradition to Pennsylvania. He is described as 25 years of 
age, 5 feet 8 inches, 140 pounds, slender build, dark brown 
hair, brown eyes and small mustache. 


THOMAS LUCAS, alias Alex L. McCormick (true name). 
Recently a member bank of Dallas, Texas, notified the Houston 
representatives of our detective agents of having suffered a 
loss through a transaction involving a forged check. The 
matter was taken in hand for investigation. Several days 
later while the operator was attempting to secure the balance 
on the forged check, he was detained and arrested through the 
efforts of our agents. He has confessed to his guilt, and has 
been returned to Dallas for prosecution. Following his arrest, 
it was learned by our agents that he had been arrested in 
Dallas in 1918 for automobile theft, and that at this time he 
was out on a two-year suspended sentence. 


WALTER L. MERRILL and MRS. LEONA BURKETT 
were recently arrested by post-office inspectors working out 
of Chicago for rifling mail boxes and taking letters containing 
checks, to which they would forge indorsements and then 
negotiate them. These people defrauded a member bank of: 
St. Joseph, Mo., in the above manner. Leona Burkett is 
being held in the county jail at Waukegan, Ill, while Walter 
L. Merrill is in Cook County Jail at Chicago. Descriptions 
of these two are not available at this writing. 


T. J. MOWERY, alias T. J. Farnham. On March 27, 
1919, one T. J. Farnham opened accounts with four member 
banks at Houston, Texas, using cash for the initial deposit. 
He gave his business as contractor and builder. The accounts 
became active at once, by the old method of kiting checks back 
and forth among the different institutions. Finally, when 
the proper time arrived, Farnham appeared at each of the 
member banks and deposited cashier’s checks on the First 
National Bank, Wichita Falls, Texas, calling for large amounts. 
Shortly after making these deposits, he drew checks ‘payable 
to cash, and succeeded in securing several thousand dollars. 
In every instance he stated that the money was to be used 
for a pay roll. One of the member banks became suspicious 
of Farnham’s activities, and consequently made inquiry as 
to the genuineness of his checks, and it then developed that 
they were bogus. From the writing it was soon ascertained 
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that Farnham was none other than T. J. Mowery, a man with 
a long criminal career, who has served several terms in 
various state penitentiaries for operating with worthless 
paper. On April 19 Farnham was located and arrested by 
other interested parties at Texarkana, Ark., where he was 
residing on a farm which he had purchased in January of 
this year. He was the possessor of an automobile, and a 
bank account of considerable size and valuable property. Farn- 


* ham fought extradition, but he was returned to Houston, 


Texas, to stand trial on four indictments. Since his return 
to Houston, Farnham, after a lengthy questioning by the 
authorities, lasting twenty-four hours, during which time he 
was seen and identified by no less than twenty-seven persons as 
T. J. Farnham, confessed to his crimes and gave the location 
of the hiding place of some of his ill-gotten funds. He is 
now confined in the County Jail of Harris County at Houston, 
Texas, awaiting a trial. Articles in connection with this 
operator have appeared in the June, 1910, October, 1911; June 
and August, 1912, and September, 1918, issues of the JouRNAL 
Supplement. 


IRA MYERS. A member bank in Salina, Kan., reported 
to the Kansas City representatives of our detective agents 
that they had lost a small amount through the forgery of the 
name of one of their customers. Our detective agents took 
up the matter and determined that same was committed by a 
young man named Ira Myers, who had already been arrested 
by local authorities in Salina on another charge. The outcome 
of this case may be found elsewhere in this issue. 

A. 8. PATTERSON, alias Alfie Barnum (true name). 
Recently our detective agents’ representatives at Houston, 
Texas, were advised that this criminal, using the name of 
Patterson, had defrauded a member bank at Wichita Falls, 
Texas, by means of checks bearing forged signatures of cus- 
tomers. In an investigation conducted by them, it was learned 
that he had been arrested under the name of Alfie Barnum, 
and was being held at Chicasha, Okla., charged with the 
theft of an automobile from Granite, Okla. He is being held 
on the theft charge, and arrangements have been made whereby 
he will be tried on the forgery charge if prosecution fails on 
the first charge. He is described as 21 to 25 years of age, 5 
feet 11 inches to 6 feet, 150 pounds, slender build, brown eyes, 
dark hair. 

JOSEPH HERMAN PHILLIPS. A member bank of New 
York City sustained a-loss of considerable size through a 
series of forgeries perpetrated against them. After discovering 
their loss, the bank reported same to the local representatives 
of our detective agents, and following an investigation, Phillips 
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was placed under arrest charged with the crime, which he has 
confessed to. He is now awaiting trial, having been indicted 
by the Grand Jury. : 


SAM PLAKAS, alias Frank J. Young, and JOHN B. 


KALSCHULAS, two Greeks, came into possession of a cashier’s 


check of the Daly Bank & Trust Company of Butte, Mont., 
which had been mailed to Young at Seattle, Wash. They en- 
deavored to cash the check at a member bank of Seattle, but 
were refused. The check was, however, accepted for collection. 
An account was then opened with the alleged Frank J. Young, 
and later a cashier’s check for part of the deposit was issued. 
The operators then endeavored to purchase jewelry from a 
local store, but the check was not accepted, the Seattle bank 
having advised the circumstances under which the holders had 


- réceived it. A short time after this these men called at the 


bank and were detained under a pretext until the local police 
arrived and took both into custody. They have been held on 
a charge of forgery. The Washington Bankers Association is 
pro-rating the expense of this investigation. 

EDWARD W. RANK. Early in April, 1919, this indi- 
vidual succeeded, through the forged indorsement of a deposi- 
tor, in securing funds on two bogus checks from ‘a Cincinnati, 
Ohio, member bank. Rank was traced to El Paso, Texas, and 
from there to Los Angeles, Cal. On April 30 he was placed 
under arrest at Los Angeles by the local police, who acted 
on information furnished by the Dayton, Ohio, police. This 
operator was also wanted in Dayton on a charge of forgery, 
and it is probable he will be returned to that city to stand 
trial first, though the Cincinnati authorities are desirous of 
returning him to their jurisdiction. A description of the 
operator is as follows: 19 years of age, 5 feet 5 inches, 135 
pounds, slender build, light complexion, light hair. 


CLAY O. RUTLEDGE defrauded a member bank of 
Brewster, Wash., through a check which bore the forged signa- 
ture of their customer. “The victim bank also being a member 
of the Washington Bankers Association, that Association pro- 
rated the expenses of the investigation made by our detective 
agents. Through information received, the Kansas City repre- 
sentatives of our detective agents were successful in locating 
the whereabouts of Rutledge. This information was then 
supplied to the local authorities and, acting upon same, Rut- 
ledge was taken into custody. He was held awaiting the 
arrival of the Washington authorities and admitted to bail. 
The outcome of his case may be found elsewhere in this issue. 

CHAUNCEY SHARP and ROY LYNCH. A member bank 
of Leavenworth, Ind., having sustained losses through a series 
of forged checks, reported the matter to our detective agents’ 
St. Louis representatives. A representative proceeded to the 
vicinity of Leavenworth and, after a short investigation, 
located and caused the arrest of Chauncey Sharp. Through 
a confession made by Sharp, they also located and effected the 
arrest. of Roy Lynch, who was an accomplice of Sharp. Fol- 
lowing Lynch’s arrest, after a very lengthy questioning, he 
also admitted his responsibility to these crimes. They are at 
the present time being held at Leavenworth awaiting trial. 
Sharp is described as 17 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 150 
pounds, stout build, dark chestnut hair, dark eyes, ruddy 
complexion. Lynch is 17 years of age, 5 feet 7 inches, 120 
pounds, slender build, dark blue eyes, dark brown hair, fair 
complexion, loud talker. 

KING A. SCOTT, alias John Scott, alias C. H. Williams, 
alias W. L. Hicks, negro, who defrauded member banks in 
Vidalia, La., Natchez, Miss., and Pine Bluff, Ark., by means 
of forged checks, using the signatures of various negro farm- 
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ers, was arrested by the authorities at Vidalia, La., on April 
15, 1919, when he entered a saloon there and asked the pro- 
prietor to cash a small check. He stated that he had just 
arrived on the last train and had found the banks closed. 
The proprietor remembered having been advised that A, W. 
Hank’s name had been forged to several checks recently by a 
negro, told Scott to get someone to identify him, in the mean- 
time notifying the authorities to come to the saloon. When 
Scott returned with a negro preacher to identify him, the 
proprietor had him indorse the check and then gave him the 
money. As the negroes started out they were put under arrest. 
The preacher was released the next morning, after satisfying 
the authorities that he was innocent. Scott is in jail awaiting 
trial. He is described as follows: 45 years of age, 150 to 
160 pounds, 6 feet to 6 feet and 1 inch, dark brown complexion, 
brown eyes, slender build, short mustache and beard, fairly 
neat, stooped shoulders, high forehead, scar 14% inches long 
over right eye; beard and hair streaked with gray. 

BEN SILVER, alias Ben Silber, caused a member bank 
at Vallejo, Cal., and also a member bank of Portland, Ore., 
to sustain a loss by reason of forgeries which were perpetrated 
by him. He was traced to the east some time ago, and since 
then our detective agents have used their efforts to apprehend 
him. On April 23, 1919, on information furnished by our 
detective agents, Ben Silver was arrested at Baltimore by 


representatives of the Baltimore detective force, and is now | 


awaiting the arrival of the sheriff from Portland, Ore., with 
the necessary extradition papers. The California Bankers 
Association are pro-rating the expense of this investigation. 


WILLIAM H. SLUSHER was successful in causing a 
member bank of Baltimore, Md., to sustain a loss through a 
very clever swindle. Dressed in the uniform of a petty officer 
of the United States Navy, Slusher called upon this member 
bank and represented himself to be attached to the recruiting 
station which was occupying an office nearby. At the same 
time he presented a check drawn on a Cleveland institution, 
and requested to be permitted to open an account. Being 
granted this permission, he was also permitted to draw on 
an uncollected item, and consequently listed that bank among 
his victims. A few days following this transaction, Slusher 
was arrested at Philadelphia by the local authorities and 
held pending action. Following his arrest our agents were 
notified and permitted to question him and from him secured 
a confession of his activities. 

DR. WILLARD E. SMITH, alias Dr. W. H. Baldwin, with 
numerous other aliases, always prefixed with Dr., is under

arrest’ at Honolulu, H. I., and will be returned to Tacoma, 
Wash., to answer to a charge of forgery preferred by a mem- 
ber bank of Tacoma, who cashed a bogus check, the Doctor 
usually posed as being attached to the Medical Corps of the 
United States Army. During the year 1918 and early in 
1919 this criminal defrauded many banks and hotels through- 
out the Western States. He is described as 38 years of age, 
5 feet 10 inches, 175 to 180 pounds, rather stocky build, dirty 
red hair which would probably be curly if allowed to grow; 
wears army officer’s uniform with an overseas raincoat.. The 
Oregon Bankers Association has pro-rated the expenses of the 
investigations made by our detective agents, as an Oregon 
bank was also defrauded. 


FRANK J. SPROEHNLE 


Following a long career of swindling, forgery and auto- 
mobile thefts, FRANK J. SPROEHNLE, alias R. G. Hen- 
dricks, alias Robert Hendricks, alias A. W. Hoffman, alias 
Frederick Brown, alias W. A. Wise, was arrested through in- 
formation furnished by our detective agents by a representa- 
tive of the Baltimore Police Department. Sproehnle, alias 
Hendricks, has operated extensively in Philadelphia and 
throughout eastern Pennsylvania and at Baltimore. He is 
described as 42 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches, 140 pounds, 
slender build, sallow complexion, chestnut and slate blue eyes, 
black hair, very much streaked with gray; tip of middle finger, 
left hand, amputated, left foot and ankle deformed. Detainer 
warrants have been lodged with the Baltimore police authori- 
ties by the Philadelphia and Paterson, N. J., authorities. 


MAT C. STEWART. By stealing a letter from the mails 
and representing himself to be a customer of a member bank 
of Barbourville, Ky., Stewart caused that bank to sustain a 
loss, as they paid upon a check which bore the forged in- 
dorsement of their depositor. Our detective agents were 
notified of this swindle, but before they could reach the scene 
of activity, Stewart was apprehended by the Federal authori- 
ties while he was endeavoring to transact a similar trans- 
action. He has since been indicted on three Federal charges, 
and is now awaiting trial on the cases of the Federal authori- 
ties. 


GLADYS CAROLLTON SWEET. A member bank at St. 
Louis, Mo., after losing a small sum on a worthless check 
drawn on a bank at Burlington, Iowa, payable to Miss Louise 
Anten, was successful in causing the woman’s arrest when she 
tried to repeat the transaction several days later. Our 
detective agents were summoned and finally the woman con- 
fessed. to them as being Gladys Carollton Sweet, alias Louise 
Phillips. She also confessed that she had cashed checks in 
Galesburg, Ill., to which she had forged the signature of an 
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uncle. She is described as follows: 25 years of age, 5 feet 8 
inches, 130 pounds, fair complexion, blue eyes, black hair; 
sarcastic and insolent. 

J. E. C. WILLIAMS (colored), is under arrest at Oak- 
land, Cal., charged with defrauding a member bank of Santa 
Barbara, Cal., by means of worthless checks. Information 
was received that Williams was in the vicinity of Oakland, 
this data was supplied to the local authorities by our agents, 
and they were successful in causing his apprehension and 
holding him for the Santa Barbara police. The California 
Bankers Association is pro-rating the expense of this investi- 
gation. 


REMOVED 


ELIZABETH HALL ARMSTRONG, who was successful in 
securing funds in Columbia, S. C., by means of bogus checks, 
has been sentenced to serve 180 days at Occoquan, Va. Her 
time will expire July, 1919, and those having warrants for her 
arrest should have the same lodged with the warden at 
Occoquan. 


FRANK BARNES, alias Roy Ferguson, etc., arrested for 
defrauding a member bank of Waterloo, Iowa, by means of 
forged checks, was successful in effecting his escape from the 
County Jail at that point, and is now listed as & fugitive from 
justice. 

ROBERT BARTON. While Barton was being held await- 
ing trial on a charge of issuing bogus checks he became ill, 
and was placed under the care of physicians. Upon recovery 
he was placed on probation. Shortly after the closing of this 
case he was rearrested by the Federal authorities on a charge 
of stealing from the mails, and is again awaiting trial on this 
charge. 

DR. CONRAD C. BECKER was sentenced to an inde- 
terminate term of not less than 4 years nor more than 7 
years in the New Jersey State Penitentiary, Trenton, N. J. 

HARRY BEEBE and CLEVE BLISS, having been identi- 
fied in connection with the hold-up of the Teutopolis State 
Bank, Teutpolis, Ill., January 4, 1919, pleaded guilty, and were 
sent to the Southern Illinois Penitentiary at Chester under 
indeterminate sentences. 

HENRY E. BOLT, of whom mention is made in this issue, 
has been released by the prosecuting attorney, as he was found 
to be of unsound mind. 

FRANKLIN A. BURLINGAME. Due to Burlingame’s 
mental condition, the prospects of a conviction were very re- 
mote. Consequently, following the advice of the prosecuting 
attorney, he was permitted to reimburse his victims, and upon 
doing so, secured his release. 

LOUIS CAMPAGNA, implicated in the hold-up of an 
Argo, lll., member bank, was tried on March 27, 1919, con- 
vieted and sentenced to from 1 to 10 years in the Pontiac 
Reformatory at Pontiac, III. 

JUDSON P. CASSELMAN, alias C. E. Allen, was fined 
$250 and instructed to reimburse the bank in the amount that 
they had been swindled; upon doing so, he was released from 
custody. 

JAMES PAUL COFFEY, who was arrested in San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., on a charge of forgery, has been placed on proba- 
tion, with the understanding that he is to make full restitu- 

tion. 
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JAMES C. COLLINS, alias James S: Carr, alias Herbert 
Spencer, was sentenced to a term of from 1 to 14 years in the 
State Penitentiary, San Quentin, Cal. ’ 


CHAS. M. CUMMINGS, who defrauded two member banks 
of Parkersburg, W. Va., on checks to which the indorsements 
were forged, was sentenced on’May 9, 1919, to serve 6 months 
in the Wood County Jail, Parkersburg, W. Va., pay a fine 
of $25 and make restitution to the banks that were defrauded. 


JACK CUNNINGHAM was sentenced to serve a term of 
2 years and 2 days in the Louisiana State Penitentiary on a 
charge of forgery. 


JOHN DURKEE, of whom mention is made elsewhere in 
this issue, was tried and convicted on May 6, 1919, and sen- 


tenced to serve 2 years ‘in the Texas State Penitentiary, Hunts- 
ville, Texas. 


RALPH EISENMAN, forger, was sentenced to serve % 
years in the Reformatory at Anamosa, Iowa. Eisenman was 
convicted of stealing from the mails. 


EMMET FAHRINGER. Having entered a plea of guilty 
to a charge of forgery, Fahringer was sentenced to a 6-year 
term of probation and instructed to make complete restitution. 
Upon doing so, he was released from custody, but compelled 
to report at regular intervals to the probation officer. 

JOHN FREDERICKS, who was arrested in connection 
with the hold-up of a member bank at Argo, IIl., was tried 
on March 27, 1919, found guilty, and given a sentence of from 


1 to 10 years in the Pontiac Reformatory located at Pontiac. 
Ill. 


J. W. FREEMAN entered a plea of guilty to a charge ot 
uttering bogus checks, and was sentenced in Bridgeport on the 
Norwalk, Conn., charge to serve not less than 18 mouths nor 
more than 2 years at the State Prison, Wethérsfield, Conn. 


JOSEPH GOLDSTEIN. The case against this individual 
has been dropped for lack of action, 


CHAS. M. GRIMMETT, alias R. L. Jones. Following a 
conviction of attempting to defraud a member bank of The 
Dalles, Ore., Grimmett was paroled in the charge of his 


father and must report at frequent intervals to the probation 
officer. 


N. E. GROSS (negro) was found guilty on a charge ot 
forgery and before passing sentence a new trial was granted. 
Inasmuch as the prospects for an early trial are very remote, 
we are removing his name from our list as a release. 


J. D. HALSTEAD. Upon securing his release on bond, 
Halstead forfeited same, and is now listed as a fugitive from 
justice. 


CLAUDE L. HARGER has been sentenced to an inde- 
terminate term of from 2 to 14 years in the Louisiana State 
Penitentiary. This sentence was afterwards suspended, 


B. H. HOPKINS was released from the forgery charge by 
Judge Forbes of the Superior Court of Los Angeles, Cal. He 
was, however, held on an embezzlement charge filed against 
him through the efforts of our detective agents. 


HOWARD HOWD, alias James Howd, alias Howard Barr, 
was, during the month of April, 1919, sentenced to serve from 
1 to 10 years in the Utah State Penitentiary at Salt Lake 
City, Utah. : 


P. P. HUTTO, alias William Hutton, has been sentenced 
to serve an indeterminate term of 1 to 5 years in the San 
Quentin Penitentiary, San Quentin, Cal. 
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LYLE C. INGALLS entered a plea of guilty to a charge 
of defrauding a’ member bank of Pepin, Wis., by means of a 
forged check, whereupon he was fined $25 and costs, amounting 
to $463.96. “ 

R. R. JONES. Following Jones’ arrest for defrauding a 
member bank of St. Helens, Ore., he was sentenced to an inde- 
terminate term in the State Reform School. Jones was on a 
suspended sentence from that institution at the time he com- 
mitted his last crime. 

EDWARD C. JOYCE, alias Robt. E. Lowther, alias Edw. 
O’Neal, who passed bogus checks on member banks in Ohio 
and Colorado, was tried by court martial which sat at Fort 
Sheridan, Ill., the latter part of October, 1918, and sentenced 
to 25 years at the Federal Prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kan. 

WILLIAM V. KILEY and LOUIS MERRIAM, well-known 
sneak thieves, were sentenced to an indeterminate term of 2 
years to 30 months in the Eastern Penitentiary, Phila- 
delphia, Pa. 

WALTER B. LENT, alias James E. Bennett, was sen- 
tenced to a term of 4 years in the Texas State Penitentiary, 
Huntsville, Texas. 

ALMA LIND was permitted to reimburse the bank for 
their loss and expenses. Upon doing so, she secured her 
release. 

MICHAEL McCABE, following his arrest in New York 
City on a charge of having been implicated in the hold-up of 
a Minneapolis bank, he fought extradition and was successful 
in his fight; consequently, was released from custody. 

JOHN MANURA entered a plea of guilty to the charge 
of forgery committeed in Oakland. Judgment and sentence 
was suspended, whereupon he was placed on probation for 5 
years. 

WILLIAM MILLER, alias William Adams, charged with 
attempting to burglarize a member bank of Clayton, Mich., 
was sentenced to serve an indeterminate term of not less 
than 15 years nor more than 30 years in the Michigan State 
Penitentiary, Marquette, Mich. 

WALTER B. MITCHELL was sentenced to an indetermi- 
nate term in the Elmira State Reformatory, Elmira, N. Y. 

J. E. MURRAY of Spokane, Wash., pleaded guilty to a 
charge of forgery and was sentenced to serve a term in the 
Washington State Penitentiary of 6 months to 2 years. 

IRA MYERS. Just previous to being arrested on a charge 
of larceny, Myers defrauded a member bank of Salina, Kan. On 
the first charge he was sentenced to a term of 5 years in the 
Kansas State Reformatory, consequently we are not carrying

his name on our waiting trial list, as this crime was taken into 
consideration at the time the sentence was passed. . 

A. PALMER, alias M. D. Mills, wes sentenced to serve an 
indeterminate sentence of from 1 to 14 years in the State 
Penitentiary, San Quentin, Cal. 

D. B. POTTS pleaded guilty to the charge of passing bogus 
checks at Anaheim, Cal., on January 24, 1919, and was given 
1 year’s probation. : 

RAY 0. FRANCIS RANTA was sentenced to a term of 
probation, the understanding being that he was to secure work 
in Alaska. 

CLAY O. RUTLEDGE. While out on bail, awaiting the 
arrival of officers from Brewster, Wash., where he was wanted 
on a charge of forgery, Rutledge forfeited his bail, and is now 
listed as a fugitive from justice. 

SAM SHANKER, alias Sam Shankie, having been con- 
vieted of stealing from a member bank of St. Louis, was placed 
on probation, and must report once a week. 


J. STEPHENSON, alias J. S. Stephenson, alias J. S. 
Miller, alias C. A. Brown, alias O. P. Baker, who was taken 
into custody on April 3, 1919, by a representative of our 
detective agents, while attempting to defraud a Pittsburgh 
member bank, pleaded guilty at Pittsburgh, Pa., to a charge 
of obtaining money under false pretense, and was sentenced 
on May 7, 1919, to serve from 18 months to 2 years in the 
Huntington Reformatory. 

J. A. STRIPLIN was found not guilty of attempting to 
defraud a member bank of Monroe, La. 

JAMES GORDON SWINK was permitted to enlist in the 
navy and thereby escaped prosecution on a charge of forgery. 

MICHAEL TABACCHIO. Following his arrest on a 
charge of stealing funds, from a member bank of St. Louis, 
Tabacchio was sentenced to the Boonville Reform School for 
an indeterminate period, 


ERRET WARD. Following Ward’s arrest and release 
on bond, he was permitted to enlist and is now overseas. In- 
asmuch as his case has been discontinued from time to time 
and the prospects for an early trial are very remote, we 
are removing his name from our lists and counting same as a 
release. 

, FRED G. WELLS has been permitted to reimburse qhe 
bank for their loss and has secured his release. 


ARTHUR WILLIAMS, charged with bigamy and forgery, 
has been released, as the Oregon authorities refused to extra- 
dite him to that State. 
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
